SOME years ago the following pages wou*d have been reckoned 
one of the greateft prefents which the learned World cou'd 
have received. The I..ife of the famous Lord Herbert of Chir- 
bury, written by himfelf, wou'd have excited the curiofity of the 
whole Republic of Letters. Perhaps a lefe proportion of expec- 
tation may attend this it*s late appearance. Not that the abilities 
of the Noble Writer have fallen into difefteem. His reign of 
Henry VIIL is allowed to be a mafterpiece of hiftoric biography. 
But they were his Ipcculative works, which, raifing a multitude 
of admirers or cenfors from their acutenefs and fingularity, made 
luord Herbert's a name of the firft importance. The many great 
men,- who illuftrated the fucceeding period, have taken off fome 
of the public attention -, for it is only a Genius of the firft forcc> 
whofe fame dilates widi ages, and can buoy itfelf up above the 
indifference which fteals upon mankind, as an author becomes lefi 
. and lefs the fubjcft of converfation. Speculative Writers, however 
penetrating, however fublime their talents, feldom attain the feal 
of univerfal approbation, becaufe, of all the various abilities which 
Providence has beftowed on man, Reafoning is not the power 
which has been brought to ftandard perfeftion. Poetry and Elo- 
quence have been fo far perfefted, that the great mafters in thofe 
branches ftiU remain unequalled. But where is that book of humaa 
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argumentation:i where that fyftem of human opinions^ which bas 
not been partly confuted or exploded ? Novelty itfclf in matters 
of metaphyfical inquiry often proves^ in efie^tj a confutation of 
antecedent novelties. Opponents raife the celebrity of the doc- 
trines they attack : newer doctrines ftifle that celebrity. This is a 
truth, which the bigots of Lord Herbert's age wou'd not have liked 
to hear i but what has happened to many other great men> has been 
•his fate too : they who mcancd to wound his fame, extended it : 
when the cry of Enthufiafts was drawn off to freftier game, his 
renown grew fainter. His moral charafter recovered it's luftrc, 
but has fewer fpeAatprs to gaze at it. 

This Introdudion to his Life may not be improper, tho' at firft 
it may miflead the reader, who will hence perhaps expcft from his 
0wn pen foipe accouut of a Ferfon's creed, whom a few fottiih zealots 
onqe reprefcnted as having none at all. His Lordfliip's thorough 
belief and awfull veneration of the Deity wiU clearly appear in thefe 
pages i but neither the Unbeliever nor the Monk will have farther 
feeisfaftion. This Life of a Philofopher is neither a dedudion of 
Im ofMftions nor a- table of philofophy— I will anticipate the read- 
fr'$ fu^prize, tho' it &all be but in a word : to his aftonilhment he 
will find, t^iatthe Hiftory of Don Quixote was the Life of Plato. 

*?he npbt? Family, which give§ thefe fheets to the world, is above 
the liltle prejudices which make many a race defraud the Public of 
what was d^figned fpr it by thofe, who alone had a right to give or 
withhold. It is above fuppreiBng wh^t Lord Herbert dared to tell. 
Foibk)5,paffions, perhaps fome vanity, furcly fome wronghcadednefsj 
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thefe he tcomtd to conceal, for he fought Truth, wrote on Truth, 
wasf Truth : He honcfUf told when he had mifled or miftaken it. 
liis DeicendantSj not blind to his faults^ but thro' them conducting 
the reader to his virtxics^ dcfire the world to make this candid obfer- 
vation with them^, " That there muft have been a wonderful! fund of 
internal virtue, of fbong rcfolution and manly philofophy, which in 
an age offuch itriftakenand barbarous galantry, of fuch abfurdufages 
and falfe ^ory, cou'd enable Lord Herbert to feek fame better found- 
ed, and cou'd make him refleft that there might be a more defirable 
kind of glory than that of a romantic duellift." None fhut their eyes 
fo obftinately againft feeing what is ridiculous, as they who have at- 
tained a maftery in it: but that was not the cafe of Lord Herbert. 
His valour made him a hero, be the heroifm in vogue what it wou*d; 
his found parts made him a philofophcr. Few men in truth have 
figured fo' confpicuoufly in lights fo various ; and his Defcendants, 
tho' they cannot approve him in every walk of glory, wou*d periiaps 
injure his memory, if they foffered the world to be ignorant, that 
he was formed to Ihine in every iphere, into which his Impetuous 
temperament, or predominant reafon condudbed him« 

As aSoldier he won theefteem of thirfe great captains the Princeof 
Orange and theConftable de Montnnorency ; as a Knight, his chivalry 
was drawn from the pureft founts of the Fairy Queen. Had he been 
ambitbusi the beatity of his perfon wou'dhave carried him as ^r as 
any gentle knight can alpire tb go. As a publick Minifter he flip- 
ported the dignity of his country, even when it*s Prince dilgraccd it; 
and that he was qualified to write it*s annals as well as to ennoble 
them, the hiftory I have mentioned proves, and nnruit make us lament 
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that he did not compleat, or that we have loft, the account he pur- 
ppfcd to give of his embafly. Thefe bufy fccnes were blended 
with, and terminated by meditation and philofophic inquiries. 
Strip each period of it's exceffes and errors, and it will not be 
eafy to trace out, or difpofe the life of a man of quality into a 
fucceflion of employments which wou'd better become him. Va- 
lour and military aftivity in youth; bufinefs of ftate in the mid- 
dle age ; contemplation and labours for the information of po-- 
fterity in the calmer fcenes of clofing life: This was Lord Her- 
bert : the deduction he will give himfelf. 

The MS. was in great danger of being loft to the World* 
Henry Lord Herbert, grandfon of the Author, died in i%i 
without iffue, and by his . Will left his Eftate to Franci3;3^er'^, 
bert of Oakly.park, (father of the prefent Earl of PowiS);ib^ 
fitter's fon. At Lymore in Montgomeryfhire (the chief Seat of 
the Family after Cromwell had demolifhed Montgomery Caftlejv 
was preferved the original Manufcript* Upon the marriage of 
Henry Lord Herbert with a daughter of Francis Earl of Brad- ^ 
ford, Lymore, with a confiderable part of the eftate thereabouts, 
was allotted for her jointure. After his deceafe. Lady Herbert 
ufually refided there; ftie died in 17 14. The MS. cou*id not 
then be found : yet while ftie lived there, it was known to have 
been in her hands. Some years afterwards it was difcovered at 
Lyniore among fome old papers, in very bad condition, feveral 
leaves being torn out and others ftained to fuch a degree as to 
make it fcarcely legible. Under thefe circumftances, inquiry was 
made of the Herberts of Ribhisford (dcfccndcd from Sir Henry- 
Herbert 
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Herbert a younger brother of the author-lord) in relation to a 
duplicate of the Memoirs, which was confidently faid to be in 
their cuftody. It was allowed that fuch a duplicate had exifted ; 
but no one could recoUeft what was become of it. At laft, 
about the year 1737, this book was fent to the Earl of Powis 
by a Gentleman, whofe father had purchafedan Eftat« of Henry 
Herbert of Ribbisford (fon of Sir Henry Herbert above men- 
tioned) in whom was revived in 1694, the title ofChirbury, 
which had extinguiflied in 1691. By him (after the fale of the 
Eftate) fome few books, pictures and other things, were left in 
the houle, and remained there to 1737. This Manufcript was 
amongft them; which not only by the contents (as far as it 
was poflible to collate it with the original) but by the fimili- 
tude of the Writing, appeared to be the Duplicate, fo much 
fought after. 

Being written when Lord Herbert was paft fixty, the Work 
-was probably nev^r compleated. The Ipelling is in general given 
^s in the MS. but fome obvious miftakes it was neceflary to 
correft, and a few Notes have been added, to point out the moft 
remarkable perfons mentioned in the text. The ftyle is remark- 
ably good for that age, which coming between the nervous 
and expreffive manlinefs of the preceding century, and the pu- 
rity of the prefent ftandard, partook of neither. His Lordfliip's 
obfervations are new and acute; fome very fhrewd, as that to 
the Due de Guile, p. 149 j his difcourfe on the Reformation very 
wile. To the French confeffor his reply, p. 170, wasfpiritedj 
indeed his behaviour to Luynes and all his condudt, gave am- 
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pie evidence of his conftitutional fire. But nothing is more 
marked than the air of veracity or perfuafion which runs through 
the whole Narrative. If he makes us wonder, and wonder makes 
us doubt, the charm of his ingenuous integrity difpels our hefi- 
tation. The whole relation throws Angular light on the mamiers 
of the age, though the gleams are tranfient. In thole man- 
ners nothing is more ftriking than the ftrange want of police 
in this country. I will not point out inftances, as I have al- 
ready perhaps too much opened the contents of a book, which 
if it gives other readers half the pleafure it afforded me, they 
will own themfelves extraordinarily indebted to the noble perlbni. 
by whofe favour I am permitted to communicate to them fo g^'eaC* 
a curiofity.

ID O believe that if all my anceftors had {tt down their lives 
in writing, and h^ft them to pofterity, many documents ne- 
ceffary to be. known of thofe who both participate of their 
natural inclinations and humours mufl in all probability run a 
not much different courfc, might have been given for their in- 
ftru6Uon ; and certainly it will be found much better for men to 
guide thenifelyes. by fuch obfervations as their father, grandfa- 
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ther, and great grand-father might have delivered to them,: than 
by thofe vulgar rules and examples, which cannot in all points 
fo exaftly agree unto them. Therefore whether their life were 
private, and contained only precepts neceflary to treat with their 
children,, fervants, tenants, kinfmen, and neighbours, or imployed 
abroad in. the univerfity, or ftudy of the law, or in the court, 
or in the camp, their heirs might have benefitted themfelves more 
by them than by any elfe ; for which reafon I have thought fit 
to relate to my pofterity thofe paff^es of my life, which I con- 
ceive may beft declare me, and be mod ufefuU to them. In the- 
delivery of which, I profefs to write with all truth and fince- 
rityi as fcorning ever to deceive or Ipeak falfe to any : And 
therefore detefting it much more where I am under obligation 
ofipeakingto thofe fo near me, and if this be one reafon for 
taking my pen in hand at this time, fo as my age is now pa(t 
threefcore, it will be fit to recoiled my former adlions, and ex^ 
amine what had been done well or ill, to the intent I may both 
reform that which was amifsy and fo make my peace wkh God,. 
as alfo comfort my felf in thofe things which through God^s 
great grace and favour have been done according to the rules. 
of confcience, vertue and honor, Btrfore yet I bring myfelf 
to this accompt,. it wUI be neceflary I fay fomewhat concerning* 
my Anceftors, as far as the notice of them is come to me in 
any credible way, of whom yet I cannot fay much,, fince I was- 
but eight years old when my grand-father died, and that my 
father lived but about four years after -, and that for the reft I 
have lived for the moft part from home, it is impoffible I ihould 
have that intire knowledge of their actions which might infornv 

me

me fufficiently ; I ftiall only therefore relate the more known and 
tsndoubted parts of their lives *^ 

My father was Richard Herbert Efq. fon to Edward Her- 
bert Efq. and grandchild to Sir Richard Herbert Knt. who was 
a younger fon of Sir Richard Herbert of Cblebrook in Mon- 
mouthfhire, of all whom I fhall fay a little ; And firft of my 
father, whom I remember to have been black haired and. bearded, 
as all my anceftors of his fide are faid to have been, of a manly 
or fomewhat ftern look, but withall very handfome and well 
compaft in his limbs, and of a great courage, whereof he gave 
proof, when he was fo barbaroufly affaulted by many nien in the 
church yard at Lanervil, at what time he would have appre- 
hended a man who denyed to appear to juftice ; fbr defending 
himfelf againft them all, by the help only of one John ap Howell 
Corbet, he chaced his adverfaries untill a villain coming behind 
him did over the (houlders of others wound him on the head 
behind with a fbreft bill untill he fell down, tho recovering him- 
felf again notwithftanding his Ikull was cutt through to the Pia 
Mater of the brain, he faw his adverfaries fly away, and after 
walked home to his houfe at Llyflyn, where after he was cured,^ 

• Though his lordfliip, according to his fcrupulous exa£hiefs, would 
fet down nothing relating to his anceftors but what was of undoubted, 
notoriety, yet. it is probable that he had fome memorials of his family in 
writing j for Dugdale in his Baronage,, vol. ii. p. 256, edit, of 1676,, 
quotes a curious paffage relating to the family's aflumption of the name of 
Herbert from a manufcript book, which he had feen in the hands of our 
author, lord Herbert*. 

he 
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he oflfered a finglc combat to the chief of the family, by whofc 
procurement it was thought the mifchief was committed ; but he 
difclaiming wholy the aftion as not done by his confent, which 
he offered to teftifie by oath, and the villain himfelf flying into 
Ireland, whence he never returned, my father defiflrd from pro- 
fecuting the bufinefs any farther in that kind, and attained, not- 
withftanding the faid hurt, that health and ftrength, that he 
returned to his former exercifes in a country life, and became 
the father of many children. As for his integrity in his places 
of Deputy Lieutenant of the county, Jufticc of the Peace, and 
Cuftos Rotulorura which he as my grandfather before him held, 
it is fo memorable to this day that it was fayd his enemies 
appealed to him for juftice, which they alfo found on all occa- 
fions. His learning was not vulgar, as underftanding well the 
Latin Tongue, and being well verfed in hiflory. My grandfa- 
ther was of a various life beginning firft at court, where after 
he had fpent moft part of his means, he became a foldier, and 
made his fortune with his fword at the battle of St. Quintens in 
France, and other wars, both in the north and in the rebellions 
hapning in the times of King Edward the d''*" and Queen Mary, 
with fo good fuccefs, that he not only came off ftill with the 
better, but got fo much money and wealth as enabled him to 
buy the greateft part of that livelyhood which is defcended to 
me ; tho yet I hold fome lands which his mother the Lady Ann 
Herbert purchafed, as appears by the deeds made to her by that 
name which I can fhew ; and might have held more, which my 
grandfather fold under foot at an under value in his youth, and 
might have been recovered by my fether, had my grandfather 
7 fuffcred 
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llifFcred him. My grandfather was noted to be a great enemy 
to the outlaws and thieves of his time, who robbed in great 
numbers in the mountains in Montgomeryftiire, for the fuppreff- 
ing of whom he went often both day and night to the places 
where they were, concerning which tho many particulars have 
been told me, I (hall mention one only. Some outlaws being 
lodged in an alehoufe upon the hills of Llandinam, my grand- 
father and a few fervants coming to apprehend them, the prin- 
cipal outlaw fhot an arrow 'againft my grandfather which ftuck 
in the pummel of his faddle, whereupon my grandfather coming 
up to him with his fword in his hand, and taking him pri- 
foner, he ftiewed him the faid arrow, bidding him look what he 
had done, whereof the outlaw was no farther fenfible than to fay 
he was forry that he left his better bow at home, which he 
conceiv'd would have carryed his fhot to his body, but the out- 
law being brought to juftice, fufFer'd for it. My grandfather's 
power was fo great in the countrey, that divers anceftors of the 
better families now in Montgomeryfhire were his fervants, and 
rais'd by him. He delighted alfo much in hofpitality, as having 
a very long table twice covered every meal with the beft meats 
that could be gotten, and a very great family. It was an ordi- 
nary faying in the countrey at that time, when they faw any 
fowl rife, "Fly where thou wilt thou wilt light at Black-hall," which 
was a low building, but of great capacity, my grandfather ereft- 
cd in his age ; his father and himfelf in former times having 
Kved in Montgomery caftle. Notwithftanding yet thefe expences 
at home, he brought up his children well, married his daughters 
to the better fort of pcrfons near him, and bringing up his younger 
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fons at the umverfity ; from whence his fon Mathew went to the 
Low Country Wars, and after fonne time Ipent there, came home^ 
and livred in A/^ countrey at Dolegeog upon a houfe and fair 
living, which my grandfather beftowed upon him. His fon alfo 
Charles Herbert after he had part fome time in the Low Coun- 
treys likewife returned home, and was after married to an in- 
heretrix, whofe eideft fon called Sir Edward Herbert Knt. is the 
King's Attorney General. His ;fon George who was of New 
CoUedge in Oxford, was very learned, and of a pious life, died 
in a middle age of a dropfy. Notwithftanding all which occa- 
fions of expencc,*my grandfather purchafed much lands without 
doing any thing yet unjuftly or hardly, as may be collefted by 
an offer I ha.ve publickly made divers times, having given my 
bailiffe in charge to proclaim to the countrey, that if any lands 
were gotten by eviU means, or (6 much as hardly, they fliould 
be compounded for ror reftored again; but to this day, never 
any man yet complained to me in this kind. He died at the 
age of fourfcore or thereabouts^ and was buried in Montgomery 
church, without having any monument made for him, which yet 
for my faxher is there fet up in a fair manner. My great grand- 
father Sir Richard Herbert was fteward in the time of King 
Henry the eighth of the lordfliips and marches of North-wales, 
Eaft-walcs and Cardeganfhire, and had power in a marfeal law 
to execute offenders ; in the ufing thereof he was fo juft, that 
be acquired to himfelf a Angular reputation, as may appear upon 
the records of that time, kept in the paper chamber at White- 
hall, fome touch whereof I have made in my Hiftory of Henry 
ihe eighth j .of him I can fay little more than that he likewife 

was 
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was a great fuppreflbr of rebells, thieves, and outlaws, and that 
he was jiift and confcionable ; for if a falfe or cruel perfon had 
that power committed to his hands, he would have raifed a 
great fortune out of it, whereof he left little, fave what his father 
gave him, unto pofterity. He lyeth buried likewife in Mont- 
gomery ; the upper monument of the two placed in the chan- 
cell being ere<5ted for him. My great great-grandfather Sir 
Richard Herbert of Colebrook was that incomparable heroe who 
(in the hiftory of Hall and Grafton as it appears) twice pad 
through a great army of Northern men alone, with his poll-ax 
in his hand, and returned without any mortal hurt, which is 
more than is famed of Amadis de Gall, or the Knight of the 
Sun. I fhall befides this relation of Sir Richard Herbert's 
prowefs in the battle at Banbury or Edgcot-hill, being the place 
where the late battle was fought, deliver fome traditions concern- 
ing him, which I have received from good hands : one is, that 
the faid Sir Richard Herbert being employed together with his 
brother William Earle of Pembrook to reduce certain * rebells 
in North-wales, Sir Richard Herbert befeiged a principal perfon 

* It was an InfurreAion in the ninth year of Edw. 4.th. headed by Sir 
John Coniers and Robert Riddefdale, in favour of Henry 6th. This 
William Earl of Pembroke and his brother Sir Richard Herbert being fent 
againft them, were to be joined by the Earl of Devonfhire, but a fquabble 
happening between the two Earls about quarters, the Earl of Devonfhire 
feparated from Pembroke, who engaging the enemy at Danefmoore near 
Edgcote in Northamptonfhire, was defeated and taken prifoner, with his bro- 
ther, and both were put to death, ^yith Richard Widville Earl Rivers, father 
of the Queen, by -command of the Duke of Clarence and the Earl of War- 
tvick^ who had revolted from Edward.

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of them at Harkch-cafUc in Merionethfbirc, the captain of this^ 
place had been a foldier in the wars of France^ whereupon he 
faid he had kept a caftle in France fo long^ that he made the 
old women in Wales talk of him> and that he would keep the 
caftle fo long that he wouM make the old wonaen in France talk 
of him ; and indeed as the place was almoft impregnable but by- 
famine, Sir Richard Herbert was conftraincd to take him in by 
compofition, he furrend'ring himfclf upon condition, that Sir 
Richard Herbert (hou'd do what he cou'd to favc his life, which 
being accepted. Sir Richard brought him to King Edward the 
4tii. defiring his Highncfs to give him a pardon, fince he yielded 
up a place of importance, which he might have kept longer, 
upon this hope ; but the king replying to Sir Richard Herbert, 
that he bad no power by his commiflion to pardon any, and 
therefore might after the reprefentation hereof to his Majefty^ 
fafe deliver him up to juftice ; Sir Richard Herbert anfwered he 
had not yet done the beft he cou'd for him, and therefore moll 
humbly defired his Highnefs to do one of two things, either to 
put him again in the caftle where he was, and command feme 
other to take him out, or, if his Highnefs wou'd not do fo, to 
take his life for the faid captain^ that being the laft proof he 
cou'd give that he ufed his uttermoft endeavour to fave the faid 
captain's life. The King finding himfelf urged thus far, gave. 
Sir Richard Herbert the life of the faid captab, but withall he^ 
beftowed no other reward for his fervice. The other hiftory is 
that Sir Richard Herbert together with his brother the Earle of 
Pembrook being in Anglefy apprehending there kvcn brothers 
which had done many mifchiefs and murders ; in thefe times. 

the 
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the Earie of Pembrook thinking it fit to root out fo wicked 
m progeny comirwiKied them 9\l to be hanged 1 whereupon the 
mochcr of theni conning to the Earle of Pembrook, upon her 
knees defired him to pardon two or at leaftwifc one of her faid 
ions, affirming that the reft were Tuflkient to fatisifie juftice or 
csamplci which rcqueft atfo Sir Richard Herbert feconded ; but 
the Earle finding them all equally guilty, faid he cou'd make 
no diftindlioa betwixt them, and therefore commanded them to 
be executed together; at which the mother was fo aggrieved, 
that with a pair of woollen beads on her arms (for fo the re- 
lation goeth) fhe on her knees curft him, praying God's mif- 
chief might fall to him in the firft battle he fhoulU make : The 
Earle after this, coming with his brodier to Edgcot field as is 
before fet down, after he had put his men in order to fight, 
found his brother Sir Richard Herbert in -the head of his men, 
feaning upon his poll-ax in a kind of fad or penfive manner, 
ivhereupon the Earle faid^ what doth thy great body (for he 
was higher by the head than any one in the army) apprehend 
anything that thou art fo melancholy, or art thou- weary with 
marching, that thou doeft lean thus upon thy poll-ax ? Sir Ri- 
chard Herbert replyed, that he was neidier of both, whereof he 
Ihould fee the proof prefently : Only I cannot but apprehend on 
your part, leaft the curfe of the woman with the woollen beads 
fall upon you. This Sir Richard Herbert lyeth buried in Aber- 
gaveny in a fumptuous monument for thofe times, which ftill 
remains, whereas his brother the Earle of Pembrook being buried 
in Tintirne abby, his monument together with the church lye 
now wholy defaced and ruin'd. This Earle of Pembrook had a

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younger fon which had a daughter which married the elded: ion 
of the Earle of Worccfter, who carried away the fair caftle of 
Ragland with many thoufand pounds yearly from the heir male 
of that houfe, which was the fecond fon of the faid Earle of 
Pembroak, and anceftor of the family of St, GillianSj whofe 
daughter and heir I after married> as. (hall be told in its place* 
And here it is very remarkable, that the younger fons of the 
faid Earle of Pembrook, and Sir R, Herbert left their pofterity 
after them who in the pcrfon of my fclf and my wife united 
both houfes again, which is the more memorable that when the 
faid Earle of Pembrook, and Sir R. Herbert were taken pri- 
foners in defending the juft caufe of Edward the fourth, at the 
battle abovefaid, the Earle never intreated that his own life might 
be faved, but his brother's, as it appears by the faid hiftory* 
So that joyning of both houfes together in my pofterity, ought 
to produce a perpetual obligation of friendfliip and mutual love 
in them one to another, fince by thefe two brothers, fo brave an 
example thereof was given, as feeming not to live or die but for 
one another. 

My mother was Magdalen Newport daughter of Sir Ri- 
chard Newport and Margaret his wife, daughter and heir 
cf Sir Thomas Bromley, one of the Privy Councell, and 
executor of King Henry the 8 th, who furviving her huft>and 
gave rare teftimonies of an incpmparable piety to God, and love 
to her children, as being moft affiduous and devout in her daily 
both private and publick prayers, and fo careful to provide for 
her pofterity, that tho it were in her power to give her eftatie 

(which 
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(which was very great) to whom flie woii'd, yet Ihe continued 
ftill unniarried and fo provident for them, that after Ihe had 
bellowed all her daughters with fufficicnt portions upon very 
good neighbouring families, fhe deliver'd up her eftate and care 
of houfekeeping to her eldeft fon Francis, when Tio>y. Ihe had 
for many years kept hofpitaUty with that plenty and order as 
exceeded all either of her countrey or time, for^befides abun- 
dance of provifion and good cheer for guefts, which her fon 
Sir Francis Newport continued, (he ufed ever after dinner to dif- 
tribute with her own hands to the poor/ who reforted to her 
in great numbers, alms in money, to every one of them more 
'or lefs, as fhe thought they needed it. By thefe anceftors I am 
defcended of Talbot, Devoreux, Gray, Corbet, and many other 
noble families, as may be feen in their matches, extant in the 
many fair coats the Newports bear. I cou'd fay much more of 
my anceftors of that fide likewife, but that I Ihou'd exceed my 
propofed fcope : I ftiall therefore only fay fomewhat more of my 
mother, my brothers, and fitters ; and for my mother, after Ihe 
lived moft vertuoufly and lovingly with her hulband for many 
years, Ihe after his death erefted a fair monument for him in 
Montgomery church; brought up her children carefully, and put 
them in good courfes for making their fortunes, and briefly was 
that woman Dn Donne hath defcribed in his funeral fermon of 
her printed. The names of her children were, Edward, Richard, 
William, Charles, George, Henry, Thomas ; her daughters were, 
Elizabeth, Margaret, Frances ; of all whom I will fay a litde 
before I begin a narration of my own life, fo I may purfue my 
intended purpofe the more intirely. My brother Richard after 

' ' . he 
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through fo often that fhe run herielf a ground^ and was left 
wholy unfcrviccablc. After which time he with the reft of the 
fleet came to Suratte, and from thence went with the merchants 
to the Great MogiiU, where after he had ftayed about a twelve- 
month, he return'd with the fame fleet back again to England. 
After this he went in the Navy which King. James fent to 
Argier, under the command of Sir Robert ManfcU, where our 
men being in great want of money and victuals, and mahy 
ftiips fcattering themfelves to try whether they cou'd obtain a. 
prizc whereby to relieve the whole fleet j it was his hap to meet 
with a Ihip, which he took, and in it to the value of eighteen 
hundred pounds, which it was thought faved the whole fleet from 
perifhing : He conduced alfo Count Mansfelt to the Low Coun- 
treys in one of the King*s fliips, which being unfortunately cafl: 
away not far from the fhore, the Count together with his .com- 
pany faved themfelves in a long boat or Ihalop, the benefit 
whereof my faid brother reftifed to take for the prefent, as re- 
folving to aflifl: the matter of the fliip, who endeavoured by all 
means to clear the fliip from the danger 5 but finding it impof- 
fible, he was the laft man that faved himfclf in the long boat; 
the mafter. thereof yet refufing to come away, fo that he pc- 
rifhed together with the fliip. After this, he commanded one of 
the fliips that were fent to bring the Prince from Spain, where upon 
his return, there being a fight between the Low Countrymen, 
and the Dunkerkers, the Prince who thought it was not for his 
dignity to fuffer them to fight in his prefence, commanded fbme 
of his fliips to part them, whereupon my faid brother with fome 
other fliips got betwixt them on either fide, and fliot fo long^ 

that 
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iiJiat both parties were glad to defift. After he had brought the 
Prince fafcly home, he was appointed to go with one of the 
King's fliips to the Narrow Seas: He alfo fought divers times 
with great courage and fuccefs with divers men in fingle fight, 
fomedmes hurting and difarming his adverfary, and fometimes 
driving him away : After all thefc proofs given of himfelf, he 
expefted fome great command, but finding himfelf as he thought 
undervalued, he retired to a private and melancholy life, being 
much difcontented to find others preferred to him ; in which ful- 
l^n humour having lived rnany years, he died and was buried in 
London, in St. Martin's near Charing Crofs, £0 that of all my 
brothers none furvives but Henry. 

Elizabeth my eldeft fifter was married to Sir Henry Jones of 
Albemarles, whp had by her one fon, and two daughters i the 
latter end of her time was themoft fickly and miferable that hath 
been known in, our times, while for the. fpace of about fourteen 
years fhe languilhed and pined away to ikin and bones, and at 
laft; died in London, and lyeth buried in a church called 
• near Cheapfide. Margaret was married to John 
Vaughan fon and heir to Owen V aughan of Llwydiart, by which 
match fome former differences, betwixt our houfe and that were 
appeas'd and reconciled; he had by her three daughters and 
heirs, Dorothy, Magdalen, and Katherine, of which the two. 
latter only furyive: The eftate of the Vaughans yet went to the 
heirs male, 'tho not fo clearly but. that the entail which carried 
the faid lands was queftioned. Frances my youngeft fifter was 
aiarried to Sir John Bro,wn Kt. in Lincolnlhire, who had by her 

D divers 
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divers children, die eldcft fon of whom, 'dio young, foxight di» 
vers duells, in one of which it was his fortune to kill one Lee, of 
a great family in Lancalhlre. I cou'd fay many things more con* 
ccrning all thefc, but it is not my purpofe to particularize their 
lives : I have related only fome pafTages concerning them to the 
beft of my memory, being aflured I have not failed much in nay 
reladon of them. I iliall now come to my felf* 

I was bom at Eyton in Shropihire, [being a houfe which to- 
gether with fair lands defcended upon the Newports by my faid 
grand-mother] between the hours of twelve and one of the clock 
in the morning; my infancy was very fkkly, my head conti- 
nually purging it felf very much by the ears, whereupon alfo 
it was fb long before I began to (peak, that many thou^t I 
ihou'd be ever dumb: the very furtheft thing I remember is, 
that when I underftood what was fay'd by others, I did yet 
forbear to fpeak, left I Ihou'd utter fomething that were ina- 
perfeft or impertinent; when I came to talk, one of the for- 
dieft inquiries I made was how I came into this world ? I told 
my nurfe, keeper, and others, I found my felf here indeed, but 
from what caufe or beginning, or by what nwans I cou'd not 
imagine, but for this as I was laughed at by nurfe and fome 
other women that were then prefcnt, fo I was wonder'd at by 
others, who faid they never 'heard a child but my felf aik that 
queftion ; upon which, when I came to riper years I made this 
obfervarion, which afterwards a little comforted me, that as I 
found my felf in pofleflion of this life, without knowing any 
thing of the pangs and throws my mother fulFerM, when yet 
t . doubdefi

doubtlefs. they did no lefs prefs and afflift mc than her, fo I 
hope my foul (hall pals to a better life than this without being 
fenfible of the anguilh and pains my body fhall feel in Death. 
For as I believe then I Ihall be tranfmitted to a more happy 
eftate by God's great grace, I am confident I Ihall no more 
know, how I came out of this worlds than how I came into it -, 
and becaufe fince that time 1 have made verfes to this purpofe, 
I have thought fit to mfert them here as a place proper for them ;

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And certainly fincc in my mother's womb this Plaftica or 
Formatrix which formed my eyes, cars, and other fenles, did 
not intend them for that dark and noyfome place, but as being 
confcious of a better life, made them as fitting organs to ap- 
prehend and perceive thofe things which fhou'd occur in this 
world : fo I believe fince my coming into this world my foul 
hath formed or produced certain faculties which are almoft as 
ufelefs for this life, as the abovenamed fenfes were for the mo- 
ther's wombi and thcfe feculties are Hope, Faith, Love, and 
Joy, fince they never reft or fix upon any tranfitory or perifli- 
ing objeft in this world, as extending themfelves to fomething 
further than can be here given, and indeed acquiefce only in the 
perfeft, eternal, and infinite : I confcfe they are of ^m^ ufe here, 
yet I appeal to every body whether any worldly felicity did fo 
fatisfie their hope here, that they did not wilh and. hope for 
Something more excellent, or whether they had ever that faith 
in their own wifdom, or in the help of man, that they were 
not conftrained to have recourfc to fome diviner and fuperior 
power, than they cou'd find on earth, to relieve, them in their 
danger or neceflity, whether ever they cou'd place their love on 
any earthly beauty, that it did not fade and wither, if not fioif- 
trate or deceive them, or whether ever their joy was fo con- 
fummate in any thing they delighted in, that they did not want 
much more than it, or indeed this world can afford to niake 
them happy. The proper objefts of thefe faculties therefore *th6 
framed, or at leaft appearing in this world, is God only, upon 
whom Faith, Hope, and Love were never placed in vain, or 
jemain long unrequited : but to leave thefe difcourfes and come 

to 
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to my childhood again : I remember this defluftion at my ears 
above-mentioned, continued in that violence, that my friends 
did not think fit to teach me fo much as my Alphabet 'till I was 
feven years old, at which time my defluftion ceafed, and left me 
free of the difeafe my anceftors were fubjedt unto, being the Epi- 
leipfy : My Schoolmafter in the houfe of my faid lady grand- 
mother began then to teach me the Alphabet, and afterwards 
Grammar, and other books commonly read in fchools, in which 
I profited fo much, that upon this theme Audaces fortuna juvatj 
I made an Oration of a fheet of paper, and 50 or 60 verfes 
in the Ipace of one day. I remember in that time I was cor- 
rected fometimes for going to cuffs with two fchool-fellows being 
both elder than myfelf, but never for telling a lye or any other 
feult, my natural . difpofition and inclination being fo contrary 
to all falfhood, that being demanded whether I had committed 
any fault whereof I might be juftly fulpefted, I did ufe ever to 
confefs it freely, and thereupon choofing rather to fuffer cor- 
reftion than to ftain my mind with telling a lye, which I did 
judge then, no time cou'd ever deface j and I can affirm to all 
the world truly, that from my firft infancy to this hour I told 
not willingly any. thing that was falfe, my foul naturally having 
an antipathy to lying and deceit. After I had attained the age 
of nine,, during all which time I lived in my faid lady grand- 
mother's houfe at Eyton, my parents thought fit to fend me to 
forne place where I might learn the Welch tongue, as believing 
it necefTary to enable me to treat with thofe of my friends and 
tenants who underflood no other language, whereupon I was re- 
Commended to Mr. Edward Thellwall of Place-ward in Dengh- 

E byfhire 5 
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bylhirc i this gentleman I muft remember with honor, as having 
of himfdf acquired the cxaft knowledge of Greek, Latin, French, 
Italian, and Spanifh, and all other learning, having for thax pur- 
pofe neidier gone beyond feas, nor fo much as had the benefit 
of any Univerfities : Befides he was of that rare temper in go- 
vernii^ his choler, that I never faw him angry during the time 
of my ftay there, and have heard fo much of him for many 
years before ; when occafion of offence was given him> I have 
feen him redden in the facc,^ and after remain for a while fi- 
knt, but when he fpake, his words were fo calm and gentle, 
tiKat I found he had digcftcd his choler, *th6 yet I confeis I 
gou'd never attain that perfedion, as being fubjedt ever to cho- 
kr and paffion, more than I ought, and generally to Ipeak my 
mind freely,^ and indeed rather to imitate thofe who having fire 
within doors, choofe rather to give it vent than fufier it to bum 
the houfe. I commend yet much more the manner of Mr. 
Thcllwall, and certainly he that can forf)ear fpeaking for fome 
while, will remit much of his paifion, but as I cou'd not learn 
much of him in this kind^ fo I did as little profit in learning 
the Welch or any other of thofe languages that worthy gentle- 
man underftood, as having a Tertian Ague for the mod part of 
nine months,, which was all the time I ftaid in his houfe j having 
recover'd my ftrength again, I was fent, being about the age 
of ten, to be taught by one Mr. Newton at Didlebury in Shrop- 
fliire, where in Ae fpace of lefs than two years, I not only re- 
cover'd alU had loft in my fieknefs, but attained to the know- 
ledge of the Greek Tongue and Logick, in fo much that at 
twelve years old my parents thought fit to fend me to Oxford 
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to Univerfity Colledge, where I remember to have difputed at 
my firft coming in Logick, and to have made in Greek the 
ipxcrcifes required in that Colledge, oftner than in Latin, I had 
not been many months in the Univerfity, but news was brought 
me of my father's death, his ficknefs being a Lethargy^ Caros, 
or Coma Vigilans, which continued long upon him $ he feemed 
at laft to dye witliout much pain 'tho in his fenfes. Upon opi- 
nion given by Phyficians that his difeafe was mortal, my mo- 
thex thought fit to fend for me home, and prefently after my 
father's death to defire her brother Sir Francis Newport to haft 
to London to obtain my wwdflup for his and her ufc joyndjf, 
•vrhich he obtained. Shordy after I was fent again to my ftu- 
dies in Oxford, where I had not been long but that an ovcr- 
txire Gxc a match with the daughter and heir of Sir William 
Herbert of St. Gillians was made, the occafion whereof was this; 
Sir William Herbert bekg heir male to tb^ <>ld Earle of Pem- 
brook above-mendonM by a yout^cr fon of his (for the ekieft 
fon had a daughter who carried away thdfe great pofleffions 
the Earle df Worcefter now holds in Moranouthfliire a^ I faid 
•before) havii^ one only daughter funriving, ^made a wilj where- 
hy he eftated aU his poifeflkms in Monmouthlkire and Ireland 
\ipoQ his faid daughter, upon conditions Ihe marmd one of thc^ 
furname of Herbert, otherwife the faid lands to defcsend to the 
heirs male of the faid Sir WMam ; and his daughter to have 
•orfy afmall portion otat of lihc lands he had in An^fey and 
Carnapvanfcire ; his lands being thus fettled Sir William died 
ihortly afterwards : He was a man much converfent with books^ 
and eipecially given to the ftudy of Divinity, in fo much that 
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he writ an Expofition upon the Revelations which is printed^ 
r^tho feme thought he was as far from finding the fenfe there* 
% of as he was from attaining the Philofopher's-ftone, which was 
(^another part of his ftudyj howfocver he was very underftanding 
in all other things, he was noted yet to be of a very high 
mind, but I can fay little of him as having never feen his per- 
fon, nor othprwifq had much information concerning him. His 
daughter and heir called Mary, after her father died, continued 
unmarried 'till fhe was one and twenty, none of the Herberts 
appearing in all that time who either in age or fortune was fit 
to match her : about this time I had attained the age of fifteen, 
and a match at laft being propofed, yet notwithftanding the dif- 
parity of years betwixt us, upon the eight and twentieth of Fe- 
bruary 1598 in the houfe of Eyton, where the fame man. 
Vicar of ^ 1' married my father and mother, chriftened 

and married me, I elpoufed her. Not long after my marriage 
I went again to Oxford together with my wife and mother, 
who took a houfe and lived for fome certain time there j and now 
having a due remedy for. that lafcivioufhefs to which youth 13 
naturally inclined, I followed my book more clofe than ever, in 
which courfe I continued 'till I attained about the age of eighteen, 
when my mother took a houfe in London, between which place 
and Montgomery Caftle I paffed my time 'till I came to the 
age of one and twenty, having in that fpace divers children, I 
having now none remaining but Beatrice, Richard and Edward. 
During this time of living in the Univerfity or at home, I did 
without any mafter or teacher attain the knowledge of the French, 
Italian and Spanillx i-anguages, by the help of fome bogks in 

Latin 
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. Latin or Engliih tranQated into thofe Idioms, and the diftionarys 
of thofe fcverai Languages ; 1 attained alfp to fing my part at 
firft fight in Mufick, and to play on the Lute with very little or 
almoft no teaching. My intention in learning Languages being 
to make my felf a Citizen of the World as far as it were poITible j 
and my learning of Mufick was for this end that I might enter- 
tain my felf at home, and together refrefli my mind after my ftudies 
to which I was exceedingly inclined, and that I might not need 
the company of young men> in whom I obferved in thofe times/ 
much ill example and debauchery. "^ 

Being gotten thus far into my age, I fhall give fbme obfervatlons 
concerning ordinary Education, even from the firft infiincy 'till 
the departure from the Univerfity, as being defirous together with 
the narration of my life to deliver fuch rules as I conceive may 
be ufefuU to my pofterity.. And firft I find that in the infancy 
thofe difeafes are to be remedied which may be hereditary unto 
them on either fide> fo that if they be fubjedt to the Stone or 
Gravell, I do conceive it will be good for the nurfe fometimes 
to drink poffet drinks in which are boyled fuch things as are 
good to expell Gravell and Stone, the child alfo himfelf when 
he comes to fome age may ufe the fame poflet drinks of herbs, 
as Milium Solis, Saxifrigia &c. good for the Stone many are 
reqkoned by the Phyficians, of which alfo my felf cou'd bring 
.a large Catalogue, but rather leave it to thofe who are expert 
in that art i the fame courfe is to be taken for the Gout, for 
■. which purpofe I do much commend the bathing of childrens legs 
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and feet in the water wherein Smyths quench their iron, as aMb 
water wherein allom hath been infiifcd, or boykd, as alfb tfw 
decoftion of Juniper-berries, Bayberries,Ch3medris,Chamc3epctis, 
which baths alfo are good for thofc that are hercdharilf fub- 
jeft to the Palfie, for thefe things do mlich ftrengthcn tte 
linews; as alfo Olium Caftorij, and Succoni, which arc not to be 
ufed without advice : They that are alfo fubjcft to' the Spleen 
from their anceftors ought to ufe thofe herbs that are ^leneticks, 
and thofe that arc troubled wirfi the FalHng Sickncfs with Cc- 
phaniques, of which certainly I lhou*d have had need but for 
the purging of my ears abovementioned. Briefly what difcafc 
foever it be that is derived from Anceftors of either fide, it 
Wifl be neceifary firft to give fuch medicines to the Nurfe as 
may make her milk eflWhial for thofe purpofes, as aHb after- 
wards to give unto the Child it felf ftich fpecifiquc remedies »^ 
his age and conftitution will bear : I cou'd fay much more upon 
this point, as having delighted ever in the knowledge of herbs, 
plants and gums, and in few words the hiftory of Nature, in 
fo much that coming to Apothecaries fhops, it was my ordinary 
mariner when I looked upon the bills filed up, containing the 
Phyficians prefcriprions, to tell every man -s difeafe ; howbeh I 
fliall not prefume in thefe particulars to prefcribe to my pofte- 
rity, 'tlio I believe I know tht beft receipts for almoft ail dif- 
eafes, but fhall leave them to the expert Phyficians, only I wiB 
recommend again to my pofterity the curing of hereditary dtfeafes 
in the very infancy, fince otherwHe without much difficulty they 
will never be cured* 

When 
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^Wbeii children go tp fchool they (hou'd have one to attend 
^em who may take care of their manners as well as the School-* 
mailer doth of their learning! for among boys all vice is eafily 
learned^ and here I cou'd wi(h it conftantly obferved that neither 
the mafter fliou'd correft him for faults of his manners> nor his 
governor for manners, for the faults in his learning* After the 
Alphabet is taught, I like well the Ihortcft and cleared Gram-^ 
mars^ and fuch books into which all the Qreek and Latin words 
are £everally contrived^ in which kind one Cbmcnus hath ^vcit 
an example i this being done it wou*d be much better to pro-^ 
eeed with Gredc authors than with Latin, for as it is as eafy tgr 
kam at firft the one as the other, it wpu'd be much better Uy 
give the firft impreflions into the child's memory of tiu>fe things 
which are more rare than ufual : therefore I wou'd have theni. 
begin at Greek firfl:,^ and the rather that there is not that art in 
the world ^ wherein the Greeks have not excelled and gone be- 
fore Quhers ; fo that wlien you. look upon Philofophy, Aftronomy,, 
Mathematicks, Medicine, and briefly all learning, the Greeks 
have exceeded all Nations^ When he Ihall be ready to go to the 
Univerfity, it will be fit alfo hb governor for manners go alpqg 
with him, it being the frail nature of youth, as they grow to 
ripeneis in age to be more capable of doing ill, unlefs their 
manners be well guided, and themfelves by degrees habituated in. 
vcrtue, with which if once they acquaint themfelves they will 
find more pleafure in it than ever they can do in vice, fince 
every body loves vertuous perfons> whereas the vitious do fcarce 
love one another i for this purpofe it will be necelTary that you 
keep the company of grave, learned men, who are of good re- 
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putation, and hear rather what they fay, and follow what dtcy 
do, than follow the examples of young, wild and rafli perfbns, 
iknd certainly of thofe two parts which arc to be acquired in 
youth, whereof one is goodnefs and vertuous manners, the other 
learning and knowledge, I fhall fo much prefer the fir£t before 
the fecond, as I Ihall ever think vertue accompanied with ordi- 
nary difcretion will make his way better both to happinels in 
this world and the next, than any puiF'd knowledge which would 
eaufe him to be infolent and vain glorious, or miniffaer as it 
were arms and advantages to him for doing a miichief, fo diat 
k is pity that wicked dilpofitions fhou'd have knowledge to 
acuate their ill intentions, or courage to maintain them, that for- 
titude which fliou'd defend all a man's vertues being never well 
imployed to defend his humors, paflions, or vices. I do not 
approve for elder brothers that courfe of ftudy which is ordi- 
nary ufed in the Univerfity, which is, if their parents percharKre 
intend they fhall ftay there four or five years, to impk>y the 
faid time as if they meant to proceed Matters of Art and Doc- 
tors in fome Science, for which purpofe their tutors commonly 
fpend much time in teaching them the fubtilities of Logick, 
which as it is ufually pradliced, enables them for little more than 
to be excellent wranglers, which art tho it may be tolerable in 
a mercenary Lawyer, I can by no means commend in a fbber 
and well govern'd gentleman. I approve much thofe parts of 
Logic which teach men to deduce their proofs from firm iand 
undoubted principles, and fliow men to 'diftinguifh betwixt truth 
and falfhood, and help them to diicover fallacies, fophifmes, and 
that which the Schoolmen call vitious argumentations, concerning 

which 
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'^hich I (hall not here enter into a long difcourfe. So much of 
Logick as^may ferve for this purpofe being acquired, fome good 
film of Philofophy may be learned, which may teach him both 
the ground of the Platonick and AriftoteKan Philofophy. After 
which it will not be amifs to read the Idea Medicinae Philofo- 
phicae, written by Severnius Danus, there being many things 
confiderable concernmg the Paracelfian principles written in that 
book which are not to be found in former writers ; it will not 
be amifs alfo to read over Francifcus Patricius and Tilefiiis, who 
have examined and contraverted the ordinary Peripatetick doc- 
trine, all which may be performed in one year, that term being 
enough for Philofophy as I conceive, and fix months for Lo- 
gick, for I am confident a man may have quickly more than 
he needs of thefe two arts. Thefe being attained, it will be re- 
quifite to ftudy Geography with exaftnefs, {o much as may 
teach a man the fituation of all coiHitries in the whole world, 
together with which it will be fit to learn fomething concerning 
the Governments, Manners, Religions either ancient or new, as 
alfo the interefts of States and Relations in amity, or ftrength 
in which they ftand to their neighbours 5 it will be neceffary alfo 
at the fame time to learn the ufe of the Caeleftial Globe, the ftu- 
dies of both Globes being complicated and joined together. I 
do not conceive yet the knowledge of judicial Aftrology fo ne- 
ceflary, but only for general predidions^ particular events being 
neither intended by nor coUefted out of the Stars. It will be 
alfo fit to learn Arithmetick and Geometry in fome good mea- 
fure, but efpecially Arithmetick, it being moft ufeful for many 
purpofes, and among the reft for keeping accounts, whereof here 
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is imidi uie : as for the knowledge of lines, fuperikes,, and bo* 
dies, 'tha it be a icience of mvich certainty and demoi^ation, 
it is not much ufefuU for a gentleman unlefs it be to under* 
ftand Fortifications, the knowledge whereof is worthy of thofe 
who intend the wars, 'tho yet he mud remember that whatfo* 
ever Art doth in way of defence. Art likewife in way of avail- 
ing can deftroy. This ftudy hath coft mt much labour, but 
as yet I could never find how any place could be fo fortified 
but that there were means in certain c^pofite lines to prevent 
or fubvert all that cou'd be d<nie in that kind. It will become 
a gei^man to have fome knowkdge in Medicine, e^^^cially the 
diagnc^ck part, whereby he n»y take timely notice of a dif- 
eaie, aq^ by that means timely prevent it, as alio the prog- 
noftic parli wherel^ he may judge pf the fympthomes either 
increasing or decreafing in the difeaie, as alfo concerning th& 
criliis or in<^adon thereof. This art will get a gentleman ngC 
only much knowlec^e bi^ m^h credit, fince feeiiig any fick 
body h^ will be aible to tell in all hv»nan probabiUty whethi^ 
1^ fhaU recover, or if he fliall die of the difcafe, to teU what 
fignes (hall go before and what the conclusion wili be ; it wiQ 
become him alfo to know not only the ingredieais but dofo^ oi 
certain catfaartique or pur^ng, emetique or vomitive Mcdiciniss, 
ipecifique or cholerique, melantpholique, or phli^^mai^i^ie Coc^ 
tutioas, phlebotomy being only neceflary for thofe who aboimd 
in blood : bef^des I wou^d ha^e a gentleman know how (p m^ 
the& .Medicines himielf,, and afterward^ prepare them with, hk 
own hands,, it beii^ the manner oi Apodiecarics^ fo ^oq^pAf 
to put in the Succedanea that na mm is fuie to find wiA.tfeem. 
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Medicines made with the true drv^ which ought to enter into 

the cdmpofition when it i^ exotique or rare ; or when they are 

wcxcant in the ihop, no man can be afibred diat the iaid drags 

are not rotten, or that they have not loft tfieir natural force 

and vertwe. i have fttidied this Art very moch alfo, and har(^ 

in cafe of e:Ktfemity mtniftred i^yfick with that fucce^ which ii 

ftrange, whereof I fliatt give two or three examples : Richatd 

Griffiths of Satton, my fervant, being fkk of a malignant pefti- 

lent fevery and tryed in vain all ow country Phyfitiam cou'd

tongue to come out of his mouthy and his whole head finally 
exceeding its natural proportionj in lb much that his Phyfitians 
likewife left him; I prefcribed to him the decoftionof two diu- 
retique Rootes^ which after he had drank four or five days, he 
urin'd in that abundance that his head by degrees returned to 
it's ancient figure, and all other fignes of health appeared, where- 
upon alfo he wrote a letter to me that he was fo fuddenly and 
perfefUy reftored to his former health, that it feemed more like 
a miracle than a cure; for thofe are the very words in the 
letter he fent me. I cured a great lady in London of an ifliie 
of Blood when all the Phyfitians had given her over, with fo 
eafy a Medicine that the lady herfelf was aftonifhed to find the 
efFeds thereof. I cou'd give more examples in this kind^ but 
thefe fhall fuffice; I will for the refl deliver a rule I conceive 
for finding out the beft receipts not only for curing all inward but 
outward hurts, fuch as are Ulcers, Tumors, Contufions, Wounds, 
and the like : you muft look upon all Pharmacopaeia's or * Anti- 
dotaries of fcveral Countries ; of which fort I have in my Li- 
brary the Pharmacopaeia Londinenfis, Parificnfis, AmflelodamcD- 
fis, that of t Quercfetau, Bauderoni, Renadeus, Valerius Scordus, 
Pharmacopaeia Colonienfis, Augufbuia, Venetiana, Vononienfis, 
Florentina, Romana, Meflanenfis; in fome of which are told not

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only what the receipts there fct down arc good for, but the doles 
of them. The rule I here give is, that what all the faid Dit 
penfatories, Antidotaries, or Pharmacopaeias prefcribc as efFec- 
tual for overcoming a Difeafe, is certainly good, for as they arc 
fet forth by the authority of the Phyfitians of thefe feveral Coun- 
tries, what they all ordain muft neceffarily be efFeftual : but they 
who will follow my advice Ihall find in that little fliort Anti- 
dotary called Amftelodamenfis not long fince put forth,, almoft 
all that is neceffary to be known for curing of Difeafes, Wounds, 
&c. There is a book called Aurora Medicorum very fit to be 
read in this kind. Among writers of Phyfick, I do elpecially 
commend after Hippocrates and Galen, J Fernelius, Lud, Mer- 
catus, and Dan Sennertus, and Heurnius j I cou'd name many 
more, but I conceive thefe may fuffice. As for the Chymique or 
Spagyrique Medicines, I cannot commend them to the ufe of my 
pofterity, there being neither Emetique, Cathartique, Diaphore- 
tique, Diuretique Medicines extant among them, which are not 
much more happily and fafcly performed by Vegetables ; but 
hereof enough, fince I pretend no fiirther than to give fome 
few direftions to my pofterity. In the mean while I conceive 
it is a fine Study and worthy a gentleman to be a good Bota- 
nique, that fo he may know the nature of all Herbs and Plants,

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being our Fellow Creatures and made for the uie of Man ; hx 
ixrhich purpofe it will be fit for him to cull out of fome good 
HerbaU all the Icones tc^ther with the defcriptions of theoi^ 
and to Uy by themielve$ all fuch as grow in £j^|land> aUd af- 
terwards to fele^ again fuch as ufuaUy grow by the highway- 
fide, in Meadows> by Rivers, or in Marihes, or in Com-fidds!, 
or in dry and mountainous places, or on Rocks, Walls> or m 
Ihady places, fuch as grow by the Sea-fide> for thi$ being done, 
and the faid Icones being ordinarily carried by tiwvnfelvc^ or 
by their fervants, one may prcfctedy find out every Herb he 
meets withal), e^jccially if the faid Ftowcrs be truly cdbar'A 
Aftervy^ards it wiU not be amils to diAinguifli by tbemfelFes fock 
Herbs as are in Gardens and are exotiques^ and are tran^knted 
Ijutt^r. As for thofe plants which will not eodure our CtinM^ 
tho the knowledge of them he worthy of a gemleman^ aiad the 
vcrtucs of them be fit to be ieamcc^ e^)ecially if they be brought 
over to a Dfu^ift as nniedicinatt, yet tibe Icoj^s, of them are 
not fo pertinent to be known as the former, unlefe it be whcfc 
there is leis danger of adulterating the faid medicaments, 16 
which cafe it is. good to have recourfe to not oifely the Bota^* 
niques but ^fo to Gefnar's EVilpenfetory, and to Aurora Medi- 
corum above mentioned, beii^g books which make a man dol^ 
tinguilh betwixt good and bad drugs ; and thus much of Me- 
dicine may not only be ufefuU but ddeftable to a gentleman, 
fince which way foever he paffeth, he may find fomediing to 
entertain him. I muft no lefs commend the ftudy of Anatomy, 
which whofoever confiders, I believe will never be an Atheift, the 
fi'ame of man^s body and coherence of his parts being fo fbange 

and 
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and paradoxal, that I hokl it to be thegreateft miracle of nature; 
th6 when all is done^ I do tK>t find fhe hath made it (o much as 
proof againft one Diieafe, leaft it fhou^d be thought to have made 
it no leis than a prifon to the foul* 

Having thus paffed over all hunun Literature, it will be fie to 
fay ibmething of moral Vertues and theological Learning. As for 
the firft, fince the Chriflians and the Heathens are in a manner 
agreed concerning the definitions of Vertues, it wou'd not be in- 
convenient to begin with thofc definitions which Ariftotle in his 
Morals hath given> 'as being confirmed for the moft part by the 
Platoniques, Stoiqucs, and other Kiilofophers, and in general by 
the Chriftian Church, as well as all Nations in the World what* 
Ibcver, they being Do61trines imprinted in the Soul in it's firft 
original, and containing the principal and flrft notices by which 
man niay attain his Happinefs here or hereafter, there being no 
man that is ^ivai to Vice that doth not find much oppofition 
both in his own Confcience and in the Religion and Law is 
twg^ elfewkere ^ dtod this I dare fay, diat a vertuous man may 
not only go fecurely through aM the R^li^ons but all the Laws 
in the world, and whatfoever obftruftiofis he meet, obtain both 
an inward Peace and outward wellcome arhong all, with whom 
he ihall negetii^ or converfe} this Vertuc therefore I Ihall re- 
commend to my jpoterity as the greaceft perfeftion he cart 
actaifi unto in rfrid life, and the pledge of eternar Happinefs 
hereafter, there bei«g none thae can juftly hope of an union 
with the iupreme God, that doth not conrie as near, to him ia 
tbis Life in Yertue and Goodnefs as he cm^ h that if human 
6 frailty 
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frailty do interrupt this union by committing faults that make 
him uncapable of his evcrlafting Happinefs, it will be fit by a 
ferious Repentance to expiate and emaculate thofc faults, and 
for the reft truft to the Mercy .of God his Creator, Redeenner, 
and Preferver, who being our Father and knowing well in what 
a weak condition through infirmides we are, will I doubt hot 
commiferate thofe Tranfgreffions we commit when they are done 
without defire to offend his Divine Majefty, and together rec- 
tifie our underftanding through his Grace, fince we commonly 
fin through no other caufe, but that we miftook a true good 
for that which was only apparent, and fo were deceived by making 
an undue eledion in the objcdls propofed to us, wherein tho it 
will be fit for every man to confefs that he hath offended an 
Infinite Majefty and Power, yet as upon better confideraqion he 
finds he did not mean infinitely to offend, there will be juft 
reafon to believe that God will not ihflift an infinite punifh- 
ment upon him if he be truly penitent, fo that his Juftice may 
be farisfied, if not with man's repentance yet at leaft with fome 
temporal punilhment here or hereafter, fuch as may be propor- 
tionable to the offence 5 th6 1 cannot deny but when man wou'd 
infinitely offend God in a defpitefuU and contemptuous way, 
it will be but juft that he fuffer an infinite punilhment; but as I 
hope none are fo wicked as to fin purpofedly and with an high 
hand againft the Eternal Majefty of God, fo when they fhall 
commit any fins out of frailty, I fhall believe either that unlefs 
they be finally impenitent, and (as they fay fold ingeniou% 
over to Sin) God's Mercy will accept of their endeavours to 
Xjcturn into a right way, and fo make their Peace with him by 
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idl thofe good means that are pofllble. Having thus recom-^ 
mended the learning of Moral Philofophy and prafticc of Ver^ 
tue, as the moft neceffary knowledge and ufefuU exercife of 
man's life, I fhall obferve that even in the employing of our 
Vertufs, Difcretion is required^ for every Vertue is not promif- 
cuoufly to be ufed, but fuch only as is proper for the prefent 
occafipn. Therefore though a wary and difcreet wifdom be moft 
ufefuU where no imminent danger appears, yet where an enemy 
draweth his fword againft you, you fhall have moft life of For- 
titude, prevention being too late, when the danger is fi> prefting. 
On the other fide there is no occafion to ufe your Eortitude 
againft wrongs done by women or children, or ignorant perfon^, 
diat I may fay nothing of thofe that are much your fuperiors, 
who arc ma^rates, &c. fincc you might by a difcreet Wifdom 
have declined the injury, or when it were too late to do {oy yotf 
may with more equal mind fupport diat which is donc^ either 
by authority in the one or frailty in the :other. And certainly 
to fuch kind of perfons Forgivenefs will be proper ; in which" 
kind I am confident no man of my time haA exceeded me : for 
dio whenfocver my honor hath been engaged, no man hath ever 
been more forward to hazard his life, yet where with my honor 
i cou'd forgive, I never ufed Revenge, as leaving it always to 
God, who> the Icfs I punifh .mine enemies will inflift ♦ fo much 

the 

♦ This is a very unchriftlan reafon for pardoning our enemies, and 
can by no means be properly called Forgivenefs. Is it Forgivenefs to 
remit a punifliment, on the hope of it*s being doubled? One of the moft 
exceptionable palfages in Shakcfpear is the horrid reflexion of Hamlet, that 
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the more punifhrncnt on them ; and to this Forgivcnefs of otfacn 
three Confiderations have cfpecially invited me. 

i^ That he that cannot forgive others, breaks the bridge 
over which he muft pafs himfel^i for every man had need to 
be forgiven* «

a. That when a man wants or comes fhort of an intjre ancf 
accomplifh'd Vertue, our defefts may be fupplied this way, fince 
the forgiving of evil deeds in others amounteth to no lefs than 
Verttie in us : that therefore it may be not unapdy called the pay^ 
ing our debts with another Man*s money, 

3. That it is the moft neceflary and proper work of every 
man, for 'thd when I do not a juft thing, or a charitable, or 
a wife, another man may do it for me, yet no man can forgive 
my enemy but mylel^ and thefe have been the chiief motives for 
which I have been ever inclined to Forgivenefs j whereof tho' 
I have rarely found other effeft than that my Servants, Tenants, 
and Neighbours have thereupon more frequently offended me, 

he will not kill the King at his prayers, left he fend him to Heaven.— 
ami fo am I revenged? Such fentiments fhou'd always be marked and 
condemned, efpecially in authors, who certainly do not mean to preach 
up Malice and Revenge. His Lordfhip's other reafons are better founded, 
tho* ftill felfilh. He does not appear a humane philofopher, till he owns 
that he continued to forgive, tho' he found that it encouraged new inju- 
ries. The beauty of Virtue confxfts in doing right tho* to one's own 
-prgudice, 
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yet at lead: I have had within me an inward Peace and Comfort 
thereby, fmce I can truly fay, nothing ever gave my mind morcT 
dafe than when I had forgiven my enemies, which freed me 
from many Cares and Perturbations, which otherwife wou'd have 
mokfbed me. 

And this likewife brings in another Rule concerning^^ the ufc 
of Vertues, which is, that you are not to ufe Jufticc where Mercy 
is moft proper, as on the other fide a foolifh Pity is not to 
be preferr'd before that which is juft and neceflary for good 
Example. So likewife Liberality is not to be ufed where Par- 
cimony or Frugality is more requifite ; as. on the other fide it 
will be but a Ibrdid thing in a gentleman to fpare where ex- 
pending of money would acquire unto him Advantage, Credit, 
or Honor ; and this Rule in general ought to be praftifed, that 
the Ycrtue requifite to the occafion is ever to be produced, as 
the mofl: opportune and neceflary. That therefore Wifdom is 
the "Soul ^f all Vertues, giving them as unto her members life 
and motion, and fo neceflary in every aftion, that whofoevcr by 
the benefit of true Wi£Aom mtisj^s ufe of the right Vertue, on 
all emergent occafions, I dare fay woUld never be conflr^'d to 
have recourfe to Vice, whereby it appears that every Vertue is 
not to be impbyed indifferently, but that only which is proper 
for the bufinefs in queftion i among which yet Temperance feen^s 
foiunivcrfally requifite, thatfome part of it at leaft will be a ne« 
€tflary ingredient in all human actions, fince there may be ati 
cxccfs even in Religious Worlhip, at thofe times when other 
Djuties axe required at our hands* After all, moral Vertues are 
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learned aAd directed to tbc fenrice and glory of God^ as Ae 
principal end and ufe of thenr. 

It wou^d be fit diat foo^ time be ^nt in learning Rheto- 
rick or Oratory, to the intent that \ipon all occafiohs you may 
exprefs yourfelf with Eloquence and Grace j for as it is not 
enough for a man to have a Diamond uhlefs it is polifhed and 
eut out into it^s due angles, and a Foyle be fet imderneath 
whereby it may the better tranfmit and vibrate it's native L-uftre 
afid Rays ; fo it will not be fiiificient £br a man to have a great 
Underftaading in all Matters, xmkfs the &id Underilaitiding be 
not only polifhed and clear, but underfet and holpen a little 
with thoi« Figures, Tropes, and Colours which Rhetorick af- 
fords, where there is ufe of Perfwafion. I can by iio means 
yet coflfMnend an afieded Eloquence, there being nothing fb pe- 
d^tical,or indeed that wou'd give mc^e fufpicion that the tru^ 
i^ not intsended^ dum to ufe over-much the common forms pre-* 
fcribed in: Schools. It i& well faid by them, rfiat there are two 
Piiflts of Eloquence neceflary andrccommendablfe j one is, to fpeak 
hikrd, diiogs plainly, fb duft when a knotty or intricate bufihefe 
having no Q^kethodor coherence in it's parts fhall be prefeated^ it 
wi}!^ be a fii^lar parjt of oratory to take thofe parts afonder, fet 
them togpt|i^ aptly, 2^ fo exhibite thooi to die Underftanding^ 
iVnl this psi4t^of Rhetorick Imitch oomnifindtotever^ body^tbens 
bgiag:.n<^ trM€> life of Sjpcocfa but to tnak^ thli^ clear, perfpi* 
cupula and wm&Af. which odicrwilc wou'd be perplca'd, dorubt^ 
fidl 2^Ad oWbyrej. 
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' The other part of Oratory is to Ipeak common things inge- 
nioufly or wittily, there being no little vigor and force added 
to words, when they are delivered in a neat and fine way, and 
fomewhat out of the ordinary road, common and dull Language 
relilhing more of the Clown than the Gentleman. But herein 
alfo Affeftation muft be avoided, it being better for a man bjf 
a native and clear Eloquence to cxprefs himfelf, than by thofe 
words which may finell either of the Lamp or Ink-horn ; fo that 
in general one may obferve that men wHo fortify and uphold their 
Speeches with ftrong and evident Reafons, have ever operated 
more on the minds of the Auditors, than thofe who have made 
Rhetorical excurfions. 

It will be better for a man wha is doubtful of his pay ta 
take an ordinary filver piece with it's due ftamp upon it, thaa 
an extraordinary guilded piece which may perclian'ce contain a 
bafer metal under it : and prefer a well-favour*^ wholefome wo- 
man *di6 with a tawny complexion^beforc a befrtieared and painted 
face. 

It is a general notb, that a ittan's* Wit is beft IhieWed in 
his Aiifwer, and his Valour in his Defence, that therefore as men 
Itamin Feneing how to ward all blows and thrufts, which are 
dir can be made againfl him, (6 it will be fitting to debate 
alid' refblve before hand ^hat you art to lav or do upoh any 
afitettt given you, leafl'oAen/vilcyou Ihou'd be fifrprized. Ari- 
ftotle hath written a book of Rhetorick, a work in my opinion, 
not inferior to his beft pieces, whom therefore with Cicero de 
' 5 Oratory 
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Oratore, as alfo Quintilian, you may read for your inftru^lton 
how to ipeak^ neither of which two yet I can think fo exa<ft in 
their Orations but that a middle ftile will be of more efficacy, 
Cicero in my opinion being too long and tedious^ and Quintilian 
too (hort and concife. 

Having thus by Moral Philofophy enabled yourfelf to all that 
Wildom and Goodnefs which is requifite to dire6l you in all 
your particular aftions, it will be fit now to think how you 
are to behave yourfelf as a publick perfon, or member of the 
Common Wealth and Kingdoi^ wherein you live, as alfo to look 
into thofe Principles and Grounds upon which Government is 
framed, it being manifefl: in nature that the wife doth eafily go^ 
vcrn the fooliih, and the ftrong matter the weak j Co that lie 
that cou'd attain moft Wifdom and Power, wou*d quickly rule 
his fellows; for proof whereof^ one may obferve that a King is 
lick during that time the Phyficians govern him, and in day of 
Battle an expert General appoints {the King a place in which 
he Ihall ftand, which was anciently the Office of the Conftablcs 
de France. In Law alfo the Judge is in a fort fuperiour to 
his King as long as he judgeth betwixt him and his people. In 
Divinity alfo he, to whom the King commits the charge of his 
Confcience, is his fuperiour in that particular. All which Inftancea 
may fufficiendy prove> that in many cafes the wifer governs or 
commands one lels wife than himfeli^ unlefs a willfull Obftinacy 
be interpofed i in which cafe recourfe muft be iiad to Sttengdi 
wJiese Obedience is necci&iy* 

The 
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The Exercifes I chiefly ufed, and moft recommend to my 
pofterity, were riding the Great Horfe and Fencing, in which 
Arts I had excellent mafters, Englilh, French, and Italian ; as 
£br"Dancing I cou^d never find leafurc enough to learn it, as 
imploying my mind always in acquiring of fome Art or Science 
more ufcfuU, howbeit I Ihall wiih thefc three Exercifes learned in 
this order i 

That Dancing may be learned firft, ^s that which doth ^Ihioa 
the body, gives one a good Prefence in and Addrefs to all 
Companies, fince it di(pofeth the Limbs to a kind of Sooplefle 
(as the Frenchmen call it) and Agility, in fo much as they feem' 
to have the ufe of their Legs, Arms, and' Bodies, more ' than 
any others, who ftanding ftifFiand ftark in their polhires, fccm 
as if they were taken in their joynts, or had not the perfcft ufe 
of their Members. Tlpeak not this yet as if I wou*d have a 
Youth never &knd ftill in Company, but only that when he hath 
occafion to ftir, his Motions may be comely and graceful!, that 
he may learrt to- know how to come in and go out of a Room 
where Company is, how to make Courteftcs handfomely, accord- 
ing to the feveral degrees of Perfbns he (hall encounter, how to 
put off and hold his Hat, all which and many other things which 
Ijecome men arc taught by the more accurate Dancing-mafters in- 
France. 

The next Exercife a young man fhou*d learn (but not before he 
is a eleven or twelve years of age) is Fencing j for the attainmg 
of which the Frenchman'^ Rule is excellent, . Bon pied Bon ceil, 
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by whicli to teach men how fer they may ftrctch out their Feet 
when they wou*d make a Thruft againft their Enemy, leaft cither 
fhou'd overftride themfelves, or not ftriding far enough fail to 
bring the point of their weapon home : the fccond part of his 
Direftion advifcth the Scholar to keep a fixt Eye upon the point 
of his Enemies Sword, to the intent he m^y both put by or ivard 
the Blows and Thrufts made againft him, and together dircdb the 
point of his Sword upon fome Part of his Enemy, that licth naked 
and open to him; 

The good Fencing-mafters, in France efpecially, when thejr 
prefent a Fpyle or Fleuret to their Scholars, tell him it hath two 
Parts, one of which he calleth the Fort or ftrong, and the other 
the Foyble or weak; with the Fort or ftrong, which extends 
from the part of the hilt next the Sword about ^ th^rd part of 
the whole length, thereof he teacheth his Scholars to defend 
themfelves, and put by and ward the Thrufts and Blows of his- 
Encmy, and with the other two third parts to ftrike or thruft as 
he fhaU fee occafion j which Rule ajfo teacheth how to ftrike or 
thruft high or low as his Enemy doth, and briefly to take his 
Me^fqre and Time upon his Adverfarie*s Motions, whereby he 
may both defend himfelf or ofiend his Adverfary, of which I. 
have had much experiment and ufe both in the Fleuret, or FoyIe> 
as alfo when I fought in good earneft with many perfons at one 
and the fame time, as will appear in the fequell of my Life* 
And, indeed I think I fliaU not fpeak vain glorioul^ of myfelf> 
ff I fay that no uian undprftood the ufe of his weapon better th^n- 
I ^d, QX hath more dcxteroufly prevailed himfelf thereof on all 
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occafions ; fince I found no man cou*d be hurt but through fomc 
error in Fencing. 

I ipent niuch time alfo in Icarning^ to ride the Great Horfe, 
that creature being made above all others for the fervice of man, 
as giving his Rider all the Advantages of which he is capable, 
while fomctimes he gives him Strength, fometimes Agility or 
Motion for the overcoming of his Enemy, in fo much that a 
good Rider on a good Horfe, is as much above himfelf and 
others, as this world can make him; the Rule for gracefuU 
Riding is, that a Man hold his Eyes always betwixt the two 
Ears, and his Rod over the left Ear of his Horfe, which he 
is to ufe for turning him every way, helping himfelf with his 
left Foot, and Rod upon the left part of his Neck, to make his 
Horfe turn on the right Hand, and with the right Foot and 
help of his Rod alfo (if needs be) to turn him on the left 
Hand, but this is to be ufed rather when one would make a 
Horfe underftand thefe Motions, dian when he is a ready Horfe, 
the Foot and Stirrup alone applied to either Shoulder being fuffi- 
cient, with the help of the Reins to make him turn any way: 
riiat a Rider thus may have the ufe of his Sword, or when it is re- 
quifite only to make a Horfe go fidewards, it will be enough to 
keep the Reins equal in his Hand, and with the flat of his Leg 
and Foot together, and a touch upon the Shoulder of the Horfe 
with the Stirrup to make him go fideward either way^ without 
either advancing forward or returning bjfcckwards. 
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The moft tifefuli Aer as the Frenchmen term it, is Territcrr j 
the Courbettcs, Cabrioes, or un pas et un fault, being fitter 
for Horfes of Parade and Triumph than for Souldiers, yet I can- 
not deny but a Derravolte with Courbettes, fo that they be not 
too high, may be ufefuU in a Fight or Meflee, lor as Labroue- 
hath it in his book of Horfemanlbip, Monfieur de Montmorency 
having a Horfe that was excellent in perfornnng the Demivoke* 
did with his Sword ftrike down two Adveriaries from their 
Horfes in a Tournay> where divers of the prime Gallants of 
France did meet; for taking his time when the Horfe. was ia 
the height of his Courbette> and diicharging a bbw, then his 
Sword fell with fuch weight and force upon the two Cavaliers 
one after another^ that he ftruck ti^m. from their Horfes to the 
ground 

The manner of fating a Dud on horfeback I was tau^t 
thus; we had each of us a reaibnable ' ftiff ridiag Rod in 
our Hands about the length of a Sword, and fo rid one againft 
the other^ he as the more expect fat ftill to pafs me and then 
to get behind me, and after to turn widi his ri^t Hand upon* 
my left Side with his Rod, that io he might hit me with the 
point thereof in the Body, and he that can do this handfbmely 
is fure to overcome his Adverlkry, it being impoflibk to bring 
his Sword about enough to defend himfelf or offend the affayl- 
,ant J and to get this advantage, which they call in French, Gag* 
ner la Crouppe, nothing is fo ufeftiU as to make: a Horfe to 
go only fidcward 'till his Adverfary be paft him, fmce he will 
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by this means avoid hii Advcrfary's blow or thruft, and on a 
{udden get on the left Hand of his Adveiiaiy in the manner 
I formerly related : but of this Art let Labroue and * Pluvinel be 
read, who are excellent mafters in that Art, of whom I muft 
confeis I learned much, 'tho to fpeak ingenioufly my breaking 
two or three Coles, and teaching them afterwards thofe Aers of 
which they were moft capable, taught me both what I was to 
do, and made me fee mine Errors, more than all their Pre- 
cepts. 

To make a Horfe fit for the Wars and embolden him againft 
all Terrors, thefe Inventions are ufefuD, to beat a Drum out 
of the Stable firft and then give him his Provender, then beat 
a Drum in the Stable by degrees, and then give him his Pro- 
vender up<«i the Drum: when he is acquainted herewith fuffi- 
ciently, you muft ftioot off a Piftol out of the Stable, before he 
hath his Provender; then you tttey (hoot off a Piftol in Ae Stable, 
and fo by degrees bring it as near to him as you can till he be 
acquainted with the Piftol, likewife remembring ftill after every 
(hot to give him more Provender: You muft alfo canafe his Groom 
to put on bright Armour, and fo to rub his hcds and drefc 

* Antoine de Pluvinel, principal Ecuyer de Louis treize Roi de France 
He publifhed a very fine folto, in French and Dutch, intituled, Inftruftion 
du Roi en rexercice de monter a chevaL Paris, 1619. It confifts of Dia- 
logues between the young Kmg, the Due de BeBegarde and himfelf ; and 
is adorned with a great number of beiautifufl .cuts by Crifpin Pafs, exhi- 
kiting the whoJe fyftem. of Ae Maa^e, and with many portraits of the 
grcatand rcmariBaWc men of tha« Court* 
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him: You muil alfb prefent a Sword before him in the faid 
Armour, and when you have done give him ftill fome more Pro- 
vender : Laftly his Rider muft bring his Horfe fordi into the 
open Field where a bright Armour muft be faftned upon a Stake> 
and fet forth in the likenefs of an armed man as much as 
poillble, which being done, the Rider muft put his Horfe on 
'till he make him not only approach the faid Image, but throw 
it down, which being done, you muft be fure to give him fame 
Provender, that he may be encouraged to do the like againft an 
Adverfary in Battle.^ It will be good alfo that two men do hold 
up a Cloak betwixt them in the Field, and then the Rider to put 
the Horfe to it *till he leap over, which Cloak alfo they may 
raife as they fee occafion, when the Horfe is able to leap fo high. 
You ftiall do well alfo to uie your Horfe to Swimming, which you 
may do either by trayling him after you at the tail of a Boat, in a 
good River, holding him by the Head at the length of the Bridle, 
or by putung a good Swimmer in a linnen Waiftcoat and Breeches 
upon him* 

It will be fit for a Gentleman alfo to learn to Swim, unlefs 
he be given to Cramps and Convulfions : howbeit I muft con- 
fefs in my own particular that I cannot Swim, for as I was 
once in danger of drowning by learning to Swim, my mother 
upon her bleffing charged me never to learn Swimming, telling 
me further, that flie had heard of more drowned than faved I^ 
it, which reafon 'tho it did not prevail with me,, yet her Com- 
mandment did. It will be good alfo for a Gentleman to learn to 
Leap, Wreftle> and Vault on Horfcback, they being all of then\ 
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Qualities of great ufe. I do much approve likewife of Shooting 
in the JLong Bow, as being both an healthful Exercife and ufefull 
for the Wars, notwithftanding all that our Firemen Ipeak againft 
it: for brmg an hundred Archers againft fo many Muiquettcers, 
I fay if the Archer comes within his diftance, he will not only 
make two ftoots but two hits for one. 

The Exercifes I do not approve of are Riding of Running 
Horles, there being much Cheating in that kind> neither do 
^I fee why a brave man fhou'd delight in a Creature whole cheif 
ufe is to help him to run zwzy.J I do not much .like of Hunt- 
ing Horfes, that Exercife taking up more time than can be Ipared 
from a ftudious man to get Knowledge : It is enough therefore 
to know the Sport if there be any in it, without making it 
an ordinary praftice : and indeed of the two Hawking is the 
better, becaufe left time is fpent in it: and upon thele terms 
alfo I can allow a litde Bowling, fo that the Company be choice 
and good. 

The Exercifes I wholly condemn, are Dicing and Carding, 
eipecially if you play for any great fum of Money or ^end 
any time in them, or ufe to come to meetings in Dicing-houfes,^ 
where Cheaters meet and cozen young Gentlemen of all their 
Money. I cou'd lay much more concerning all thefe points of 
Education, and particularly concerning the difcreet Civility which 
is to be obferved in Communication either with Friends or 
Strangers, but this Work wou'd grow to big, and that many 
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precepts conducing thereunto may be had in Guazzo de la Civife 
Converiation and Galeteus de Moribus. 

It wou'd alfo deferve a particular Lefture or Recherche^ how 
one ought to behave hincifelf with Children, Servants, Tenants 
and Neighbours j and I am confident that Precepts in this Point 
will be found more ufefull to young Gcndemen, than all the 
Subtilities of Schools ; I confefs I have coUefted many thkigs 
to this purpoie, which I forbear to fet down here, becauie (if 
God grant me Life and Health) 1 intend to make a little Treatiie 
concerning thefe Points ; I ihall retum now to the Narration of 
mine own Hiftory* 

When I had attained the age betwixt i8 or 19 years, mjr 
mother together with my felf and wife removed up to London, 
where we took houfe and kept a greater femily, than became 
dther my mother's widow's Eftate, or fuch young beginners as 
we were, elpecially fince fix brothers and three fillers vf^ee to be 
provided for, my father having made either no Will or fuch an 
imperfcft ooc, that it was^ not proved^ My mother *th6 (he 
had all my Other's I/^fes and Goo^ winch were of great 
vakte> yet fhe do&red me to undertake diat burthen of ppoviding 
for my brothers 2xA fifia?s, which to gratify my^ nriodier as 
VRell as liholb fo i^ar me, I was vohinlanly contient to provide 
thufi fiir as to give my fix brothers thirty pounds a piece yearly 
during their Kves, and my daree fiJtcrs looo/* a piece, wWch 
Portions married them to thofc I have above-menttoned^ my 
younger fifter indeed might have been married to a far greater 
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fi>rtune, had not the oveithwartncfs of fome Neighbours inter- 
rupted it. 

About the year of our Lord 1600 I came to London^ ihortly 
after which the attempt of the Earl of Eflex related in our Hif- 
tory followed, which I had rather were fccn in the writers of 
that Argument, than here* Not long after riii% Curiofity rather 
than Ambition brought me to Court ; and as it was the maimer 
of thofe times for all men to kneel down before the great Queen? 
EUzatbetfi who then reigned, I was likewife upon vky knees m 
Ae Prefence Chanjber when ihe paffed by to the Chappel at 
Whifehali.^ As ibon^as Ihr faw' me fhc ;ftopt, and fwearing hst 
ullial Oath demanded, who is this ? Every body there prefent 
looked upon me, but no man knew me, 'till Sir James Croft, a 
Penfionier, fimltng the Quern ftaycd, returned back and told who 
I was, 'and that I. had married Sir William Herbert of St. Gillkn's 
daughter: the Queen hereupon looked attcndyely upon me, andf 
fwearing again her ordinary Oath, faid it is pity he ^was married 
fo young, anJ^therevipon gave her hand to* kils twice, both times 
gently clapping rac on the cheek. I remember little more of 
niyfei4 but tbacfrom that.tio^e untill King Jtames's' coming to 
the Crown, I had a fon which died fhortly afterward^ and that I 
intended my Studies ferioufly, the more I learnt out of my Books, 
addii^ fliill a deiire to know more. 

King Jaittefe beingcriow acfcnowl^ged King, ahd coming to- 
wards Londbn, I thought fit to meet his: Majefty at &urley Aear 
Stanford 5 Ihortly after I- was made Knight of the Bath, with the 
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ufual Ceremonies belonging to chat ancient Order. I cou'd tell 
how much my perlbn was commended by the Lords and Ladies 
that came to fee the Solemnity then ufedj but I (hall flatter my 
ielf too much if I believed it. 

I muft not foiget yet the ancient Cuftom^ being that fome prin- 
cipal Perlbn was to put on the right Spur of thofe the King had 
appointed to receive that dignity ; the Earl of Shrewsbury feeing 
my Efquire there with my Spur in his hand, voluntarily came to 
me and faid, Cozen> I believe you will be a good Knight and 
therefore I will put on your Spur> whereupon after my mofl: 
humble thanks for (o great a favour^ I held up my leg s^ainft 
the wall, and he put on my Spur. 

There is another Cuftom likewife, that the Kni^ts the firft day 
wear the gown of iame Religious Order, and the night following 
to be bathed; after which they take an Oath never to fit in 
place where Injuftice Ihou'd be done, but they fliall right it to 
the uttermoft of their power, and particularly Ladies and Gen- 
tlewomen that fliall be wrcMiged in their Honour, if they demand 
Affiftance, and many other Points, not unlike the Romances of 
Knight Erran^.l> 

The fecond day to wear Robes of Crimfon Taffita, (in which 
habit I am pamted in my Study) and (o to ride from St. James's 
to Whitehall with our Efquires before us, and the third day 
to wear a Gown of Purple Sattin, upon the left Sleeve whereof 
is faftncd certain Strings weaved of white Silk and Gold tied in a 
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a knot, and taflels to it of the fame, which all the Knights are 
obliged to wear untill they have done fomething famous in Arms, 
or 'till fome Lady of Honour take it off, and fatten it on her 
Sleeve, faying I will anfwer he fhall prove a good Knight. I had 
not long worn this String but a principal Lady of the Court, and 
certainly in moft men's opinion, the handfomeft *, took mine 
ofFy and faid Ihe wou'd pledge her Honor for mine j I do not 
name this Lady becaufe fome paflages happened afterwards which 
oblige me to Silence, 'tho nothing cou'd be juftly faid to her pre- 
judice, or wrong. 

Shortly after this I intended to go with Charles Earl of Not- 
tingham the Lord Admiral, who went to Spain to take the King's 
Oath for confirmation of the Articles of Peace betwixt the two 
Crowns ; howbeit by the Induftry of fome near me, who defired 
to ftay me at home, I was hindred, and inftead of going that 
Voyage, was made Sheriff of Montgomerylhire, concerning which 
I will fay no more, but that I beftowed the place of under She- 
riff, as alfo other places in my gifts freely, without either taking 
Gift or Reward j which Cuftom alfo I have obferved throughout 
the whole courfe of my Life 5 in fo much that when I was Am- 
baiTador in France and might have had great Prefcnts, which for- 
mer Ambalfadors accepted, for doing lawfuU Courtefies to Mer- 
chants and others, yet no gratuity, upon what terms foever, cou'd; 
ever be fafl'ned upon me. 

* It is impoffible perhaps at this diftance of time to afcertain who this 
Lady was, but there is no doubt of it being the fame pcrfon mentioned 
afterwards, whom he calls the Faireft of her time, 

I This 
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This pablick Duty did not hinder mc yet to (bilaw my htdovtd 
Studies in a Country life for the mofl part; 'tho fcmetjmes alfi> 
I refortcd to Court, without yet that I had any Ambrtmi there, 
and much lefs was tainted with thofe corrupt Delights incident tef 
the times : fta: living with my wife in all conjugal Loyaky for 
die ^ace of about ten years after my marriage, I wholly declined 
the Allurements and Temptations whatfoever, which might incline 
me to violate my Marriage Bed. 

About the year 1608 my two daughters, called Beatrice and 
Florance, who lived not yet long after, and one fon Richard 
being born> and come to fo much maturity, that 'dio in their 
meer Childhood they gave no litde hopes of themfelves for the 
ftiture time, I called diem all before my wife, demanding how 
fhe liked them> to which fhe angering, well; I (demanded then 
whether (he was willing to do fo much for them as I wou'd'j 
whereupon &e replying demanded what I meant by that, I cold 
her diat for my part I was but young for a man, and ihe not 
old for a wonlan> diat, our lives wcne in the hands of God, 
that if he pleafed to eall either of us away, that party which 
remained might marry again,, and have Children by fome other, 
to which our Eftates might he di^ofed j for preventing whereof 
I thought fit to motion to her, that if fltc wou*d a(fiirc upon 
the fon any quantity of Lands from 300/. a year to loool I 
wou*d do the like ; but my wife not approving hereof aniwered 
in thefe exprefs words, that fhe wou'd not draw the Cradle 
upon her head ; whereupon I defiring her to advife better upon 
the bufinefs, and to take fome few d^ys refpite for that purpofe^ 

foe: 
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ftxe feei»yjo:d«^«rtIJfr(tei;3nSf ^fNi very well contented Abeut 
4' 'ffeek. or ten .dajK aftoiv^irdi^ I demanded again what fhe 
tiiQu^lU concerning! the mddim I madie, to which yet Ihe faid 
no more, but that flic thought flic had already anfwered me 
fijffJcfently to the pointi I told her then that I fhou'd nuke 
^Qthqr motion to her, which was that in regard I was too young 
to go beyond Sea before I married her, fhe now wou'd give 
TOe leave for a while to fee foreign Countries; howbeit if fhe 
wou*d affurc her lands as I wou'd mine, in the manner above- 
mentioned, I wou'd never depart from her; fhe anfwered that I 
knew her mind befe^-e concerning that point, yet that fhe fhou'd 
be ibrry I went beyond Sea, never the lefs, if I wou'd needs 
go, Ihe could not help it. This, whether a Licence taken or 
giverj, ferved my turn to prepare without delay, for a Journey 
beyond Sea, that fo I might fatisfy that Curiofity I long fince 
had to fee foreign Countrys : fb that I might leave my wife fb 
little difcontented as I cou'd, I left her not only poflerity to 
renew the family of the Herberts of St, Gillian's, according to 
hcc Midler's defire to inherit his Lands, but the Rents of all 
the Lands fhe brought with her, referving mine own partly to 
pay my brothers and fiflers Portions, and defraying my charges 
abroad. Upon which terms, though I w,as forry to leave my 
wife, as having lived mofl honeftly with her all this time, I 
thought it no fuch unjuft ambition to attain the knowledge of 
foreign Countries^ cfpecially fmce J had in great part already at- 
tained the Languages, and that I intended not to Ipend any long 
time out of my Country. 

I 2 Before 
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Before I departed yet I left her with child of a fon, cKriftned 
afterwards by the name of Edward ; and now coming to Court, 
I obtained a Licence to go beyond Sea, taking with me for my 
Companion Mr. Aurelian Townfend, a gentleman that (poke the 
Languages of French, Italian and Spanilh in great perfection, 
and a man to wait in my chamber who Ipoke French, two 
Lackeys, and three Horfes. Coming thus to Dover, and palling 
the Seas thence to Calais, I joumied without any memorable 
adventure, 'till I came to Fauxbourgx St. Germans in Paris, 
where Sir George Carew then Ambaflador for the King lived; 
I was kindly received by him, and often invited to hb table. 
Next to his houfe dwelt the Duke of Vantadour, who had mar- 
ried a daughter of Monfieur de Montmorency, grand Coneftable 
de France ; many vifits being exchanged between that Dutchefs 
and the Lady of our Ambaffador, it pleafed the Dutchefs to in- 
vite me to her father's houfe, at the Caftle of Merlou, being about 
24 miles from Paris : and here I found much welcome from that 
brave old * General, who being inforra'd of my name, faid he 
knew well of what family I was^ telling the firil nodce he had 
of the Herberts was at the Siege of St. Quintence, where my 

grand* 

♦ Henry de Montmorency, (econd fon of the greatConflable Anne de 
Montmorency who was killed at thebatde of St. Dents 1567, and bro- 
ther of Duke Francb, another renowned Warrior and Statefman. Henry 
was no lefs diftinguifhed in- both capacities, and g»ned great glory at the 
battles of Dreux and Sl Denis. He was made Conftable by Henry 4tb, 
tho' he cou'd neither read nor write, and died in the habit of St. Francis- 
1614. He was father of the gallant but unfortunate Duke Henry, the

Pembrook was. Faffing two or three days here, it happened 

one evening that a daughter of the Dutchefs of about 10 or 

1 1 years of age, going one evening from the Caftle to walk in 

the Meadows, my felf with divers French Gentlemen attended 

her and fome Gentlewomen that were with her; this young Lady 

"wearing a knot of Ribband on her head, a French Chevalier 

took it fuddainly and faftned it to his hatband; the young lady 

offended herewith demands her Ribband, but he refofing to re- 

ftorc it, the young Lady addreffing herfelf to me, faid Monfieur, 

I pray get my Ribband from that gentleman : hereupon going 

towards him, I courteoufly, with my hat in my hand, defired 

him to do me the honour that I may deliver the Lady her 

Ribband or Bouquet again -, but he roughly anfwcring me. Do 

you think I will give it you, when I have refufed it to her ? 

I replyed, nay then Sir I will make you reftore it by force, 

whereupon alfo putting on my hat and reaching at his, he to 

fave himfelf ran away, and after a long courfe in the Meadow 

finding that I had almoft overtook him, he turned fliort, and 

running to the . young Lady was about to put the Ribband on 

her hand, when I feizing upon his arm, faid to the young Lady, 

it was I that gave it. Pardon me, quoth fhe, it is he that gives 

it me : I faid then. Madam, I will not contradict you, but if 

he dare fay that I did not conflrain him to give it, I will fight 

laft of that illuftrious and ancient line, who took for their Motto, Dieu 

ayde au premier Chretien ! The Duchefs of Ventadour, mentioned 

above, was Margaret, fecond daughter of the Conftable, and wife of 

Anne de Levi Duke of Ventadour*

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with bini« The French gentlecnaa a^wered nothing thereui^t 
&r the prefent^ ajid fo conduced the young Lady again to the 
Caftk. The next day I defircd Mr. Aurelian Townfend tp teU 
the French Cavaljrr th^ either he muft confeis that I cpnftrain^ 
him to r^i^ore the j^bbftpd, pr fight with me i but the gentkni^ 
feeing hiQ^uJaJ«iir^;tQi:«>cfpt.pf tlji? Challenge,, wpnt qj^ g-^^ 
the phc^ wheriddppi^'I follo^ng h(m, fbme of-the* geotkme^ 
that belonged to the Conftable taking notice hereof acquaia&gd 
him therewith* who fending for the French Cavalier, chcckpd 
him well for his S^ucifieis, in taking the Ribband ^way from his 
grandchild, and afterwards bid him depart his houle -, and thii 
was all that 1 ever heard of the gentkmafi, with whom I 
proceeded in that manner beqauie ] thought my felf obUged thfre-* 

S unto by the oath * taken when I wa$ m^e Knight of the Bath^ as

I muft remember alfo that three other times I engaged my i^lf 
m chalknge men to fight with me, who I con^Jjeived had injured 
Ladiqs and Gentlowom^a, one was in defence of piy c^ozen .Sir 
Eiaiims Newport's dau^ter^ who was married to John Barker of

frut him a chalkftge, ^hich to this day he ncret arrfWercd, and 
Wou'd have bealtert him afterwards, bdt thit I Wa^ hlndrcd by 
my uncle Sir Francis Newpott^ 

I had another occsifioit to challenge onte G^tain Vatighan, who 
I conceived offered feme Injury to- iriy fift^ the Lady Jones of 
AbarmarTas : I fent him a Challenge which he accepted, the 
place between: vfs being appointed beyond Greenwich, with fc- 
conds on both fides ; hereupon I coming to the King^s Head in 
Green-^ieh, With intention the next morning to be in the place, 
1 found the hoirfe befet with at leaft an hundred perfons, partly 
fent by the Lords of the Privy CounfeU, who gave order to 
apprehend me, I hearing' thereof defired my fervant to bring my 
horfes- as far as he couM from my lodging; But' y^t? withrh fight 
of me 'y which being done, and all this company coming to lay 
hold on me, I and my fecond, who was my cozen James Pried 
of Hanachly, fallyed out of the doors, with our fwords drawn, 
artd in fpight of that fnultitude made oiir way to our horfes> 
where my fef vant ver^ honeftly opipofing' himfeJf againft thofe 
who wou'd have laid hands upon us, while we got up on horfe- 
back, was himfelf laid hold On by tliem, and evil treated, which 
I percdving rid back again, and wifli my fword in my hand* 
itfcucd him, and afterwards feeing him gd: ort horfeback, charged* 
them' to go any where rather than to follow me ; riding afterwards'

iqg in tEe original* 
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with my fecond to the place appointed, I found nobody iherc^ 
which as I heard afterwards, happened becaufe the Lords of the 
Counfell taking notice of this difference apprehended him^ and 
charged him in his Majcfty's name not to fight with me, fince 
otherwife I believed he wou'd not have failed. 

The third that I queftioned in this kind was a Scotch geade- 
man, who taking a Ribband in the like manner from Mrs. Mid- 
dlemore a Maid of Honor, as was done from the young Lady 
abovementioned, in a back room behind Queen Ann's lodgk^ 
in Greenwich; fhe likcwife defired me to get her the laid Ribband^ 
I repaired as formerly to him in a courteous manner to demand 
it, but he refufing as the French Cavalier did, I caught him by 
the Neck, and had almoft thrown him down, when company 
came in and parted us j I ofFcr'd likewife to fight with this gen- 
deman, and came to the place appointed by Hide-Park, but this 
alio was interrupted by order of the Lords of the CouofeU, and 
I never heard more of him. 

Thefe paflages tho different in time I have related here to- 
gether, both for the fimilitude of Argument, and that it may 
appear how ftriftly I held my felf to my Oath of Knighthood -, 
fince for the refl: I can truly fay, that tho I have lived in the 
Armies and Courts of the greatefl Princes in Chriftendom, yet I 
never had a quarrel with man for mine own fake, fo that aldio 
in mine own nature I was ever cholerick and hafty, yet I never 
without occafion given quarrelled with any body, and as little 
did any body attempt to give me offence, as having as cleaf a 
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Reputation for my Courage as whofoever of my time. For my 
friends often I have hazarded my felf, but never yet drew my fword 
for my own fake fingly, as hateing ever the doing- of Injury, con^ 
tenting my felf only to refent them when they were offer'd me. 
After this digreffion I (hall return to my Hiftcry. 

That brave Conftable in France teftifying now more than for- 

inerly his regard of me, at his departure from Merlou to his 

feir houfe at Chantilly, five or fix miles diftant, faid he left 

that Cafl:le to be commanded by me, as alfo his Forefts and 

Chafes which were well ftored with wild Boar and Stag, and that 

I might hunt them when I pleafed : He told me alfo that if I 

wou'd learn to ride the great Horfe, he had a Stable there of 

fome fifty,' the beft and choiccft as was thought in France, and 

that his Efcuyer called Monfieur dc Difancour nor inferior to 

Pluvenel or Labrove Ihou'd teach me, I did with grctt thank- 

fuUnefs accept his offer, as being very much addifted to the 

cxercife of riding great Horfes -, and as for hunting in his Fo-. 

refts I told him I (hoqld ufe it fparingly, as being dcfirous to 

preferve his Game j he commanded alfo his Efcuyer to keep a 

Table for me, and his Pages to attend me, the chief of whom 

was Monfieur de Mennon, who proving to be one of the beft 

Jlorfemen in France, keeps now an Academy in Paris j and here 

I fliall recount a little paffage betwixt him and his mafter, that 

the inclination of the French at that time may appear, there 

being fcarge any man thought worth the looking on, tliat had 

not killed tome other in duell; 

K Mennon 
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Mention dcfiring to marry a neece of Monfieur Difknectir^ 
who it was thought fhou'd be his heir, was thus anfwcrcd by 
him; Friend, it is not time yet to marry, I will tell you what 
you muftdpi if you will be a brave man, you muft firft kill 
in (ingle combat two or three men, then afterwards, many and 
ingender two or three childre;i, or the World will neither have 
got nor loft by you $ of which ftrange counfell Difancour was no 
otherwife the Author than as he had been an example at leait of 
the former part, it. being his fortune to have fought duree or four 
brave duells in his time* * 

And now as every morning I mounted the great Horfe, fa 
in the afternoons I many times went a Hunting, the manner of 
which was this : The Duke of Montmorency hav^ing given order 
to the Tenants of the Town of Merlou, and fomc Villages ad- 
joyning, to attend mc when I went a Hunting, they upon my 
Summons ufually repaired to thofe Woods where I intended to 
find my Game, with Drums and Mufquets, to the number of 60 
or 80, and fometimes 100 or more peribns, they entring th€ 
Wood on that Mc with that noyfe, difcharging their pieces and 
beating their faid Drums, we on the other fide of ^e faid Woo^ 
having placed Maftifis and Grey-Houftds » the number of 20 
or 30, which Monfieur de Montmorency kept near his CaftlCi 
expeded diofe beafts theylhou'd force out of the Wood; if Stags 
or WiU Boars came forth we commonly ipared dhiem purfuii^ 
only the Wolves, which were there in great number, of which 
are found two forts; the Maltiff Wolf thick and Ihort, tl^ hi 
cou'd not indeed run faft, yet wou'd fight with our Dogs; the 
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Grey-Houiid Wolf long and fwift, who many tinies efcaped our 
beft Dogs, 'tho when he were overtaken eafily killed by us, 
without making much refiftance; of both thcfe forts I killed 
fivers with my (wQtd, wbik I ftayed th^re. 

One tone alio it was my fortune to kill a Wild Boar in this 

manner; the Boar being rouzed from his den fled before our 

Dogs for a good (pace, but finding them prefs him hard turned 

his hec(d againfb our Dogs, and hurt three or fi:)ur of them very 

dangettKifly, I came on Horleback up to him, and with my 

fword thruft him twice or dirice without entrmg his Ikin, the 

blade being not fo ftiff as it fliou'd be *, die Boar hereupon turned 

upon me, and much. endangered my Horfe, which I perceiving 

rid a Httlc out of the way, and leaving my Horfe with my 

Lacky> returned with my fword againft the Boar^ who by thi« 

time bad hurt more Dogs^ and here happeried a pretty kind 

of Fig^t, for when I thruft at the Boar fometiiftes with my 

fword^ which in fome places I made enter, the Boar wou'd run 

at me, whofe Tuflw yet by ftepping a litde out of the way I 

avmded, but he then turning upon mc, the Dogs came in, and 

^ew him oflT, fo that he fell upon liiem, which I perceiving 

ran at the Boar w>th my fword again, which made him turn 

upon me,- but then die Dogs pulled him from me again, while 

fo relieving one another by turns, we killed the Boar. At this 

Chace Monfieup Difancour and Menrion were prefent, as' alfo 

Mn Townfend, yet fo' as they did erideavx)uf rather to withdraw 

Hve from than- affift me in the dsiDgpt Of which Boar fdiric 

part beii^ well fcafoned and larded, I prcfchted' to my un- 

Ki kle 
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kle Sir Francis Newport in Shrop(hire> and found moft ex^ 
cellent meat. 

Thus having palled a whole Summer, pardy in thcfe exercifes> 
and partly in vifits of the Duke of Montmorency at his fair houfe 
in Chantilly, which for its extraordinary faimefe and Iituation I 
fliall here dcfcribe : 

A little River delcending from fomc higher grounds in a 
Country which was almoft all his own, and falling at laft upon 
a Rock in the middle of a Valley, which to keep its way for- 
wards. It muft on one or other fide thereof have declined 
;Some of the Anccftors of the Montmorencys to eafe the Rivef 
of this labour, made divers Channels through this Rock to give 
it a free paflkge, dividing the Rock by that means into little 
Iflands, upon which he built a great ftrong Caftle, joyned to^ 
gether with Bridges, and fumptuoufly fumiflied with Hangings 
of Silk and Gold, rare Pidures and Statues j all which Build-' 
ings united as I formerly told, were incompaflcd about with 
Water, which was paved with Stone (thofe which were ufed in 
the building of the Houfe. were drawn from thence). One 
might fee the huge Carps, Pike and Trouts, which were kep! 
ill feveral divifions, gliding along the Waters very eafily, yet 
nothing in my opinion added fo much to die glory of this 
Caftle as a Foreft adjoyning clofe to it, and upon a level with 
the Houfe; for being of a very large extent, and fet thick both 
with tall Trees and Underwoods, the whole Foreft which waa 
replcniftied with Wild Boar, Stag, and Roe-Deer> was cut out 

t iota 
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into loi% Walks every way, fo that akho the Dogs might fol- 
low their Chace through the Thickets, the Huhtfmcn might ride 
along the faid Walks, and meet or overtake their Game in fome 
one of them, they being cut with that Art, that they led to all 
the parts Jn the iaid Foreft; and here alfo I have hunted the 
Wild Boar divers ' times, both then and afterwards, wben hi& 
(on the Duke of Montmorency fucceeded him in the poffcflion 
of that incomparable placc^ 

. And there I cannot but remember the direftion. the Old Con^ 
ftable gave me tO' return, to his Caftle out of this admirable 
Labirinth,. tdling me I fhou'd look upon what fide the Trees 
were rougheft and hardeft,. which being found I might be. confi*- 
^ent that part ftood Northward, which being obferved I mights 
eafily find the Eaft, as being, on the right hand, and fo guide 
my way home*. 

How mucTi this Houfe, tc^thcr with the Foreft hath been 
valued by great Princes, may appear by two little Narratives I 
fhall here infert: Charles the fifth the great Emperor, pafling in 
the time of Franfoy the firft, from Spain into the Low Countrcys 
by the way of France,, was entertained for fome time in this 
Houfe,. by a Duke of Montnwrency who was likewife Coneftable 
de France, after he had taken this Palace into his confideration 
with the Fprefts adjoyning, faid he wou'd willingly give one of 
his Provinces in the Low Countreys for fuch a place,, there being 
as he thought no where fuch a fituation, 

Hcnryt' 
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Henry the feurth alio yrzs defirous of this Hodie^ and offered 
to exchange any of his Houfes^ with much more Lands than his 
Eftate thereabouts was worth ; to which the Duke of Montmo^ 
rency made this wary anfwer; Sieuty la maiibn eft a vous, mais 
que je fois le concierge: which in En^iih fouftds thus; Sir, the 
Houfe is yours, but give me leave to keep it for you. 

When I had been at Merlou about ibme eight months, and 
attained as was thought the knowledge of Horfemanfhip, I came 
to the Duke of Montmorency at ^ St. Uee, and after due thanks 
for his favours, took my leave of him to gp to Paris, where- 
upon the good oki Prince embraciiig me, and calling me (on, 
bid me farewell, alluring me neverthdefs he (hou'd be ^ad of 
any occafion hereafter to teftifie his Love and Efbecna for me^^ 
telling me fuither, he fliQu'd come tQ Paris hin^elffiiordy,^liefe 
he hoped to fee me; from hence I returned to Merlou,. where 
I gave Monficur Difancour fuch a prefent as abundandy requited 
the charges of my Diet, ^and the pains of his Teachi^ Being 
BOW ready to fet forth, a gen^eman frcxoi die Ddke of Moot* 
morency cannie to me, and told me his mafter wou'd not kt mt 
go without giving me a prefent, which I mi^ keep as an 
carneft of his affisdion; whereupon aifo a Genet, for ifdiicL the 
Duke had lent exprefsly into Spain, and which, coft him there 
500 Crowns, as I was told, was brou^ttome. The grcameis 
of this gift, together with other Courcefies received, did not: a 
httle trouble me, as not knowing then how- to requite them*

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I wou*d have given my Horfes I had there, which were of great 
value to him, but that I thought them too mean a prefent, but 
the Duke alfo fulpefting that I meant to do fo prevented me ; 
feying, that as I loved him, I fliou'd think upon no requital, 
while I ftay'd in France, but when I came into England, if I fent 
him a Marc that ambled naturally, I (hou'd much gratifie him,- 
I told the Meflenger I Ihou'd ftrive both that way and every way 
elfe to declare my thankfullnefs, and fo difmift the Meffenger with 
a good Reward. 

Coming now to Paris, through the recommendation of the Lord 
Ambaflador, I was received to the Houfe of that incomparable 
SchoUar Jfaac Cawfabon, by whofe learned Converfation I much 
benefitted my felf, bcfides I did apply my felf much to know 
the ufe of my Arms, and to ride the great Horfe, playing on 
the luute, and Singing according to the Rules of the French 
Matters. 

Sonietimes alfo I went to the Court of the French King, 
Henry the fourth, who upon information of me in the Garden, 
at the Tuikries, -receiv'd me whh all courtefie, embracing me in 
hisarms, and holding me fome while there. I went fometimes 
alfo to the Court of Queen Margaret at Ae Hoftel, called by her 
name ; and here I faw many Balls or Malks, in all which it pleafed 
that Queen publickly to place me next to her Chair, not without 
the wonder of fome, and the envy of another who was wont to have 
that favour. I (hall recount one accident which happened while I. 
was there.

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All things being ready for the BaU« and every one being 

in their place, and I my Iclf next to the Queen, cxpeftir 

when the Dancers wou'd come in, one knockt at the door ibnie-^ 

what louder than became, as I thought, a very civil perfoni' 

when he came in, I remember there was a fudden whifper 

among the Ladies, faying, C'cft Monfieur Balagny, or 'tis Mon^ 

fieur Balagny; whereupon alfo I faw the Ladies and Gentle^ 

women one after another invite him to fit near them, and which , 

is more, when one Lady had his company a while, another would 

fay, you have injoyed him long enough, I muft have him now j 

at which bold Civility of theirs, tho I were aftonilhed, yet it 

added unto my wonder, that his perfon cou'd not be thought 

at moft but ordinary handfbme ; his Hair, which was cut very 

fliort, half grey, his Doublet but of Sackcloth cut to his Shirt, 

and his Breeches only of plain grey Cloth i informing my fclf 

by fome ftanders by who he was, I was told that he was on^ 

of the gallenteft men in the World, as having killed eight or 

nine men in fingle fight, and that for this reafon the Ladies 

made fo much of him, it being the manner of all French women 

to cherifti gallant men, as thinking they cou'd not make fq 

much of any elfe widi the fafety of their honor. This Cavalier 

'tho his Head was half grey, he had not yet attained the age of 

thirty years, whom I have thought fit to remember more partis 

cularly here, becaufe of fome pafiages that haf^ned afterwanlf 

betwixt him and me, at the Siege of Juliers, ^s I ihall tell in it'? 

place. 

Having 
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Havmg pad thus all the Winter, untill about the latter end 
of January, without any fuch memorable accident as I (hall think 
fit to fet down particularly, .1 took my leave of the French 
King, Queen Margaret, and the Nobles and Ladies in both 
Courts J at which time the Princefs of Conti defired me to carry 
a Scarf into England, and prefent it to Queen Ann on her 
part, which being accepted, my felf and Sir Thomas Lucy (whofc 
fecond I had l?een twice in France, againft two Cavaliers of 
our Nation, who yet were hindered to fight with us in the field, 
where we attended them) we came on our way as far as Diep 
in Normandy, and there took Ship about the beginning of Fe- 
bruary, when fo furious a Storm arofe, that with very great 
danger we were at Sea all night j the matter of our Ship loft 
both the ufe of his Compafs and his Reafon; for not knowing^ 
whither, he was carried by the Tempeft, all the help he had 
was by the Lightings, which together with Thunder very fre- 
quently that night terrified him, yet gave the advantage fome<* 
times to difcover whether we were upon our Coaft, to which 
he thought by the cpurfe of his Glaffes we were near approached j 
and now towards day we found our felves, by great Providence 
of God, within view of Dover, to which the matter of our Ship 
did make. The men of Dover rifing by times in the morning 
to fee whether any Ship were coming towards them, were in 
great numbers upon the Shoar, as believing the Tempeft, which 
had thrown down Barns and Trees near the Town, might give 
them the benefit of fome Wreck, if perchance any Ship were 
driven thitherwards; we coming thus in extream danger ftraight 
upon the Peer of Dover, which ftands out in the Sea, our Ship 

L was 
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was unfortunately fpKt againft it; the m«fter feicf, Mcs Amies 
nous fommes perdusj or my friends we are catt away; wheo 
myfeif who heard the Ship crack againft the Peer, and then 
found by the matter's words it was time for every one to favc 
themfelves, if they cou'd, got out of my Cabin (*th6 veiy Sea- 
fick) and climing up the Maft a little way, drew my fword 
and flouriihed it; they at Dover having this fign given them,* 
adventured in a Shallop of fix Oars to relieve us, which being 
come with great danger to the fide of our Ship, I got into it 
firft with my fiirord in my hand, and called for Sir Thomas 
Lucy, laying, that if any nun o^r'd to get m htS&tt him, I 
fliou'd refift him with my ftsrord> whereupon a fafithlbil fervai^ 
of his taking Sir Thomas Lucy out of the Calwi, who w« 
kalf dead of Sea^fidcnds, put him intjo my Arms, whom after 
I had received, I bid the Shabp make away for Shoar, and die 
radier that I faw another Shalop coming tso relieve us; when a 
Poft from France, who carried Letters, finding the Sh^ ftitt 
rent more and more, adventured to leap fit)m the eop of ow 
Ship into the Shalop, where faBing fortunately on fome of the 
ftrdnger Tymber of the Boat, and not of the- Pfcnks, wfrith he 
flouft needs hate brofcen, and fo fonk us, had he fallen upon 
ilrem, efca|>ed together wiA us two, vtfito the Land; I rt^uft cen- 
fcfs myfelC as 2SS0 the Seamen that were in the Sfralop, thotight 
once to have kilted \mn for this defperate attempt, but findi!^ 
no hatm followed, we ^aped together unto the Laiid, fron» 
wfcetide we fent *tto« Sfealdps, and fo made means to feve iy^ik 
tmxi and horfos that w^e in tfie Slwp, whkrh yet itfelf was wfcolf 
%rlrt aftd caft away, in fo much that in prrjr to the rn^er, Swr 

Thomas^

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Thb Horfc as foon as ever I came to die Stable wou'd nei^ 
tnd when I drew nearer him wou'd lick my hand, and (when I 
fufFer'd him) my Cheek, but yet wou'd permit nobody to come 
near his Heels at the fame time. Sir Thomas Lucy wou'd have 
g^ven me aoo/. for this Horfe, which *th6 I wou'd not accept, 
yet I left the Horfe with him when I went to the Low-Countrys, 
who not long after died. The occafion of my going diither was 
thus, hearing that a war about the Title of Cleave, Julicrs and 
fome other Provinces betwixt the Low-Countrys and Germany 
ihou'd be made, by the feveral pretenders to it, and that the 
French King himfelf wou'd come with a grwt Army into diofc 
Parts: It was now the Year of our Lord i6to when my * Lord 
Shandois and myfclf rcfolved to take Shipping for the Low- 
Countrys, and from thence to pafs to the City of Juliers, which 
the Prince of Orange refolved to befiege j making all haft thither 
we found the Siege newly begun; the Low Country Army affiiled 
by 4000 Englifli under the command of Sir Edward Cecil. We 
had not been long there, when the Marfliall de Chartres inftead 
of Henry the 4th, who was killed by that Villain Ravalliac, 
cstme with a brave French Army thither, in which Monfieur 
Balagay,^! formerly mentioned, was'a-ColoneU 

My Lord Shandois lodged himfelf m the Quarters where Sir 
Horace Verc was, I went and quarter'^d with Sir Edward Cecill, 
where I was lodged next to him in a Hutt I made there, go-

ing 
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ing yet both by day and night to the Trenches, we making our 
approaches to the Town on one fide and the French on the 
other. Our Lines were drawn towards the point of a Bulwark 
of the Cittadel or Caftle, thought to be one of the beft Forti- 
fications in Chriiliandom^ and incompaflfed about with a deep 
wet ditch, we loft many men in making thefc approaches, the 
Town and Caftle being very well provided both with great and 
fmall Shot, and a Garrifon in it of about 4000 men befides -the 
Burghers; Sir Edward Cecill (who was a very aftive General) 
ufed often during this Siege, to go in perfon in the night time, 
to try whether he cou^d catch any Scntinells perdues ; and for 
this purpofe ftill defir'd me to accompany him, in performing 
whereof both of us did much hazard our felves, for the firft 
Sentinell retiring to the fecond, and the fecond to the third, 
three Shots were commonly made at us, before we cou'd do 
any thing, 'tho afterwards chafing them with our Swords almoft 
home unto their Guards, we had fome fport in the purfuit of 
them. 

One day Sir Edward Ceclll and myfelf coming to the ap- 
proaches that Monfieur de Balagny had made towards a Bull- 
wark or Baftion of that City, Monfieur de Balagny in the pre- 
fence of Sir Edward Cecill and diverfe Englifti and French cap- 
tains then prefent, faid " Monfieur, On dit, que vous etes un 
des plus braves de votre Nation, et Je fuis Balagny, allons voir 
qui faira le mieuxj They fay, you are one of the braveft of 
your Nation, and I am Balagny, let us fee who will do beftj'^ 
whereupon leaping fuddainly out of the Trenches with his Sword 

drawn. 
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drtwtii I Ad in the like mMtier as fuddainly follow hira, boib 
^ us b the ikiean ithUe ftriving who Ibou'd be fbremoft, whkk 
being percdv'd by thofe of the SuUwark and CoTtiae oppoSu 
to us» tSiree of four hundred Shoe at leaft, great and ikmH, were 
made againit us. Our rumiiflig on £>rwftrds in etnuktian of each 
ether l^iA the caiife that aH the Shots feU betwixt us end the 
Trench from which we iallied* When Monfieur Batagjny, fiodixig 
iuch a ftof m of BoUets» faid, '^ par Dieu al fiat bien chaud, it is 
Very hot here ;" I anfwc^'d briefly thus, " Vows en ires prinaier, 
autrement Je n'tray jamais ; You (haU go firft or eUe I wSl nev^r 
go ',** hereupon he rao with all Q>eed) aiad focnewhat crouching 
towards the Trenches^ I IbUowed after iea&rel^ and upright, and 
yet came within the Trenches before they on the BuUwarlc or 
Cortine cou'd chaise agaitii^ whkh paflage afterwards bci^g xe* 
lilted to the Prince x>f Orai^^ he faid it was a flxai^e Bravado of 
fialagny^ and that we went tJO an UMV(^^dable4eath. 

I cou'd relate diverfe things of note concerning myfel^ during 
this Siege, but do forbear, leaft I ihou'd relilh too much of Va- 
nity; it fhaU fuffice that my paffing over the Ditch unto the 
Wall, firil of all the Nations there, is fet down by William 
Crofts Mafter of Arts, and Soldier, who hath written and printed 
the Hiftory of the Low^Countrys, 

There happened during this Siege a particular 'Quarrel betwixt 
me and the * Lord of Walden, eldeft fon to the Earl of Suf-

tmwillinglf rcktc„ in regard of the great eftecm I have of chat 

Aobie family^ howbeit to avoid MiOeporu I have thought fit to 

fct it down truly i that Lord having been invited to a Feaft ift 

Sir Horace Vere's Quarters, where (after the Low-Country man*^ 

ner) there was liberal drinking^ retwned not long after to Sir 

Edward Cecil's Quarters^ at which time, I faking merrily to 

him, upon fome^ flight occafion» he took that offence at me, 

which he wotild not have done at another time, inibmuch that 

he came towards me in a violent manner, which I perceiving 

did oiore than half way meet him ^ but the Compajiy were i^ 

v^gijbant upon us that befi>re any bbw paft we were ieparaeed^ 

howbeit beouife he mack towards nne, I thought fit the next 

day to fend inm a Challenge, telling him that if he had any 

thk^ to iay to me, I wou'd meet him in fiich a place as no 

man flxoo'd internifat us. Shordy after this Sir Thomas Paytc^ 

came to me on bis past, and told me my Lord wou'd fight 

with sie on Hor&back with ibgle fword, and faid he, I wiH 

be his Second: shiest is yours? I replied tbat neither his l^ot^^ 

Ifaip nor my&lf brought over any gte^tt Honfes with us ; that 

i knew be might modi better borrow one than my&lf : hoviKbeit 

as fiK>a m he fhewed me the place, he Ibou'd find nne there

will fee fair play betwixt iis, *th6 you come on his fide : But he 
urging me again to provide a fecond, I told him I cou'd promilc 
for none but myfcl^ and that if I fpoke to any of my friends in 
the Army to this purpofc, I doubted Icaft the bufinefs might be 
difcovcr'd and prevented. 

He was no fooner gone from me, but night drew on, myfelf 
refolving in the mean time to reft under a fair oak all night; 
after this, tying my Horfe by the bridle unto another tree, I 
had not now refted two hours, when I found fome fires nearer 
to me than I thought was pofllble in fo folitary a place, where- 
upon alfo having the curiofity to fee the reafon hereof, I got on 
Horfeback again, and had not rode very far when by the talk 
of the Soldiers there, I found I was in the Scotch Quarter, 
where finding in a ftable a very fair Horfe of fervice, I defired 
to know whether he might be bought for any reafonable fiam of 
Money, but a Soldier replying it was their Captain's, Sir James 
Arefkin's chief Horfe, I demanded for Sir James, but the Sol- 
dier anfwering he was not within the Quarter, I demanded then 
for his Lieutenant, whereupon the Soldier courteoufly defired 
him to cQme to me; this Lieutenant was called Mon^oniery, 
and had the reputation of a gallant man; I told him that I 
wou*d very fain buy ^ Horfe, and if it were pofllble the Horfe 
I faw but a little before ; but he telling me none was to be fold 
there, I offered to leave m his hands loo pieces, if he wou'd lend 
me a good Horfe for a day or two, he to reftore me the Money 
again when I delivered him the Horfe in good plight, and did be- 
fides bring him fome prefent as a gratuity. 

The 
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The Lieutenant, *th6 he did not know me, fulpefted I had. 
Ibme private Quarrel, and that I defired this Horfe to fight on, 
and thereupon told me. Sir, whofoever you are, you feem to be 
a perfon of worth, and you (hall have the beft Horfe in the ftable ; 
and if you have a Quarrel and want a fecond, I offer myfelf to 
lerve you upon another Horfe, and if you will let me go along 
wth you upon thefe terms, I will afk no pawn of you for the 
Horfe. I told him L wou'd ufe no fecond, and I defired him to 
accept 100 pieces, which I had there about me, in pawn for the 
Horfe, and he fhou'd hear from me fliortly again ; and that tho 
I did not take his noble ofier of coming along with me, I fliou'd 
evermore reft much obliged to him ; whereupon giving him my 
purfe with the money in it, I got upon his Horfe and Icfi: my 
Nag befides with him. 

Riding thus away about twelve o*Clock at night to the Wood 
from whence I came, I alighted from my Horfe and refted 
there 'till morning ; the day now breaking I got on Horfeback, 
and attended the Lord of Walden with his fecond. The firft 
perfon that appeared was a Footman, who I heard afterwards 
was fent by the Lady of Walden, who as foon as he faw me, 
ran back again with all ipeed ; I meant once to purfue him, but 
that I thought it better at laft to keep my place. About 
two hours after Sir William St. Leiger, now Lord Prefident of 
Munfter, came to me, and told me he knew the caufe of my 
being there, and that the bufinefe was difcover'd by the Lord 
Walden's rifing fo early that morning, and the fiilpicion that he 
meant to fight with me, and had Sir Thomas Payton with him, 

M and 
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and that he wou*d ride to hinij and that thiCre wf^e 30 or 40 {bnt 
after us, to hinder us from meetings fliortly ^^feer many more 
came to the place where I was, and told xfie I xnff& not f^, 
and that they were fent for die fame, puippfe, juid jtfaat it was 
to no purpofe to ftay there, and thence rpde to fcek the Lord 
of Walden ; I llayed yet two hcHirs longer, but findipg ibJl more 
company came in, rode back agmn to the Scotch Quarters, and 
deliver'd the Horfe back again, and received my Money and N^ 
from Lieutenant Montgomery, and fo withdrew myfelf to the 
French Quarters, 'till I did find fome convenient time to fend 
again to the Lord Walden, 

Being among the French, I remembered myfelf of the bravado 
of Monfieur Balagny, and coming to him told him, I knpw 
how brave a man he was, and that as he had put me to one 
tryall of daring, whew I was laft with him in his Trenches, I 
wou'd put him to another -, faying I heard he had a fair Mif- 
trefs, and that the Scarf he wore was her gift, and that I wou'd 
maintain I had a worthier Miftrefs than "he, and dm I wo^'d 
do as much for her fake as he, or ajny elfe durft do for his; 
Babgny hereupon looking merrily upon me, laid, if we fhall 
try who is the abler man to ferye his Miftrefs, let both of us 
get two Wenches, and he that doth his bufinefs beft, let him 
be the braver man -, and that for his part, he had no mind to 
fight on that Quarrell j I looking hereupon foraewbat difdainfuHy , 
on him, faid he fpoke more like a Paillard than a Cavalier, to 
which he anfwering nothing I rid my wayes, and afterwards 
went to Monfieur Tcranti a French GenUe^^un that belonged to

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the Duke of Montmorency, formerly nrKntion'd; who telling mc 

he had a Quarrel with another Gendeman> I offered to be his 

feccmd^ but he faying he was provided already^ I rode thence to 

the Englifli Quarters, attending fome fitt occalion to fend again 

to the Lord Waldenj I came no fooner thither, but I found

Ei^liihj who were then drawing forth in a Body or Squadron, 

who feeing me on Horfeback, with a Footman only that attended 

me, gave me fome affronting words, for my Quarrelling with 

the Lord of Waldenj whereupon I alighted, and giving my 

Horfe to my Lacky, drew my fword, which he no fooner faw 

but he drew his, as alfo all the Company with him, I running 

hereupon amongft them, put by fome of their Thrufts, and 

making towards hiro in particular put by a Thruft of his, and 

had certainly run him through, but that one Lieutenant Pri- 

cbardy at that inflant taking me by the Shoulder, turned me 

afide, but I recovering myfelf again ran at him a fecond time, 

Which he perceiving retired hiniielf with the Con^ipany to the 

Tents which were near, *th6 not fo faft but 1 hurt one Proger, 

and fotrixi others alio that were with him ; but they being all 

at laft got within the Tetits, I finding now nothing eUe to be 

done, got to my H6rfe agaiil, having received only a flight hurt

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on the outfide of my Ribs^ and two Thruftsj the one through 
the Ikirts of my Doublet^ and the other through my Breeches, 
and about i8 nicks upon my fword and hilt, and fo rode to the 
Trenches before Juliers, where our Soldiers wcxe. 

Not long after this the Town being now furrendered, and 
every body preparing to go their ways, I fent again a gentle- 
man to the Lord of Walden to offer him the meeting with my 
fword, but this was avoided not very handfomely by him (con- 
trary to what Sir Henry Rich, now Earle of Hojland, perfwadcd 
him.) 

After having taken leave of his Excellency Sir Edward Cecill, 
I thought fit to return on my way homewards as far as Duf- 
feldorp i I had been fcarce two hours in my Lodgings when one 
Lieutenant Hamilton brought a Letter from Sir James Ardkin 
(who was then in Town likewife) unto me, the efFedt where- 
of was, that in regard his Lieutenant Montgomery had told 
him that I had the faid James Arefkiri's confent for borrowing 
his Horfe, he did dcfirc me to do one of two things, which was 
cither to difavow the faid words, which he thought in his Con- 
fcience I never Ipake, or if I wou'd juftifie them, then to ap- 
point time and place to fight with him; having confidered a while 
what I was to do in this cafe, I told Lieutenant Hamilton that I 
thought myfelf bound in honour to accept the more noble part 
of his Propofition, which was to fight with him, when ypt .per- 
chance it might be eafy enough for me to fay that I had his 
Horfe upon other terms than was affirmed 5 whereupon alfo giv- 
ing, 
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ing Lieutenant Hannilton the length of my fwordj I told him 

that as fbon as ever he had matched it, I wou*d fight with him, 

wilhing him further to make hafte, fince I defired to end the 

bufincfs as fpeedily as cou'd be j Lieutenant Hamilton hereupon 

returning back met in a crofs Street ,(I know not by what mir 

raculous adventure) Lieutenant Montgomery, conveying divers 

of the hurt and maimed Soldiers at the Siege of St. Julies unto 

that Town, to be lodged and dreft by the Chirurgions there ; 

Hamilton hereupon calling to Montgomery, told him the effefts 

of his Captain's Letter, together with my Anfwer, which Montr 

gomery no fooner heard^ but he replied (as Hamilton told me 

afterwards) I fee that noble gentleman choofeth rather to fight 

than to contradid me; but my telling a Lie muft not be an 

occafion why either my Captain or he Ihou'd hazard their Lives : 

I will alight from my Horfe, and tell my Captain prefently how 

all that mattjsr paft ; whereupon alfo he relating the bufinefs about 

borrowing the Horfe, in that manner I formerly fet down, which 

as foon as Sir James Arefkin heard, he fent Lieutenant Hamilton 

to me prefently again, to tell me he. was fadsfied how the bufinefs 

paft, and that. he had nothing to fay to me, but that he was my 

moft humble fervant, and was. forry he ever queftioned me in that 

manner. 

Some occafions detaining me in Dufleldorp, the next day Lieu^ 
tenant Montgomery came to me, and told me he was in danger of 
loofmg his place, and defired me to make means to his Excellency 
the Prince of Orange that he might not be cafhired, or elfe that 
he was undone ; I told him that cither I would keep him In his 

place,, 
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place> 07 take htm as my Companion aiki Friend^ and atkh^ tmk 
Sufficient Means 'dm cou'd provide him another as good as it ; 
which he taking very kindly, but defirinjg cliicfly he might go^A 
my Letter to the Prince of Oi^nge, I obtained at liA he lhoi**d be 
xeftored to his |dace again. 

And now taking boat I paft along the Ril^eT of Rhine td 
the Low-Countrys, where after feme ftay, I wcfit to Antwerp 
and BruffeDs, and having paft fomc tinfi€ ki the Court there, 
went from thence to Calais, where taking Ship I arrived at 
Dover and fo went to London; I had fcarite beeft twto ^fi 
there, when the Lords of the Counfell fending for me, ei!idsd 
the difference betwiict the Lord of Wakfen^ and my felfi And how 
if I may fay it without Vanity, I was in gctUt -etttttn both in 
Court and Cky, many of the grea'teft defiring my Goirnpany, 'riiA 
yet before that time I had nt> acquaintance With Atrii'.- * Ri^^alfd 
Earl of Ddrfet, to whom otherwife I was t ftranger, owe day 
invited me to Dorfet-Houfe, where bringing me intxx hi» Gdflery 
and Ihewtng m.e many Piftures, he at iaft brought me to*^ f^me 
covered with green Taflha, and afkt me ^9*410 I thought was 
there, and thercwitiiafll prefttitly drawing the Curtain lhe*wed ttte 
my own Pidture, whereupon demanding how his Lordihip eanfwb 
to have it, he anfwered that he had heard fo many brave things 
of mcy that he got a tt>ff of a Pidur^ Whkfe dne Laddn a 
Painter drew for me, the original whereof I intended befoi*e itff

wards ill her Cabinet (without that eyer I Uin^i^ iwf AkH thing 
WHS .dpne) g»ve occafijon to thofe that faw it after her death, of 
more di&ouHe dian I cou'd have wifkt i ami indeed I may truly 
fey, that taking of my Pifture was fatal to ine/ for more/neaibns. 
C^n I fball think fit to dehv^r. 

There ^as a L*dy aHb, wife to Sir Join Ayres Knighli who 
fiiadisig iame means to get a copy i£ my PiAtire 'from Larkio, 
^ve it to Mr. % J&ac the Pabtcr in Bkckilri^trs, and defired him 
to draw it in Utde ajft^r his maimer, .which beiBg done. jEhe caufed 
it to be fet in Gold and enamdird, and ib wore it about her Neck 
fo low jOhat ihe bid k under her Rreafts, which I conceive coming 
tfterwa^rds to die .kno\riedge of Sar John Ayres, gave him more 
cwk ic^ Jealoufie than needed, had he known how innocent I was 
fmm pretendtc^ to amy thing which naight wrong him or his Lady, 
fvice I cou'd not fo couch as imagine that either fhe had my.PiiSkuFe, 
or {that iflbe t^are liiiore than ordinary afieftion to me; it is true 
that as flie had a place in Court and attended Queen Ann, and 
was beEde of an excellent Wit, and Dd£:ourle, fhe had made her- 
Jelfa confidecablePerfon; howbeit little more than common Civi- 

15 was certainly Queen Anne, as appears frcwn the very refpeS- 
s in which he fpeaks of her a little farther, and from other paf- 
i3tei he mentions the fecret and dangerous enemies he had on this,

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Kty ever paft betwixt iis, 'tho I confefs I think no man was wel* 
comer to her when I came^ for which I fhall allcdge this Paflage : 

Coming oiie day into her Chamber I faw her through the 
Curtains Idying upon her Bed with a Wax Candle in one Hand, 
and the Pifture I formerly mentioned in the other. I coming 
thereupon fomewhat boldly to her, Ihe blew out the Candle, and 
hid the Pidlure from mes myfelf thereupon being curious to 
know what that was Ihe held in her Hand, got the Candle to 
be lighted again, by means whereof I found it was my Pifture 
(he looked upon with more earneftnefs and Paffion than I cou'd 
have eafily believ*d, efpecially fince myfelf wa$ not engaged in 
any AfFe£tion towards her: 1 cou'd willingly have omitted this 
Paflage, but that it was the beginning of a bloody Hiftory 
which followed t Howfoevcr yet I muft before the Eternal GroD 
clear her Honor. And now in Court a great Perfon fent for 
me divers times to attend her, which Summons 'tho I obeyed, 
yet God knoweth I declined coming to her as much as conve- 
niently I cou'd, without incurring her dilpleaiure; and this I did 
not only for very honeft Reafons, but to Ipeak ingenioufly, be- 
caufe that AfFeftion pafled betwixt mc and another Lady (who 
I believe was the faireft of her time) as nothing cou*d divert 
it. I had not been long in London, when a violent burning 
Fever feized upon me, which brought me almoft to my Death, 
*th6 at laft I did 'by flow degrees recover my Health 5 being 
thus upon my amendment, the Lord * Lifle afterwards Earl of

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Leicefter, fent mc word that Sir John Ayrcs intended tXJ kill 
me in my Bed, and wifht mc to keep a Guard upon my Charfi- 
ber and Pcribn ; the fatne adyertiiemeot was confirmed by f Lucy 
Countefe of Bedford, and the I^ady % Hobby fhordy after.

wou'd give him the meeting as foon ^ I had got ftrength enough 
to Hand upon my Legs ; Sir Willian) hereupon brought me fb 
ambiguous and doubtfuU an Anfwer from him, that whatfoevei 
he meant, he wou'd not declare yet his Intention, which; wai 
really, as I found afterwards, to kill me any way that he cou'd, 
fince as he faid, 'tho falfely, I had whored his Wife. Finding 
no 'means thus to furprize me, he fent me a Letter to this 
cffeft; that he defir'd to meet me fomewhere, and that it mighf 
fo fall out as I might return quietly ag^n. To this I replied, 
that if he defired to fight with me upon equal terms, I Ihou'd 
upon affurance of the field and feir play give him meeting when 
he did any way Ipecifie the caufe, and that I did not think fit to 
come to him upon any other terms, having been fufficiently in- 
formed of his Pbts to affa0inate mc*

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upon them. Sir John Ayres was now got up a third time, when 
I making towards hkn with intention to clofe, thinking thaE 
there was otherwife no fafety for me, put by a thruft of his with 
my left hand, and fo coming within him, received a ftab with his 
Dagger on my right fide, which ran down my ribs as far as my 
hip, which I feeling did with my right elbow force his hand 
together with the hilt of the Dagger fo near the upper part of 
my right fide, that I made him leave hold. The dagger now 
flicking in me. Sir Henry Gary afterwards Lord of Faulkland 
and Lord Deputy of Ireland, finding the Dagger thus in my 
body fnatcht it out; this while I being clofed with Sir John 
Ayres, hurt him on the head, and threw him down a third 
time, when kneeling on the. ground and bcflrriding him, I ftruck 
at him as hard as I cou'd with my piece of a Svord, and 
wounded him in four feveral places, and did almoft cut ofi^ his 
left hand; his two men this while ftruck at me, but it pleafed 
God even miraculoufly to defend me, for when I lifted up my 
Sword to ftrike at Sir John Ayres, I bore of their blows half a 
dozen times; his Friends now finding him in this, danger took 
him by the head and Ihoulders, and drew him fi-om betwixt my 
legs, and carrying him along with them throi^h Whitehall, at 
the Stairs whereof he took Boat. Sir Herbert Croft (as he told 
me afterwards) met him upon the Water vomiting all the wayi 
which I believe was caufed by the violence of the firft thruft I 
gave him ; his Servants, Brother and Friends being now retired 
alfo, I remained mafter of the place and his weapons, having 
firft wrefted his Dagger from him> and afterwards ftruck his Sword 
out of his hand* 

This 
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This being done I retired to a Friend's Houfe in the Strand, 
where I fent for a Surgeon who fearching my wound on the right 
fide, and finding it not to be mortal, cured me in the fpace of 
fomc ten days, during which time I receivr'd many noble Vifits 
and Meflages from fome of the beft in the kingdom. Being 
now fully recovered of my Hurts, I defired * Sir Robert Harley 
to go to Sir John Ayres, and tell him, that 'tho I thought he had 
not fo much Honor left in him, that I cou*d be any way am- 
bitious to get it, yet that 1 defired to fee him in the field with his , 
Sword in his hand ; the Anfwer that he fent me was, that I had 
whored his Wife, and that he wou'd kill me with a Mufket out 
of a window. 

The Lords of the Privy Counfell, who had firft fent for my 
Sword, that they nrjight fee the little fragment of a Weapon 
widi which I had fo behaved myfelf, as perchance the like had 
not been heard in any credible way, did afterwards command 
both him and me to appear before them -, but I abfcnting my-» 
felf on purpofe, fent one Humphrey Hill with a Challenge to him 
in an Ordinary, which he refufing to receive, Humphrey Hill 
put it upon the point of his Sword, and fb let it fall before him, 
and the Company then prcfcnt. 

The Lords of the Privy Counfell had now taken order to ap- 
prehend Sir John Ayres, when I finding nothing elfe to be 
done, fubmitted myfelf likewife to them. Sir John Ayres had

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ahtioft' than cou^d be Relieved, btit that I had fo many wtneffes 
thereof J for all which reaibns he commanded me in the tiame of 
his Migefly, and all their Lordftiips, not to fend any more to Sir 
John Ayrcs(, nor to receive any Meflage from him, it the %ay of 
Fighting, which Commandment I obferved : Howbcit I mtift not 
6mit to tell, that Ibme years afterwards Sir John Ayres returning 
from Ireland, by Beaumaris>. where I then was, fbme of nry Ser- 
vant* and Followers broke open the doors of the Houfe where he 
was, and wou'd (I believe) have cut himinto pieces,.but that I hear- 
ing thereof came fuddenly to tlie Houfe and recalled them, fending 
him word alfo, that I Icorned to give him the ufagc he gave me, 
and that I wou'd fet him free out of the Town, which courtefie of 
ftikie (as I was told afterwards) he did thankfully acknowledge- 
About a month after that Sir John Ayres attempted to affat 
finate rile 5 the news thereof was carried (I know not how) to the 
Duke of Montmorency,, who prefently dilpatcht a Gentlcmaa 
with a Letter to me (which I keep) and a kind ofitr, that if 1 
Wou'd come unto him, I ftiou'd be ufed as his own fon,. neither 
had this Gendemfan (as I know of) any other bufmcfs in Engr 
knd; I was trfd bcfides by this Gentleman, that the Duke heard 
I had greater and more enemies than did publickly declare them- 
felves (which indeed was true) and that he doubted I might have: 
a mifchief befc«re I was aware,. 

My Anfwer hfenetjnta by Letter was, that I rendered- moffi 
teimMe thanks for his great favor, in fendmg to rnc j that no- 
Enemies how great or many focver couU force me <xit of the

Kingdome ; but if ever th^re were occafibn to fervc him in pafi^ 
ticular, I fliou'd not fail to come j for perfbrnciance whereof/ ic 
iiap*ning there were fome Overtures of 1 Civil War in France the 
next year, I lent over a French Gendeman who attended me, 
unto the Duke of Montmorency, exprefsly to tell him, that if 
he had occafion to ufe my lervice in the defigned War, I wou'd 
bring over loo Horfe at my own coft and charges to him, which 
that good old Duke and Conftable took fo kindly that (as the 
Dutchefs of * Antedor his daughter told me afterwards, when 
I was Ambaflador) there were few days 'till the lafl: of his life 
that he did not Ipeak of me with much affeftion. 

I can fay litde more memorable concerning myfelf from the 
year 1611 when I was hurt, until the year of our Lord 161 4, 
than that I paft my time fometimes in the Court, where (I pro- 
teft before God) I had more favors than I defired, and fome- 
times in the Country without any memorable accident 5 but only 
that it happened one time going from St. Gillian's to Aberga- 
veney, in the way to Montgomery Caftle, Richard Griffiths, a 
Servant of mine, being come near a Bridge over Hufk not far 
from the Town, thought fit to water his Horfe, but the River 
being deep and ftrong in that place where he enter'd it, he was 
carried down the Stream ; my Servants that were before me fee- 
ing this, cried aloud Dick Griffiths was drowning, which I no 
fooner heard, but I put Spurs to my Horfe, and coming up to 
the place, where I faw him as high as his middle in Water, 
leapt into the River a little below him, and fwimming up to 

* Ventadour. 
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him bore him up with one of my hands, and brought him 
unto the middle of the River, where (through God's great pro- 
vidence) was a bank of Sand ; coming hither not without fome 
difficulty, we refted ourfelves, and advifed whether it were bet- 
ter to return back unto the fide from whence we came, or to 
go on forwards; but Dick Griffiths faying we were fure to 
fwim if we returned back, and that perchance the River might 
be (hallow the other way, I followed his counfell and putting 
my Horfe below him, bore him up in the manner I did formerly, 
and fwimming through the River brought him fafe to the other 
fide. The Horfe I rode upon I remember coft me 40 /. and 
was the fame Horfe which Sir John Ayres hurt under me, and did 
fwimm excellently well, carrying me and his back above Water -, 
whereas that little Nag upon which Richard Griffiths rid, fwam fo 
low, that he muft needs have drowned, if I had not fupported 
him. 

I will tell one Hiftory more of this Horfe, which I bougKt. 
of my Cozen Fowler of the Grange, becaufe it is mernorablej I. 
was paffing over a Bridge not far from Colebrook which had 
no Barrier on the one fide, and a hole in the Bridge not far 
from the middle, my Horfe 'tho lufty yet being very timerous, 
and feeing befides but very little on the right eye, ftarted fo 
much at the hole, that upon a fuddain he had put half his 
body lengthwife over the fide of the Bridge, and was ready to 
fall into the River, with his fore-foot and hinder foot on the 
right fide, when I forcfeeing the danger I was in if I fell down, 
clapt my left foot together with the ftirrop and fpurr flat-long 
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to the left fide, and fo made him leap upon all four into the 
River, whence after fonrie three or four plunges he brought me 
to land. 

The year 1614 was now entVlng, when I underftood that 
the Low-Country and Spanifh Army would be in the Field that 
year J this made me refolve to offer my fervice to the t^rincc of 
Orange, who upon my coming did much wellcome me, not fuf- 
fering me almoft to eat any where but at his Table, and car- 
rying me abroad the afternoon in his Coach, to partake of thofe 
Entertainments he delighted in when there was no preffing oc- 
cafion. The Low-Country Army being now ready, his Excel- 
lency prepared to go into the Field \ in the way to which he 
took me in his Coach, and fometimes in a Waggon after the 
Low- Country fafhion, to the great envy of the Englifli and 
French chief Commanders who expefted that honor. Being now 
arrived near Emerick, one with a mod humble Petition came 
from a Monaftery of Nuns, moft humbly defiring that the Sol- 
diers might not violate their honor nor their Monaftery, where- 
upon I was a moft humble Suitor to his Excellency to fpare 
them, which he granted ; but faid he, we will go and fee them 
ourfelves j and thus his Excellency, and I and'Sir Charles Mor- 
gan only, not long after going to the Monaftery, found it de- 
ferted in great part. Having put a guard upon this Monaftery, 
his Excellency marched with his Army on *till we came near 
the City of Emerick, which upon fummoning yeilded ; and now 
leaving a Garrifon here, we refolved to march towards ♦Rice; 

♦ Rees in the Dutchy of Cleve near Emerick. 
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this place having the Spanifh Army under t!\e command of 
Monfieur Spinola on the one fide, and the Low-Country Army 
on the other, being able to refill neither, fent word to both 
Armies, that which foever came firft Ihou'd have the place. Spi- 
nola hereu{)on fent word to his Excellency, that if we intended 
to take Rice, he wau'd give him Battle, in a Plain near before 
the Town. His Excellency nothing aftoniflied hereat marched 
on, his Pioneers making his way for the Army ftill, through 
Hedges and Ditches, *tiU he came to that Hedge and Ditch 
which wras next the Plain 5 and here drawing his nien into Bat- 
tk, refolved to attend the coming of Spinola into the Field > 
while his men were putting in order, I was fo* defirous to fee 
whether Spinola with his Army appeared, I leapt over a great 
Hedge and Ditch, attended. only with one Footman, purpofing 
to change a Pifto^-fliot or two with the firft I met ; I found 
thus fome fingje Horfe in the Field, who perceivmg me to come 
on, rid away as feft as they cou'd, believing perchance that 
more wou'd follow me ; having thus paft to the forther end of 
the Field, and finding no ibew of the Enemy, I returned back 
that I might infiarm his Excellency there was no hope of fight- 
ing as I cou'd perceive. In the mean time his Excellency hav* 
ing prepared all th«igs for Battle, fent out five or fix Scouts to 
difcover whether the Enemy were coming according to prpmifej 
thefe men finding me now coming towards them, thought I wa$ 
one of die Enemies, which being perceived by me, and I as 
Utde kaowing at that time who they were, rode up with my 
Sword in my hand, and Piftol, to encounter them; and now 
being come within reafgnable diftancci one of the perfons there 
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rhat knew me told his fellows who I was, whereupon I pafled 
quietly to his Excellency and told him what I had done, and that 
F found no appearance of an Army : his Excellency then caufed 
the Hedge and Ditch before him to be levelled, and marched 
in front wJdi his Army into the middle of the Field, from whence 
fending fome of his Forces to fumraon die Town,^ it yielded 
without refiftance- 

Our Army made tRat Hafte to come to the pfiace appointed 
for the Battle, that all our Baggage and Provifion were left 
behind, in fo much- that I was without any Meat, but what my 
Footman Ipared me out of his Pocket,, and my Lodging that 
night was no better^, for extream Rain falling- at that time in 
the open Field, I had- no (belter, but was glad ta get on the 
top of a Wa^on which had Straw in it, and to cover myfelf 
with my Gloak as well as I could, and fo endure that ftormy 
night. Morning being cortfCy and no Enemy appearing, I went 
to the Town of Rice, into which his Excellency having now put 
a Garrifon,. marched on with- the reft of his Army towards Wezel, 
before which Spinola with his Army layj and in the way in- 
trenched himfelf ftrongly, and attended Spinola's motions. For 
the reft, nothing memorable happened after this, betwixt thofe two- 
great Generals for the Ipace of nmny weeks.- 

I muft:yct not omit with thankfuUncfs to remember a favor 
his Excellency did me at this time, for a Soldier having killed 
bis felJow Soldier, in the Quarter where they were lodged, which 
is an unpacdonable fault,, infomuch that no man wou'd Ipeak for 
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61m ; the poor fellow comes to , me and dcfires me to beg his 
Life of his Excellency ; whereupon I demanding whether he had 
ever heard of a man pardon'd in this kind, and he faying no, I 
lold him it was in vain then for me to Ipeak j when the poor 
fellow writhing his neck a little faid. Sir, but were it not better 
you fliall caft away a few words, than I loofe my Life ? This 
piece of Eloquence moved me fo much that I went ftreight to 
his Excellency, and told him what the poor fellow had faid, de- 
firing him to excufe me, if upon thefe terms I took the boldnefs 
to Ipeak for him. There was- prefent at that tinnte the Earl of 
*Southamp^pn as alfo Sir Edward Cecill, and Sir Horace Vere, 
as alfo Monfieur de Ghaftillon, and divers other French Com- 
manders ; to whcmi his Excellency turning himfelf faid in French, . 
do you fee this Cavalier ? with all that courage you know, hath 
yet that good nature to pray for the Life of a poor Soldier : 'tho 
L had never pardon'd any before in this kind, yet I will pardon 
this at his requeft: fo commanding him to be brought me, and 
difpofed of as I. thought fit,, whom therefore I releafed and fet: 
fi-ce. 

It was now fo far advanced in Autumn both Armies thought 
of retiring themfelves into their Garrifons, when a Trumpeter 
comes from the Spanifh Army to ours, with a Challenge from,, 
a Spanifh Cavalier to this efieft. That if any Cavalier in our

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Army wou'd fight a fingk Combat for the fake of his Miftrefs, 
the faid Spaniard wou*d meet him, upon aflurance of the Camp 
in our Army. This Challenge being brought early in the morn- 
ing was accepted by nobody 'till about lo or ii of the Clocks 
when the report thereof coming to me, I went ftreight to his Ex- 
cellency and told him I defir'd to accept the Challenge. His Ex- 
cellency thereupon looking eameftly upon me, told me he was 
an old Soldier and that he had obferved two forts of men who 
ufed to fend Challenges in this kind ; one was of thofe who 
having loft perchance fome part of their honor in the Fieki 
againfl: the Enemy, would recover it again by a fingle Fight* 
The other was of thofe who fent it only to difcover whether 
our Army had in it men affefted to give trial of thenrfelvcs in 
this kind ; howbeit if this man was a perfbn without exception 
to be taken againft him, he faid there was none he knew, upon 
whom he wou'd fooner venture the honor of his Army than 
myfelf ; and this alfo he fpoke before divers of the Englifh and 
French Commanders I formerly nominated. Hereupon, by his 
Excellency's pcrmifTion, I fent a Trumpet to the Spanifh Army 
with this Anfwer, That if the perfon who wou'd be feot were a 
Cavalier without reproach, I wou'd anlwer him with fuch wea- 
pons as we ftiou'd agree upon, in the place he oficr'd ; but my 
Trumpeter was fcarcely arrived, as I believe, at the Spanilh 
Army, when another Trumpeter came to ours from Spinolai 
faying the Challenge was made without his confent, and that 
therefore he wou'd not permit it. This meffage being brought 
to his Excellency, with whom I then w^s, he faid to me pre- 
fently, this is ftrange -, they fend a Challenge hither, and when 
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Ac7 have done, recall ic. I fliould be glad if I knew the true 
Caufcs of it. Sir, faid I, if you will give me leave, I will go 
to their Army and make the like Challenge, as the/ fent hither ; 
it may be fbme fcruple is made concerning the place appointed, 
being in your Excellency's Camp, and therefore I fhall offer 
riiem the Combat in their own : his Excellency faid, I fhou'd 
never have perfuaded you to this Courfe, but fince you volunta- 
rily oflFer it, I muft not deny that which you think to be for 
your honor. Hereupon taking my leave of him, and defiring 
Sir * Humphrey Tufton, a brave Gentleman, to bare me com- 
fiany, thus we two attended only with two Lackies, rode ftreight 
towards the Spanilh Camp before Wezel j coming thither with- 
out any difturbance, by the way I was demanded by the Guard 
at the ent'ring into their Camp, with whom I wou*d fpeak, I 
told them with the Duke of Newbourg, whereupon a Soldier 
was prcfently fent with us to conduft us to the Duke of New- 
boorg's Tent, who retnemb'ring me well, fince he faw me at 
ihc Siege uf Juliers, very kindly embraced me, and therewithall 
^manding the Caufe of my coming thither ; I told him the 
cffcdt rfiereof in the manner I formerly fet down ; to which he 
applied only. He wou'd acquamt the Marquis Spinola there- 
with j who coming ihortly after to the Duke of Newbourg's 
Teat, with a ^reat train of Commanders and Captains following 
him, he no fooner ent'red, but he turned to me and faid. That 
tc Ifiiiew well the Caufe of my coming, and fliat the fame Rea- 
ions wJiich made him forbid the Spsnilh Cavalier to fight a

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Combat in the Prince of Orange's Camp, did make him forbid it 
in his, and that I Ihoti'd be better welcome to hini than I wou'd 
be, and thereupon intreated me to come and dine with him j I 
finding nothing elfe to be done did kindly accept the offer, and 
fo attending him to his Tent, where a brave Dinner being put 
upon his Table, he placed the Duke of Newbourg uppermoft at 
one end of the Table, and myfelf at the other, himfelf fetring 
below us, prefenting with his own hand ftill the beft of that Meat 
his Carver offer'd him : he demanded of me then m Italian, Di 
che moriva Sign Francifco Vere; Of what died Sir Francis Vere? 
I told him. Per aver niente a fare, becaufe he had nothing to do; 
Spinola replied, E bafta per un Generale, and it is enough to 
kill a General j and indeed that brave Commander, Sir Francis 
Vere, died not in time of War but of Peace. 

Taking my leave now of the Marquis Spinola, I told him 
that if ever he did lead an Army againft the Infidels I fliou'd 
adventure to be the firft man that wou'd die in that Quarrel, 
and together demanded leave of him to fee his Army, which 
he granting, I took leave of him, and did at leifure view it j 
obfcrving the difference in the proceedings betwixt the Low- 
Country Army and Fortifications as well as I cou'd i and fo re- 
turning fliortly after to his Excellency related to him the fucccfi 
of nay Journey, It happened about this time that Sir Henry 
Wotton mediated a Peace by the King's command, who coming 
for that purpofe to Wezel, I took occafion to go along with him 
into Spinola's Army, whence after a night's ftay, I went on an 
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extream rainy day through the Woods to Kyfarfwert, to the great 
wonder of mine Hoft, who faid all men were robbed or killed 
that went that way : From hence I went to * CuUin, where among 
other things I faw the Monaftery of St. Herbert ; from hence 
I went to Heydelberg, where I faw the Prince and Princefs 
Palatine, from whom having received much good ufage, I went 
to Ulme, and fo to Augfbourg, where extraordinary honor was 
done me, for coming into an Inn where an Ambaffador from 
Bruffcls lay, the Town fent twenty great flaggons of Wine 
thither, whereof they gave eleven to the Ambaffador, and nine 
to me; and withall fome fuch Compliments that I found my 
Fame had prevented my coming thithen From hence I went 
through Switzerland to Trent, and from thence to Venice, where 
I was received by tlie Englifh Ambaffador, f Sir Dudley Carlton, 
with much honor i among other favors fhewcd me, I was brought 
to fee a Nun in Murano, who being an admirable Beauty, and 
together finging cxtreamly well, who was thought one of the 
Rarities not only of that place but of the time j we came to a 
Room oppofite unto the Cloyfter, whence (he coming on the 
other fide of the Grate betwixt us, fung fo extreamly well, that 
when Ihe departed neither my Lord Ambaffador nor his Lady, 
who were then prefent, cou'd find as much as a word of fitting 
Language to return her, for the extraordinary Mufick Ihe gave 
us i when I being aftiamed that fhe Ihou'd go back without fome 
teftimony of the fenfe we had both of the Harmony of her

t Embaflador to Venice, Savoy and Holland, Secretary of State, and 
Vilcount Dorchefter, 
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Beauty and her Voice, (aid in Italian, Moria pur quando vuol, 
non bifogna mutar ni Voce ni Facia per cffer un Angelo ; Die 
whenfoever you will, you neither need to change Voice nor Face 
to be an Angel : Thefe words it feemed were fatal, for going 
thence to Rome, and returning Ihortly afterwards, I heard fhe 
was dead in the mean time. 

From Venice after fonrie flay I went to Florence, where I 
met the * Earl of Oxford ^nd f Sir Benjamin Rudier : having feen 
the Rarities of this place likewife, and particularly that rare 
Chappel made for the Houfe of Medici, beautified on all the 
infide with a courier kind of precious Stone, as alfo that Nail 
which was at one end Iron, and the other Gold, made fo by 
vertue of a Tindure into which it was put. I went to Siena, 
and from thence a little before the Chriftmas Holidays to Rome- 
I was no fooner alighted at my Inn, but I went ftreight to the 
Englifti CoUedge, where demanding for the Regent or Matter 
thereof, a grave perfon not long after appeared at the Door,, 
to whom I (pake in this manner : Sir, I need not tell you my 
Country when you hear my Language ; I come not here to ffudy 
Controverfies, but to fee the Antiquities of the place -, if with- 
out fcandal to the Religion in which I was born and bred up,

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I may take this Liberty, I fhou'd be glad to fpend fome con- 
venient time here 5 if not, my Horfe is yet unfaddled, and my- 
felf willing to go out of Town. The Anfwer returned by him 
to m^ was, that he never heard any body before me profefs 
himfelf of any other Religion than w^ was ufed in Rome ; 
for his part, he approved much my freedom, as collefting there- 
by I was a pcrfon of honor ; for the reft that he cou'd give 
me no warrant for my ftay diere, howbeit that experience did 
teach that thofc men who gave no Affronts to the Roman Ca- 
tholick Religion, received none > whereupon alfo he demanded 
npy Name, I telling him I was called Sir Edward Herbert, he 
replied. That he had heard men oftentimes Ipeak of me both 
for Learning and Courage, and prefently invited me to Dinner ; 
I told hiqn that I took his courteous Offer as an Argument of 
his Affcdtbn ; that I defired him to excufe me, if I did not 
accept it 5 the uttermoft I^iberty I had (as the times then were 
in England) being already taken in coming to that City only, 
leaft they fliould think me a fadious perfon i I thought fit to 
tell him that I conceived the Points agreed upon on both fides 
are greater Bonds of Amity betwixt us, than that the Points 
difagreed on cou'd break them 5 that for my part I loved every 
body that was of a pious and vertuous Life, and thought the 
Errors on what fide foever, were more worthy Pity than Hate ; 
and having declared myfelf thus far, I took my leave of him 
courteoufly, and fpent about 'a month's time in feeing the Anti- 
quities of that place, which firfl: found means to eftablilh fo great 
an Empire over the perfons of Men, and afterwards over their 
Confciences : The Articles of Confeflion and abfolving Sinners 
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being a greater Arcanum Imperii for governing the World than 
all the Arts invented by Statifts formerly were. 

After I had feen Rome fufficiently, I went to Tivoli, an- 
ciently called Tibur, and faw the fair Palace and Garden there, as 
alfo Frafcati, anciently called Tufculanum ; after that I returned 
to Rome, and faw the Pope in Confiftory, which being done, 
when th« Pope being now ready to give his Blcfling, I de- 
parted thence fuddainly, which gave fuch a fufpicion of me, that 
feme were fent to apprehend me, but 1 going a bye way 
efcaped them, and went to my Inn to take horfe, where I had 
not been now half an hour, when the Matter or Regent of the 
Englifli CoUedge telling me that I was accufed in the Inquifi- 
tion, and that I cou'd ftay no longer with any fafety, I took 
this warning very kindly ; howbeit I did only for the prefent 
change my Lodging, and a day or two afterwards took horfe 
and went out of Rome towards Siena, and from thence to Flo- 
rence : I faw * Sir Robert Dudley, who had the Title of Earl or 
Duke of Northumberland given him by the Emperor, and hand- 
feme Mrs. Sudd, whom he carried with him out of England, 
and was there taken for his wife. I was invited by them to a 
great Feaft the night before I went out of Town ; taking my 
leave of them both, I prepared for my Journey the next morn- 
ing ; when I was ready to depart, a Meffenger came to me and

Robert Dudley from England, under the difguift of a Page. 
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told me if I wou'd accept the fame Penfion Sir Robert Dudley 
had, being two thoufaiid Duckets per annum, the Duke wou'd 
entertain me for his Service in the War againft the Turks ; 
This offer, whether procured by the m<rans of Sir Robert Dud- 
ley, Mrs. Sudel, or Sigr. Loty my ancient friend, I know not, 
being thankfully acknowledged as a greajt honor, was yet refufed 
by me, my intention being to ferve his Excellency in tlie Low- 
Country War^ 

After I had ftayed a while, from hence I went by Ferrara and 
Bologna towards Padua, in which Univerfity having fpent fome 
time to hear the learned Readers, and particularly Cremonini, 
I left my Englifli Horfes and Scotch Saddles there, for on them I 
rid all the way from the Low-Gountries, I went by boat to Ve- 
nice : The Lord AmbafTador, Sir Dudley Carleton, by this time 
had a command to refide a while in the Court of the Duke of 
Savoy, wherewith alfo his Lordfhip acquainted me, demanding 
whether I wou*dgo thither i this offer was gladly accepted by me,, 
both as I was defirous to fee that Court, and that it was in the 
way to the Low-Country,, where I meant to fee the War the Sum- 
mer enfuing^ 

Coming thus in the Coach with my Lord Ambaffadbr to Mi- 
lan, the Governor thereof invited my Lord AmbafTador to his 
Houfe, and fometimes feafted him during his ftay there : Here 
I heard that famous Nun. finging to the Organ in this manner,, 
another Nun beginning firft to fmg, performed her part fo well, 
that we gave her much applaufe for her excellent Art and 
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Voice ; only we thought Ihe did fing fomewhat lower than other 
Women ufiially didi hereupon alfo being ready to depart wo 
heard fuddainly, for we faw no body, that Nun which was fo 
famous, fing an eight higher than the other had done ; her Voice 
was the fweeteft, ftrongeft, and cleareft, that ever I heard, in 
the uling whereof alfo (he (hew'd that Art as ravifli'd us into ad- 
miration. 

From Milan we went to Novara, as I remember, where we 
were entertained by the Governor, being a Spaniard, with one 
of the mod fumptuous Feafts that ever I faw, being but of 
nine difhes, in three feveral Services i the firft whereof was, 
three Ollas podridas confifting of all choice boil'd Meats, placed 
in three large filver Chargers, which took up the length of a 
great Table; the Meat in it being heightned up artificially py- 
ramid wife to a Sparrow which was on the top: The fecond 
Service was like the former, of roaft Meat, in which all man- 
ner of Fowle from the Pheafant and Partridge, to other Fowl 
lefs than them, were heightned up to a Lark : The third was 
in Sweet- meats dry of all forts, heightned in like manner to a 
round Comfit. 

From hence we went to Vercelly, a Town of the Duke of 
Savoy's, frontier to the Spaniard, with whom the Duke was then 
in War ; from whence pafling by places of leaft note, we came 
to Turin, where the Duke of Savoy's Court was. After I had 
refrefhed myfelf here fome two or three days, I took leave of 
my Lord Ambaflador with intention to go to the Low Countrcys, 
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and was now upon the way thither, as far as the foot of Mount 
Cenis, when the Count Scarnafigi came to me from the ♦ Duke, 
and brought a Letter to this efFeft ; That the Duke had heafd I 
was a Cavalier of great worth, and defirous to fee the Wars, and 
that if I wou*d ferve him I lliou'd make my own Conditions : 
Finding fo courteous an invitation I returned back, and was 
lodged by tht Duke of Savoy, in a Chamber furnifhed with filk 
and gold Hangings, and a very rich Bed, and defrayed at the 
Duke's charges in the Englifh Ambaffador's Houfe. The Duke 
alio confirmed unto me what the Count Scarnafigi had faid, and 
together beftowcd divers Compliments on me. I told his High- 
nefs that when I knew in what fervice he pleafed to imploy me, 
he fliou'd find me ready to teftify the fenfe I had of his Princely 
Invitation. 

It was now in the time of Carneval^ when the Duke who loved 
the Company of Ladies, and Dancing as much as any Prince who- 
foever, made divers Mafks and Balls, in which his own daughters 
among divers other Ladies danced, and here it was his manner 
to place me always with his own hand near fome fair Lady, wifh- 
ing us both to entertain each other with fome Difcourfe, which 
was a great favour among the Italians ; he did many other ways 
alfo declare the great efteem he had of me without coming to 
any particular, the time of the year for going into the Field be- 
ing not yet come ; only he exercifed his men often, and made 
them ready for his occafions in the Spring.

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The Duke at laft refolving hew to ufe my Service, thought fit 
to fend me to Languedoc in France, to conduft 40CO men of the 
reform'd Religion (who had promifed their Afliftance in his War) 
unto Piedmont. I willingly accepted this offer j fo taking my 
leave of the Duke, and beftowing about 70 or 80/. among his. 
Officers, for the kind Entertainment I had receiv'd, I took my 
leave alfo of my Lord Ambafiador, and Sir Albertus Moreton, 
who was likcwife imployed there, and prepared for my Journey, 
for more expedition of which I was defired to go Poft. An old 
Scotch Knight of the Sandelands hearing this, defir'd to borrow 
my Horfes as far as Heydelberg, which I granted on condition 
that he wou'd ufe them well by die way, and give them good 
keeping in that place afterwards. 

The Count Scarnafigi was commanded to bear me company 
in this Journey, and to carry with him feme Jewels, which he 
was to pawn in Lions in France, and with the Money gotten 
for them to pay the Soldiers above nominated; for *th6 the Duke 
had put extream Taxations on his People, infomuch that they 
paid not only a certain fum for every Horfe, Ox, Cow, or Sheep 
that they kept, but afterwards for every Chimney ; and finally every 
fingle perfon by the pole, which amounted to a Piftole, or 14 j-. 
a head or perfon, yet he wanted Money : At which I did not 
fo much wonder as at the patience of his Subjects ; of whom I 
demanded how they cou'd bear their Taxations ? I have heard 
fome of them anfwer. We are not fo much offended with 
the Duke for what he takes from us, as thankfull for what he 
leaves us. 

The 
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The Count Scarnafigi and I, now fetting forth, rid poft all 
day without eating or drinking by the way, the Count telling 
me ftill we fliou'd come to a good Inn at night: It was now 
twilight when the Count and I came near a folitary Inn, on the 
top of a Mountain j the Hoftefs hearing the noife of Horfes 
came out, with a Child new born on her left Arm, and a nilh 
Candle in her hand, fhe prefendy knowing the Count de Scarna- 
figi, told him. Ah, Sigr, you are come in a very ill time, the 
Duke's Soldiers have been here to day, and have left me no- 
thing; I looked fadly upon the Count, when he coming near 
to me whifper'd me in the ear, and faid. It may be fhe thinks, 
we will ufc her as the Soldiers have done : Go you into the 
Houfe, and fee whether you can find any thing ; I will go round 
about the Houfe, and perhaps I Ihall meet with fome Duck, 
Hen, or Chicken ; entring thus into the Houfe 1 found for all 
other furniture of it, the end of an old Form, uppn which fit- 
ting down, the Hoftels came towards me with a rufli Candle, 
and faid, I protefl: before God that is true which I told the 
Count, here is nothing to cat j but you are a Gendeman, me- 
thinks it is pity you Ihou'd want ; if you pleafe I will give you 
feme Milk out of my Breads, into a wooden Difli I have here. 
This unexpeded kindnefs made that imprefiion on me, that I 
remember I was never fo tenderly fenfible of any thing : My 
anfwer was, God forbid I fliould take away the Milk from the 
Child I fee in thy Arms, howbeit I fliall take it all my life for 
the greatefl: piece of Charity that ever I heard of; and there- 
withall giving her a Piftole, or a piece of Gold of 14 j. Scar- 
nafigi and I got on Horfeback again and rid another Poft, and 
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came to an Inn where we found very coarfe Cheer^ yet Hunger 
made us relilh it. 

In this Journey I remember I went over Mount Gabelet bj^ 
night, being carried down that precipice in a Chair, a Guide 
that went before bringing a botlc of Straw with him^ and kind- 
ling pieces of it from time to time, that we might fee our 
way. Being at the bottom of a Hill I got on horfeback and rict 
to Burgoine, refoiving to reft there a while ; and the rather (to 
Ipeak truly) that I had heard divers lay, and particularly * Sir 
John Finnet, and f Sir Richard Newport, that the Hoft*s daugh- 
ter there was the handfbmeft woman that ever they faw in theii' 
lives. Coming to the Inn the Count Scarnafigi wifht me to reft 
two or three hours, and he wou'd go before to Lyons to pre- 
pare Bufmefs for my Journey to Languedoc. The Hoft^s daugh^ 
ter being not within, I told her father and mother that I defired 
only to fee their daughter, as having heard her fpoken of in 
England with fo much advantage, that divers told me they 
thought her the handlbmeft Creature that ever they faw :^ They 
anfwered Ihe was gone to a Marriage, and fliou*d be prefently fent 
for, wifhing me in the mean while to take fome reft upon a Bed,^ 
for they faw I needed it. Waking now about two hours af- 
terwards I found her fitting by me, attending when I wou'd open 
mine Eyes: I Ihall touch a little of her defcription s her hair 
being of a Ihining black, was naturally curled in that order that

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a curious woman would "have dreft it, for one curl rifing by de- 
grees above another, and every bout tied with a fmall Ribband 
of a Naccarine, or the colour that the Knights of the Bath wear, 
gave a very graceful! mixture, while it was bound up in this 
manner from the point of her Ihoulder to the crown of her head; 
her eyes which were round and black feemed to be models of 
her whole Beauty, and in fome fort of her Air, while a kind of 
Light or Flame came from them not unlike that which the Rib- 
band which tied up her hair exhibited ; I do not remember ever 
to have fcen a prettier Mouth or whiter Teeth ; briefly, all her 
outward parts feemed to become each other, neither was there 
any thing that cou'd be mifliked, unlefs one fhould fay her Com- 
plexion was too brown, which yet from the (hadow was height- 
ened with a good blood in her Cheeks : Her Gown was a green 
Turkey Grogram, cut all into Panes or Slafhes, from the fhoul- 
der and fleeves unto the foot, and tied up at the diftance of 
about a hand's-breadth every where with the fame Ribband, with 
which her hair was bound ; fo that her Attire feemed as bizare 
as her Perfon : I am too long in defcribing an Hoft's daughter, 
howbeit I thought I might better fpeak of her than of divers other 
Beauties held to be the beft and faireft of the time whom I have 
often feen. In conclufion, after about an hour's ftay, I departed 
thence, without offering fo much as the leafl Incivility ; and in- 
deed after fo much wearinefs, it was enough that her fight alone 
did fomewhat refrefh me. 

From hence I went flreight to Lions : entering the gate, the 
Guards there, after their ufual manner, demanded of me who I 

0^2 was. 
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was, whence I came, and whither I went ? to which while I an- 
fwered, I obferved one of them look very attentively upon me, 
and then again upon a Paper he had in his hand i this having 
been done divers times, bred in me a fufpicion that there was 
no good meaning in it, and I was not deceived in my conjec- 
ture ; for the Queen Mother of France having newly made an 
Edift, that no Soldiers Ihou'd be raifed in France, the Marquis 
de* Rambouillet, French Ambaffador at Turin, fentword of my 
imployment to the Marquis de St. Chaumont then Governor of 
Lions, as alfo a defcription of my perfon. This Edidt was fb 
fevere, as they who raifed any men were to lofc their heads. 
In this unfortunate conjunfture of Affairs^ nothing fell out fb well 
on my part, as that I had. not raifed as yet any men; how- 
beit the Guards requirbg me to come before the Governor, I 
went with them to a Church where he was at Vefpersj this 
while I walked in the lower part of the Church, litde imagin- 
ing what danger I was in had I levied any men; I had not 
walked there long, when a fingle perfon came to me apparelled 
in a black ftuff fuit, without any Attendants upon him, when I 
fuppofing this perfon to be any man jather than the Governor, 
falutcd him without much ceremony: His firft queftion was, 
whence I came: I anfwered from Turin; he demanded then 
whither I wou'd go ? I anfwered I was not yet refolvcd ; his 
third queftion was, what news at Turin I to which I anfwered

Age. They were parents of the famous Julie d'Angennes, ducheffc de 

Montaufier, well- known by Voiture's Letters to her. 
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I that I had ho news to teU> a$ fuppofing him to be only ibme 
bufy or inquifitive perfon : The Marquis hereupon called one of 
the Guards that condufted me thither, and after he had whif- 
pered fomething in his ear, wiflit me to go along with him, 
which I c'id willingly, as believing this man would bring me 
to the Governor ; This man filcntly leading me out of the Church 
brought me to a fair Houfe, into which I was no fooner entered, 
but he told me I was commanded to prifon there by him I faw 
in the Church, who was the Governor j I replied I did not 
know him to be Governor, nor that that was a Prifoh, and that 
if I were out of it again, neither the Governor nor all fche Town 
cou'd bring me to it alive : The mafter of the Houfe hereupon 
fpoke me very fair, and told me he wou'd conduft me to a better 
Chamber than any I could find in an Inn, and thereupon con- 
dufted me to a very handfome Lodging not far from the River; 
I had not been here half an hour when * Sir Edward Sackville 
(now Earl of Dorfet) hearing only that an EngliQi man was 
committed^ fent to know who I was, and why I was impri- 
foned: The Governor not knowing whether to lay the fault 
upon my (hort anfwers to him, or my Commiflion to levy men 
contrary to the Queen's Edidt, made him fo doubtful! an anfwer 
(after he had a little touched upon both) as he difmifled him 
unfadsfied. 

Sir Edward Sackville hereupon coming to the Houfe were 
I was, as foon as ever he faw me embraced me, faying, Ned Her- 

♦ Well known by his duel with the Lord Bruce. 
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bertj what doeft thou here ? I anfwered^ Ned SackviUc, I am 
glad to fee you, but I proteft I know not why I am here. He 
again faid, haft thou raifed any men yet for the Duke of Sa- 
voy ? I replied, not fo much as one ; then faid he I will warrant 
thee, 'tho I muft tell thee the Governor is much offended at thy 
Behaviour and Language in the Church, (I replied it was impofE- 
ble for me to imagine him to be Governor that came without a 
Guard, and in fuch mean Cloths as he then wore.) I will go 
to him again, and tell him what you fay, and doubt not but 
you fhall be fuddainly freed. Hereupon returning to the Go- 
vernor he told of what Family I was, and of what condition, and 
that I had raifed no men, and that I knew him not to be Gover- 
nor; whereupon the Marquis wifht him to go back, that he 
wou'd come in perfon to free me out of the Houfe. 

The meflage being brought me by Sir Edward SackviUe, I 
return'd this anfwer only; That it was enough if he fent order 
to free me. While thefe meflages paft, a company of handfome 
young Men and Women, out of I know not what Civility, 
brought Mufick under the Window and danced before me, look- 
ing often up to fee mc; but Sir Edward Sackvillc being now 
return'd with order to free me, I only gave them thanks out 
of the Window, and fo went along with them to the Governor. 
Being come into a great Hall where his Lady was, and a large 
train of Gentlewomen and other perfons, the Governor with his 
hat in his hand, demanded of me whether I knew him ? When 
his noble Lady anfwering for me, faid, ho^ cou'd he know 
you, when you were in the Church alone, and in this habit, be- 
ing 
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tng for the reft wholy a ftrangcr to you ? Which Civility of hers, 
*th6 I did not prefently take notice of it, I did afterwards moft 
thankfully acknowledge, when I was Ambaflador in France : The 
Governor's next queftions were the very fanrie he made when he 
met me in the Church -, to which I nude the very fame anfwers 
before them all, concluding that as I did not know him, he cou'd 
think it no incongruity if I anfwered in thofe terms : The Go- 
vernor yet was not fatisfied herewith, and his noble Lady taking 
my part again, gave him thofe Reafons for my anfwering him 
in that manner, that they Tilenced him from (peaking any fur- 
ther. The Governor turning back, I likewife after an humble 
obeyfance made to his Lady, returned with Sir Edward Sackville 
to my Lodgings, 

This night I paffed as quietly as I could, but the next morning 
advifed with him what I was to do; I told him I had received a 
great affront, and that I intended to fend him a Challenge, in 
fuch courteous language that he could not refufe it : Sir Edward 
Sackville by all means difwaded me from it ; by which I perceived 
I was not to expeft his aflillance therein, and indeed the next day 
he went out of Town. 

Being alone now^ I thought on nothing more than how to fend 
him a Challenge, which at laft I penned to this effed ; 1 hat 
whereas he had given me great offence without a caufe, 1 thought 
myfelf bound as a Gentleman to refent it, and therefore defired 
to fee him with his Sword in his hand in any place he fhould 
appoint i and hoped he wou'd not interpofe his authority as an 

excufe 
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cxcufe for not complying with his Honor on this occafion, and 
that fo I refted his humble fervant. 



Finding no body in Town for two or three days, by whom 
I might fend this Challenge, I refolved for my laft means to 
deliver it in perfon, and obfervc how he took it, intending to 
right myfelf as I cou'd, when I found he ftood upon his Au- 
thority. 

This night it happened that Monlieur Teran; formerly men- 
tioned came to the Town ; this Gentleman knowing me well, and 
remembering our acquaintance both at France and Juliers, wifhed 
there were fome occafion for him to ferve me : I pr^fently Here^ 
upon taking the Challenge out of my pocket, told him he wou'd 
oblige me extreamly if he were pleafed to deliver it, and that I 
hoped he might do it without danger, fince I knew the French 
to be fo brave a Nation, that they wou*d never refufe or diflikc 
any thing that was done in an honorable and worthy way. 

Terant took the Challenge from me, and after he had read 
it, told me that the Language was civil and difcrcet 5 neverthe- 
lefs he thought the Governor would not return me that anfwer 
1 expefted ; howfoever faid he I will deliver it. Returning thus 
to my Inn, and intending to flecp quieter that night than I 
had done three nights before; about one of the Clock after mid- 
night, I heard a great noife at my door which awakened mc, 
certain perfons knocking fo hard as if they wou'd break it, bc- 
fides through the chink* thereof I faw light; this made me pre- 
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fently rife in my (hirt, when drawing my Sword I went to the 
door and demanded who they were; and together told them 
that if they came to make me prifoncr, 1 wou'd rather di^ 
with my Sword in my hand ; and therewithal! opening the door, 
I found upon the ftairs half a dozen men armed with Halberts, 
whom I no fooner prepared to rcfift, but the chief of them told 
me, that they came not to me from the Governor, but from 
my good friend the Duke of Montmorency, fon to the Duke 
I formerly mentioned, and that he came to Town late that night, 
in his way from LanguedoC (of which he was Governor) to 
Paris ; and that he defifed me if I loved him, to rife prefently 
and Come to him, aflbring me further that this was moft true ; 
hereupon wifliing them to retire themfelves, I dreft myfelf and 
went with them^ they conducted me to the great Hall of the 
Governor, where the Duke of Montmorency and divers other 
Cavaliers had been dancing with the Ladies j I went prefently 
to the Duke of Montmorency, who taking me a little alide, 
told me that he had heard of the Paflages betwixt the Governor 
and me, and that I had fent him a Challenge 5 howbeit that he 
Conceived men in his place were not bound to anfwer as private 
pcrfons, for thofe things they did by virtue of their office : Ne-» 
Verthelefs that I (hou'd have fatisfaftion in as ample manner as I 
cou'd reafonably defirc. Hereupon bringing me with him to the 
Governor, he freely told me that now he knew who I was, he 
cou'd do no lefs than afliire me that he was forry for what was 
done, and defired me to take this for fatlsfaftion 5 the Duke of 
Montmorency hereupon faid prefently, C'eft aflez j it is enough. 
I then turning to him> demanded whether he wou'd have takei» 
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this fatisfaftion in the like cafe ? he faid yesr After this„ ttirningf 
to the Governor> I demanded the fame queftiony to which he 
anfwered, that he wou'd have taken the feme fatisfaftion and 
lefs too ; I kiffipg my hand, gave it him> who embraced me> 
and fo this bulinefs ended. 

After fome Complements paft between the Duke of Montmo- 
rency, who remembered the great Love his father bore me>. whicb 
he defired to continue in lus perfon, and putting me in mind alfa 
of our being educated together for a while, demanded whether I 
wou*d go with. him to Paris ? I told him that I was engaged te> 
the Low-Countreys, but that wherefoever I was I fhou'd be his. 
moft humble feryant* 

My imployment with the Duke of Saroy in Languedoc being 
thus ended, I went from Lidns to Geneva^ where I found alfo my' 
Fame had prevented my coming, for the next morning after ttvfi 
arrival^ the State taking notice of me, fent a meflenger in their 
name to congratulate my being there, and prefented n>e with 
fome Flaggons of Wine, defiring me (if I ftayed there any while . 
to fee their. Fortifications, and give my Opinion of them; which 
1 did, and told them I thought they were weakeft where they 
thought themfelves the ftrongeft ^ which was on the hilly Part^ 
where indeed they had made great Fortifications i yet as it is a 
Rule in War that whatfeever may be made by Art, may be. 
dcftroyed by Art again, I conceived they had need to fear the 
approach of an Enemy on that part rather than any other : They 
replycd that divers great Soldiers had told them the fame^ aii<l 
* , that' 
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that they wou'd giTC the beft Order they cou'd to ferve themfelves 
vn that fide. 

Having relied here fome while to take f^hyfic (my Health 
being a little broken with long Travel) I departed after a fort- 
night's day to Bafil) where taking a boat upon the River I came 
at length to Strafbourg, and from thence went to Heydelbourg, 
where I was received again by the Prince Eleftor and Prihcefa 
with much kindnefe, and viewed at leifure the fair Library therc> 
die gardens and other Rarities of that place, and here I found 
my Horfes I lent to' Sandilands in good plight, which I then 
beftowed upon fome Servants of the Prince, in way of Retri- 
bution for my welcome thither. From hence * Sir George Cal- 
vert and myfelf went by Water for the moft part to the Low- 
Countrcys, where taking leave of each other, I went ftraight to 
Ws Excellency, who did extraordinarily welcome me, infomuch 
that it was oblcrv*d that he did never outwardly make fb much 
<rf any one as myfelf. 

It happened this Summer that the Low-Countrey Army was 
not drawn into theField> fo that the Prince of Orange paft his 
time at playing at Chefs with me after dinner; or in going to 
Refwick with him to fee his great horfes> or in making Lovej 
In which alfo he ufed mc as his (Companion j yet fo that I law no- 
thing openly more than might argue a civil Familiarity, When

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I was at any time from him, I did by his good leave endeavour t=^ 
raifc a Troop of Horfe for the Duke of Savoy's Service, as having 
obtained a Commiflion to that purpofe for my brother William, 
then an officer in the Low-Country : Having thefe men in readi- 
ncfs, I lent word to the Count Scarnafigi thereof who was now 
Ambaflador in England, telling him that if he wou'd fend money 
my brother was ready to go. 

Scarnafigi anfwered me. That he expedlcd money in England^ 
and that as fbon as he receiy'd it, he wou'd fend over fo much 
as wou*d pay an hundred Horfe : But a Peace betwixt him and 
the Spaniard being concluded not long after at Afti, the whole 
charge of keeping this Horfe fell upon me, without ever to thi$ 
day rcceivbg any recompence* 

Winter now approaching, and nothing more to be done for 
that year, I went to the Brill to take Shipping for England i 
Sir Edward Conway, who was then Governor at that place,, and 
afterwards Secretary of State, taking notice of my being there, 
came to me, and invited me every day to come ta him,; while I 
attended only for a Wind ; which ferving at laft for my journey^ 
Sir Edward Conway condu&ed me to the Ship, into which as fbon 
as I was entVed he caufed fix pieces of Ordnance to be difcharged 
for my farewell; I was fcarce gone a league into the Sea, wheq. 
the Wind turned contrary, and forced me back again : Returning 
fhus to the Brill, Sir Edward Conway welcomed me as before s 
and now after fome three or four days, the Wind ferving tic 
conduced mc again to the Ship and beftowed fix volleys %( 
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Ordnance upon me. I was now about half way to En^and^ 
when a moft cruel Storm arofe, which tore our Sails and Ipent 
our Mafts, infbmuch that die Mafter of our Ship gave us all for 
loft, as the Wind was extream high and together contrary j we 
were carried at laft, 'tho with much difficulty back again to the 
Brill, where Sir Edward Conway did congratulate my cfcape ; 
faying. He believed certainly that (confidering the Weather) I 
muft needs be caft away. 

After fom^'ay here with my former wehome, the Wind be- 
ing now fair, I was condufted again to my Ship by Sir Ed- 
ward Conway, and the fame Volleys of Shot given me, and 
was now fcarce out of the Haven when the Wind again turned 
contrary, and drove me back : This made me refolve to try my 
fortune here no longer j hiring a fmall Barque therefore I went to 
the Sluice, and from thence to Oftend, where finding Com- 
' pany I went to Bruflels i in the Inn where I lay here an Ordinary 
was kept> to which divers Noblemen and principal Officers of 
the Spanifli Army refortcd; fitting among thefe at dinner, the 
next day after my arrival, no man knowing me or informing 
himfelf who I was, they fell into difcourfe of divers matters 
in Italian, Spanifli and French, and at laft three of them one 
after another began to fpeak of King . James my mafter, in 
a very fcornfull manner i I thought with myfelf then that if 
I was a bafe fellow, I need not take any notice thereof, fince 
no man knew me to be an Englifliman, or that I did fo much 
as underftand their Language 5 but my heart burning within 
me, I putting ofl? my hat arofe fi-om the table,, and turning 

myfelf 
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myfelf to tKofe that fat at the upper end, who had faid nothing 
to the King my mafter*s prejudice, I told them in Italian, Soi 
Ingle'fe ; I am an Englifhman i and Ihou'd be unworthy to liv< 
if I fuffer'd thefe words to be Ipoken of the King my matter j{ 
and therewithall turning myfelf to thofe who had injured the 
King, I faid you have Ipoken falfely, and I will fight with yoii 
all ; thofe at the upper end of the table finding I had fo much 
rcafon on my part, did (harply check thofe I queftioned, and 
to be brief made them alk the King's forgivenefs, wherewith 
alfo the King's health being drank round about the table, I de- 
parted thence to Dunkirk, and thence to Graveling, where I faw, 
tho unknown, an Englifll gentlewoman enter into a Nunnery 
there ; I went thence to Calais, it was now extream foul wea- 
ther, and I cou'd find no mafter of a Ship willing to adven- 
'ture to fea ; howbeit my impatience was fuch, that I demanded 
of a poor Fifherman there whether he wou*d go, he anfwered his 
Ship was worfe than any in the Haven, as being open above and 
without any Deck, befides that it was old, but faith he, I care 
for my life as little as you do, and if you will go, my Boat is 
at your fervice, 

I was now fcarce out of the Haven when a high grown Sea 
had almoft overwhelmed us, the Waves coming in very faft into 
our Ship, which we laded out again the beft we cou'd j not- 
withftanding which we expefted every minute to be call awayj 
It pleafed God yet before we were gone fix leagues into the 
Sea to ceafe the Tcmpeft, and give us a fjir paflage over to 
the Downs, where after giving God thanks for my delivery fi"om 
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dds moft needlefs danger that ever I did run, I went to Lon- 
d(Mi; I had not been here ten days when a Qnartan Ague 
fcizcd on me, which hekd me for a year and an half without 
intermiflion, and a year and an half longer at Spring and Fall ; . 
the good days I had during all this ficknefs I employed in ftudy, 
the ill being fpent in as fharp and long fitts as I think ever 
any man endured, which brought me at lad to be fo lean and 
yellow, that fcarce any man did know me : It happened during 
this ficknefs, that I walked abroad one day towards Whitehall, 
where meeting with one Emerfon, who fpoke very difgracefuU 
words of Sir Robert Harley, being then my dear friend, my 
wcaknefs cou*d not hinder me to be fenfible of my friend's dif- 
honour, fhaking him therefore by a long beard he wore, I ftept 
alkde afide and drew my Sword in the Street, Captain Thomas 
Scriven a friend of mine not being far off on one fide, and 
divers friends of his on the other fide ; all that faw me wondered 
how I cou'd go, being fo weak and confumed as I was, but 
much more than I wou'd offer to fight ; howfoever Emerfon in- 
flead of drawing his Sword, ran away into Suffolk Houfe, and 
afterwards informed the Lords of the Counfel of what I had done -, . 
who not long after fending for me, did not fo much reprehend my 
taking part with my friend, as that I wou'd adventure to fight 
being in fuch a bad condition of health. Before I came wholy 
out of my ficknefs, Sir George Villiers afterwards Duke of 
Buckin^am, came into the King's favour : this Cavalier meet- 
ing me afccidentally at the * Lady Stanop's houfe, came to me,

and 
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and told me he had heard (6 much of my worthy as he wou'd * 
think himfelf happy if by his credit with the King, he cou*d do 
me any fervicc j I humbly thanked him, but told him that for the 
Jjrefcnt I had need of nothing fo much as of health, but that if 
ever I had ambition, I ftiou'd take the boldnefs to make my ad- 
drefs by him. 

I was no fooner perfcftly reCover'd of this long ficknefs> but 
the Earl of Oxford and myfelf refolv^d to raife two Regiments 
for the fervicc of the Venetians ; while we were making ready 
for this journey, die King having an occafion to' fend an Am- 
baftador into France, required Sir George Villiers to prefent him 
with the names of the fitteft men for that employment that 
he knew ; whereupon eighteen names, among which mine was, 
being written in a paper Were prefented to him j the King prc- 
fently chofe me, yet fo as he defired firft to have the approba- 
tion of his Privy Council, who confirming his Majefty's choice, 
fent a Meflenger to my Houfe among Gardens, near the Old 
Exchange, requiring me to come prefendy to them ; myfelf lit- 
tle knowing then the honour intended me, afkt the Meflenger 
whether I had done any fault, that the Lords fent for me fo 
fbddainly ? wifhing him to tell the Lords that I was going to 
dinner and wou^d afterwards attend them^ I had fcarce dined 
when another Meflenger was fent, this made me haften to White- 
hall, where I was no fooner come, but the Lords faluted me by 
the name of Lord Ambaflador of France 5 I told their Lord- 
Ihips thereupon, diat I was glad it was no worfc, and that I 
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doubtedj that by their ipecdy fending for niCj fome Complaint^ 
'cho &lfe, might be made againft me. 

My firfl: Commiflion was to renew the Oath of alliance betwixt 

the two Crownsj for which purpofe I was extraordinary Ambafla- 

dorj which being done> I was to refide there as ordinary : I had 

receiv'd now about fix or feven hundred Pounds, towards the 

diarges of my joumey> and locked it in certain Coffers in my 

Houfc^ when the night following about one of the Clock, I cou'd 

hear divers men ipeak and knock at the door, in that part of the 

Houfc where none did lie but myfel^ my wife, and her atten* 

dants, my fervants being lodged in. another Houfe not far off; 

as foon as I heard the noife I fufpeded prefently they came to 

tob me of my Money, howfoever I thought fk to rife, and go to 

the Window to know who they were -, the firft word I he^ was, 

Dareft thou come down, Welch Man ? which I no fooner heard, 

but taking a Sword in one hand, and a little Target in the other, 

I did in my fhirt run down the Stairs, open the Doors fuddainly, 

apd charged ten or twelve of them with that fury that they ran- 

away, fome throwing away their Halbcrts, others hurting their 

fellows to make them go fatter in a narrow way they were to 

pafs ; in which diforder'd manner I drove them to the middle^ 

of the Street by the Exchange, where finding my bare feet 

hurt by the ftones I trod on, I thought fit to return home, 

and leave them to their flight. My fervants, hearing the noife, 

by this time were got up, and demanded whether I wou*d have 

them purfue thofe Rogues that fled away^ but I anfwering 

S that 
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that I diought they were out of their reach> wt returned hofYifr 
together. 

While I w^ preparing my^ for nay joarn^, k hippMed that 
I pafTing through the Inner Temple o&e day) and encounterifi^ 
Sir Robert Vaughan in this Coumrey, fome harfti words pad be- 
twi?ct us> vh^di occafioned him at the perfw^on of othei^^ 
whom I will not nominate^ to &nd me a Challenge ; difs wias 
brought me at my Houfe in Blackfryars by Captain Charles 
Prices i^KXi^ Sunday about one of the Clock in the afternoon ; 
when I had read it^ I told Chattel Price that I did ordinarily be* 
flow this day in Devotion^ neverdideis that I wou'd meet Sir 
Robert Vaughan prefendy^ and gave him thereupon the lengdi 
of my Sword, ckmanding whether he brought any Second witji 
}>imi to which Charies Price repljring that he wbuW be in the 
5^cki with hims I toki my brother Sir Henry Iferbert then pre- 
fent thereof who readily offering himfelf to be my Second, no- 
thing was wanung now but the place to be agreed upon betwixt 
us, which was not far from the W^terfidc near Chelfeft. 

My brother and I nkbsg Boat prefcntly, came to die place, 
where after we had ftaid about two hours in vain, I defired my 
Iffodier to go to Sir Robert Vdughan^ Lodging, and tell him 
t|iat I now attended his eoming a great while, aitd that I defired 
him to come away fpcediiy 5 hereupon my brother went, and after 
a while returning back again, he Yoki me they were fiot ready 
jeti I tttcended then about ^m hour«iid m haU* longer^ but as 

he 
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lie c&i not come yet, I fent my brother a fecond lime to call bim 
•way, and to tell him I catcht cold, neverthelefe that I wouM 
ftay there *till Sunlet ; my brother yet cou*d not bring him along, 
but returned kim&tf to the place, where we ftay'd together 'till 
half an hour after Sutifet, and riien returned home. 

The next day the ♦ Earf of Wmc^er, by the King's Com- 
mand, forbid me to receive anyMeflage or Letter from Sir Ro- 
bert Vafu^n, and advertiied me withall, that the King had ^ve n 
him charge to end the Bufinefs betwixt us, for which purpofe 
he deiked me to come before him the next day about two of the 
Clock i at which time, after the Earl had told me, that being 
now made Ambaflador and a publick Perfon, I ought not to 
entertain privates quarrekj after which without much ado, he 
ended the Bufinefi betwixt Sir Robert Vaughan and myfelf: It 
was thought by fonpie, that this wou'd make me lofe my phlce, I 
being under fo great an obligation to the King for my employment 
in France ; but Sir George Villiers, afterwards Duke of Bucking- 
ham, told me he wou'd warrant me for this one time, but Imuft 
do fi> no more. 

I was now almoft ready for my journey, and had received 
already as choice a Company of Gmtlemen for my Attendants, 
as I think ever followed an Ambaf&dor ; when fome of my pri- 
vate Friends told me, that I was not to truft fo much to my

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Pay from the Exchequer, but diat it was ncceffary for me tA 
take Letters of Credit with me, for as much Money as I cou'd 
well procure. Informing myfelf hereupon who had furnifhed die 
laft Ambaifador, I was told Monlieur Savage a Frenchman^ 
coming to his Houfe I demanded whether he wou*d help me witfc 
Moneys in France^ as he had done the lafl: AmbafTador ; he 
faid> he did not know me, but wou'd inform himfelf better who 
I was ; departing thus from him, I went to Sigr. Burlamacchij a 
man of great credit in thofe times^ and demanded of him the 
fame ; his Anfwer was^ that he knew me to be a man of honors 
and I had kept my word with every body ; whereupon alfo going 
to his Study, gave me a Letter of Credit to one Monfieur do 
I^angherac in Paris, for aooo J. fterling : I then demanded whac 
Security he expefted for this Money ? he faid, he wou'd hav« 
nothing but my promife i I told him he had put a great obliga-* 
tion upon me, and that I wou'd ftnve to acquit myfelf of it 
the beft I cou'd. 

Having now a good fome of Money in my Coffers, and this 
Letter of Credit, I made ready for my journey i the day I went 
out of London I remember was the fame in which Queen Ann 
was carried to burial, which was a fad Spectacle to all that 
had occafjon to honor her. My firft .night's journey w4s t(> 
Gravcfcnd, where being at Supper in my Inn, Monfieur Sav$ge 
formerly mentioned came to mc> and told m^, that whereas I 
had fpokcn to him for a Letter of Credit, he had made one 
which he Aought wou'd be to my codtentmtnti I demanded 
40 whom it was dirededj he faid to Monfieur Tallemant «i4 

Ram"- 
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Rambouiilet in Paris ) I aflccd then what they were w<Mth ? he 
ikid above one hundred thoufand Pounds fterling; I demanded 
for how much this Letter of Credit was i he faid for as much 
as I (hou'd have need of: I afked what fecuritjr he required? 
he faid nothing but my word, which he had heard was in- 
violable* 

From Gravcfend, by eafy journeys, I went to Dover, where 
I took Shippbg, with a Train of an hundred and odd perfons, 
and arrived ^rtly after at Calais, where I remember my Cheer 
was twice as good as at Dover, and my Reckoning half a» 
cheap i from whence I went to Boulogne, Monftrevile, Abbevile, 
Amiens, and in two days thence to St. Dennis near Paris, 
where I was met with a great Train of Coaches> that were 
fent to receive me, as alio by the Mailer of the Ceremonies^ 
and Monfieur Mennon my fellow Scholar, with Monfieur Di-^ 
fancour, who then kept an Academy, and brought with. him 
a brave Compaay of Gendcmen on great Hoties, to attend rac 
into Town* 

It was now ibmewhat late when I entered Paris, upon a Sa^ 
toalay night; I was but newly fettled in my Lodging, when 
a Secretary of the Spanifh AmbaiTador there, told me that his 
Lord defircd to have the firft Audience from me, and therc- 
fcre requefted he might fee me themext morning; I replyed it 
was a day I gave wholy to Devotion, and therefore intreated 
hiixitoitay 'till fome more convenient time: The Secretary re- 
plyed that his Mafter did hold it no lefs holy; howbeit that hi^ 

relpeft 
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rrfped to me was foth^ tkat he wou^d prefer the dffire he had 
CO ferve me before alt other cmfldaratbas i hoviibever I pm ham 

off 'cill Monday foU&wing« 

Not long after 1 cook a Hou& in Fautbouig Si* Germajii£t 
Rue Tournon, which coft me 200/. fterling yearly j havwg for- 
niflied the Houfe richly, and lodged all my Train, I prepared 
fer a journey to Toiirs and Tourainc^ where die Froich Court 
then was> beif^ come hither in eixream hot weather, I demand^ 
ed Audknce of die King and Queen, which bemg gmnted^ i 
dsd ai&re the King of the great tSc&ion the Kii^ nny maftcr 
bore bim> not only out of the ancient Alliance betwm the two 
Crowns, but becauie Henry the fi>iirth and the King my mafteip 
bad ftipdated widi each other, chat whenlbever any one of d)em 
died, the fufryivor Ihou'd take care of the other's Chiid : I aC- 
fured him fiirther, that no charge wa& fo much mipofed upon 
me by my Inftniftions, as that I fhou'd do good Offices be- 
twixt both Kingdoms I and therefore that it were a great fioik 
in me, if I behaved myfelf otherwife than with all relpedfe to 
his Majefty : This being done I prefented to the King a Letter 
of Credaice from the King my maftcr: The King affiired me 
of a reciprocal afic6tibii tx) the Kmg my mafter, and of my 
particular welcome to hb Ccmrt : His words were never many

indcfimg^Ue in his Exercifes of Hunting and Hawtdng) to 
wiiich he wa$ much addiAed: Neither <}id it hinder him *tbd 
he vras fainft in his Body^ as we call it> or Herniofus ; lor he 
was jDOted in thole Sports, 'did olten times on (oat, to tire not 
only his Courtiers, but even )iis Laddes, being eqnaSly iofen* 
fible, as was thought, either of J«eat or cold : His Underftan<fiiig 
and natural Parts were as good as cou'd be expefted, in one 
that was broi^fat up in fo mudi Ignorance, wfaidt was on pur- 
pofe fo done that he might be die longfer governed ^ howbeit 
he acquired in time a great knowle^ in Affiiirs, as odn« 
verfing fer the moft part with ^wife and «£kivc Perfons. He was 
notsd to have tw^ Quafities incident to adl who ix^re ignorant* 
if brought up, Suipicion and Diffimulatson $ fer as %norant 
Peribns walk fo much in the dark, they cannot be exempt 
from fear of ftumbling ; and as they are likcwife deprived o^ 
or deficient in thofe true Principles, by which they fhou'd go- 
vern both pufalick and private A&ions in a wife^ folid, and 
demo»lbative way, they Acive omnmonly to ^opply tfade imper- 
feSaons ^hk tmrat Arts, which "thq it nu^ be fomettmes 
txcu&bfe in neceffitotis Perfons, and be indeod fiiequent among 
thofe who aegockite in BxisM matters, yet oondemnabfe in Prki-- 
ees, who priMreoding upon foundations of Rfiafim and Strength, 
ought not to fubmit tbemiehres to iuch poor hdps : Howbeit I 
imift obferve that neither Jkis Fears did take away his Courage, 
wlim there was occafion to ufe it, nor his Diffimuiation extend 
itfiSf $0 lilt doba^ of pcivate Mftfthie& to his StibjcSs, either 
af one or ikc xsdstcr Religion: His favorite ¥ns one Monfieur 
De JLufoa^ who in his montage ^gained much cipon the King, 

by

by making Hawkes fly at all little Birds in his Gardens^ nnd 
by making fome of thofe little Birds again catch Butter-flies i and 
had the King ufed him for no other purpofe, he might have been 
tolerated i but as, when the King came to a riper age, the go* 
vernment of publick AflTairs was drawn chiefly from his CounleUs^ 
not a few errors were committed. 

The Queen-mother, Princes, and Nobles of that kingdom rc-*^ 
pined that his advices to die King fhou'd be fo prevalent, which 
alfo at laft caufed a Civil War in that Kingdom, How unfit thi$ 
man was for the credit he had with the King may be argued by 
this s that when there was quefUon made about fome bufinefs ia 
Bohemia, he demanded whether it was an inland Country, or lay 
upon the Sea ? and thus much for the prefent of the King and his 
Favorite. 

After my Audience with the King, I had another from the 
Queen, bcbg fitter to the King of Spain ; I had litde to fay 
unto her, but fome Complements on the King my matter's part^ 
but fuch C<Hiiiplements as her fe^c and quality were capable of; 
This Queen was exceedingly fair, like thole of the Houfe of 
Auttria, and together of fo mild and good a Condition, (he was 
never noted to have done ill offices to any, but to have medi- 
ated as much as was pofllble for her, in fadsfaAion of thofe 
who had any fuit to the King, as far as their Caufe wou'd 
bear. She had now been married divers years widiout having 
any Children, 'tho fo ripe for them, that nothing leemed to be 
wanting on her part.. I remember her the more pardcularly, 

that 
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that fhe fliewcd publickly at my Audiences that favor to me, as 
not only my fervants but divers others took notice of it. After 
this my firft Audience, I went to fee Monfieur de Luynes, and 
the prmcipal Minifters of State, as alfo the Princes and Princeffes, 
and Ladies then in the Court, and particularly the Princefs of 
Conti, from whom I carried the Scarf formerly mentioned ; and 
this is as much as I fhall declare in this place, concerning my 
Negotiation with the King and State ; my purpofe being, if God 
fends me Life, to fet them forth apart, as having the Copies of 
all my Difpatches in a great Trunk in my Houfe in London ; 
and conGdering that in the time of my ftay there, there were 
divers Civil Wars in that Country, and that the Prince now 
King, paffed with my Lord of Buckingham and others through 
France into Spain ; and the Bufmefs of the Eledtor Palatine in 
Bohemia, and the Battle of Prague, and divers other memorable 
accidents both of State and War, happened during the time of 
my employment ; I conceive a Narration of them may be worth 
the feeing to them who have it not from a better hand ; I Ihall 
only therefore relate here, as they come into my memory, certain 
little paflages, which may ferve in fome part to declare the Hiftory 
of my Life. 

Commg back from Tours to Paris, I gave the beft order I 
cou'd concerning the expences of my Houfe, Family and Stable, 
that I might fettle all things as near as was poflible in a cer- 
tain courfe, allowing according to the manner of France, fo 
many pounds of Beef, Mutton, Veal, and Pork, and fo much 
alfg in Turkeys, Capons, Phcafants, Partridges, and all other 

T Fowls, 
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Fowls, as alfo Pies and Tarts after the French manner, nitd 
after all this a dozen diihes of Sweet-meats every meal con- 
ftandy : The ordering of theft things was the heavier to me, that 
my wife flatly rcfufed to come over into France, as being nan 
entered into a Dropiie, which alfo had kept her without Chil- 
dren for many years : I was conftrained therefore to make ufe 
of a Steward who was underftanding and diligent, but no very 
honeft man : My chief Secretary was William BofweD, now die 
King's Agent in the Low-Countreys : My Secretary for the 
French Tongue was one Monfieur Ozicr, who aftorWards was 
the King*s Agent in France : The Gentleman of my Horfe wa» 
Monfieur de Meny, who afterwards commanded a looo Horfe 
in the Wars ctf Germany, and proved a very gallaat Gciide- 
man : Mr. Crofts was one of my principal Gtntkmen, and after* 
wards made the Kbg*s Cup-bearer; and Thomas Caage that ex- 
cellent Wit, the King's Carver: Edmund Tavemer, whorti I 
made my under Secretary, was afterwards chief Secretary ter A* 
Lord Chamberlain ; and one Mr» Smith, Secretary to the Earl of 
Northumberland ; I nominate thefe, and cou*d many more> that 
came to very good fortunes afterwards, becaufe I may verifie 
that which I laid before, concerning the Gendemen that attended 
Hie. 

When I came to Paris the Englifh and French were in very 
ill intelligence with each other, infomuch that one Bucfcly com- 
ing then to me, faid he was afl&ultcd and hurt upon PontnetrfJ 
only becaufe he was an Englifhman : Neverthelefs after I had been 
in Paris about a month, all the Englifli were fo welcome ririthcr, 
t that 
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that no other nation was fo acceptable amongft them, infomuch 
that my Gentlemen having a quarrel with fomc debauched French, 
who in their drunkennefs quarrelled with them, divers principall 
Gentlemen of that nation offered thcmfelves to affift my People 
with their Swords. 

It happened qne day that my cozen Oliver Herbert and 
George Radney, being Genriemen whe attended me, and Henry 
Whittingham my Buder, had a quarrel with fomc French, upon 
I know not what frivolous occafion; it happened my cozen 
Oliver Herbert had for his c^pofite a Fencer, belonging to the 
Prince of Conde, who was dangeroufly hurt by him in divers 
places i but as the Houfe or Hoftel of the Prince of Conde 
w^ not far offj and himfclf well-beloved m thofe quarters^ the 
.French in great multitudes arifing, drove away the three above 
mentioned into my Houfe, purfuing them within the Gates; I 
perceiving this at a Window, ran out with my Sword, which 
the Peqple no fooner faw, but they fled again as faft as ever 
they entered; howlbever the Prince of Conde his Fencer was 
in that danger of his Life, that Oliver Herbert was forced to 
fly France, which that he might do the better, I paid the faid 
Fencer 200 Crowns, or 60 pounds fterling, for his Hurt and 
Cures. 

The Plague now being hot in Paris, I defired the Duke of 
Montmorency to lend me the Caflle of Merlou, where I lived 
in the time of his mofl: noble father, which he willingly granted : 
Removing thither I enjoyed that fweet Place and Countrey, 

T 2 wherein 
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wherein I &und not a few that welcomed me out of their aH'- 
cient acquaintance. 

On the one fide of me was the Baron de Montatcrre of the 
reformed Religion, and Monficur de Boutcvillc on the other> who 
'^cho young at that time, proved afterwards to be that brave Ca- 
valier which all France did fo much celebrate: In both their 
Caftles likewife were Ladies of much beauty and difcretion, and 
particularly a fifter of Boutevilk', thought to be one of the chief 
Perfeftions of the time, whofe company yielded fcme divertife- 
ment when my publick occafions did fuflfer it. 

Winter being now come, I returned to my Houfe in Paris, 
and prepared for renewing the Oath of AlRance betwixt the two 
Crowns, for which as I faid formerly I had an extraordinary 
Commiflion ; neverthelefs the King put off the Bufinefs to as long 
a time as he well could. In the mean while Prince Henry of 
Naflau, brother to Prince Maurice, coming to Paris, was met 
and much welcomed by me, as being obliged to him, no lefs than 
to his brother in the Low-Countreys. This Prince and all hiis 
Train were feafted by me at Paris with an lOO Difhes,, coding as. 
1 remember, in all i-oo /; 

The French King at laft refolving upon a day for performing 
the Ceremony, betwixt the two Crowns abovemention'd ; myfclf 
and all my Train put ourfelvcs into that fumptuous Equipage 
that I remember it coft mc oneway or another above looo/. 
And truly die magnificence of it was fuch„ as a little French Book 
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was prefently printed thereof: This being done I refidcd here in 
the quality of an ordinary Aoibafladon 

And how 1 {hall mention fonne particular Paflages concerning 
inyfelf> without entering yet any way into the whole frame and 
context of my Negotiation, relerving them, as I faid before, to 
a particular Treatifej I (pent my Time much in the Vifics of 
the Princes, Counfell of State, and great Perfbns of the French 
kingdom, who did ever punftually requite my Vifits: The like 
I did alfo to the chief Ambaffadors there, among whom, the 
Venetian, Low Countrey, Savoy, and rfie united Princes in Ger- 
many Ambaffadors did bear me that refpeft, that they ufually 
met in my Houfe, to advife together concerning the great Af- 
fairs of that time: For as the Spaniard then was fo potest 
that he feemed to affeft an univerfal Monarchy, all the abovemen- 
tioned Ambaffadors did in one common Intereft ftrive to oppofe 
him: All our endeavours * yet cou'd not hinder, but that he 
both publickly prevailed in his Attempts abroad, and privately, 
did corrupt divers of the principal Minifters of State in this 
kingdom. I came to difcover this by many ways, but by none 
more effe<5tually than by the means of an Italian, who returned 
over by Letters of Exchange the Moneys the Spanifh Ambaf- 
fador received for his occafions in France 5 for I perceivM that 
when the faid Italian was to receive any extraordinary great 
fum for the Spanifh Ambaffador's ufe, the whole face of Affairs 
was prefently changed, infomuch that neither my Reafons, nor 
the Ambaffadors abovementioned how valid fcever could pre- 
vail i tho yet afterwards we found means together to reduce Af- 
fairs 
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f4ir$ to their former tr^unj 'till fomc other mw great fom 
coming to the Spanifli Ambaflidor's hand, and from th«nce to the 
aforefaid Minifters of State, altered all. Howbeit divers Vifits 
paft betwixt the Spanifli Anibaffador and myfdf, in one ''of 
which he told me that tho our Interefts were divert, yet vp€ 
might continue friendfliip in our particular perfons i for ftid he, 
it can be no occafion of offence betwixt us, that each cf us 
ftrive the befl: he can to ferve the King his n^er : I difliked 
not his Reafons, tho yet I cou'd not omk to tell him li^at I 
wou'd maintain the dignity of die King my imftef the beft I 
cou'd ; and this I faid becaufe the Spaniih Ambafiador hftd taken 
place of the £nglifh in the dme of Henry the fourth in thii 
fafliion, they both meeting in an Anti-chamber to die Seeretarjr 
of Sute, the Spanifli AmbsflTador leanii^ to the Wall in tkfUt 
pofl:ure tliat he took the hand of the Ei^lifli Ambafliidor, faid 
publickly, I hold this place in the right of the King my mafter, 
which fmall punftilio being not refentcd by our Ambaffador at 
that time, gave the Spaniard occalion to bragg that he had 
taken the hand from our Ambafllador. This made me more 
watchful! to regain the honor which the Spaniard pretended to 
have gotten herein, fo that tho the AmbaflTador in his Vifits 
often repeated the words abovementioned, being in Spanifli> 
Que cada uno haga lo que pudiere por fu amoj let every 
man do the befl: he can for his matter i I attended the occat- 
fion to right my matter j it happened one day that both of ui 
going to the French King for our feveral Affairs, the Spanifli 
Ambaflador between Paris and Ettampes, being xipon his way 
before me in his Coach^ with a Train of about i6 or i8 perr 
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fons on horieback^ 'I following him in my Coach with about 
10 or t2 Horfe, fiwnd that either I muft go the Spanifli 
pace, which is flow, or if I haftcd to pafs him, that I muft 
hazard the fufFering of feme Affront like unto that our former 
Ambaffador received ; propofmg hereupon to my gentlemen the 
whole bufihefs, I tcAd them that I meant to redeem the honor 
of the King my maftef fome way or other, demanding further 
whether they would affift me ? which they promifing, I bid the 
Coachman drive on ; the Spanifh Ambaffador feeing me aj^oach, 
and imagining what my intention was, fent a Gentleman to me, 
ID tell TM h&defired to ialute me, which I accepting, the Gen- 
tleman returned to the Ambaffador, who alighting from his 
Coach attended me in the middle of die Highway, which being 
pcrceiv'd by me I alighted alfo, when fome extravagant Com-. 
{dements having paft betwixt us, the Spanifh Ambaffador took 
his leave of mc, went to a dry ditch not far off, upon pre- 
tence of making water, but indeed to hold the upper hand of 
me while I paft by in my Coach, which being obferved by me 
I left my Coach, and getting upon a fpare Horfe I had there,, 
rode inta the faid dty ditch, and telling hkvsi aloud, that I knew 
wdl why he ftood there, bid him afterwards get to his Coach,, 
for I muft ride that way : the SpanUh Ambaffador who under* 
ftood me well, went to his Coach grumbling and difcontented^ 
*di6 yet neither he nor his Train did any itiore than look one 
upon another in a confufed manner ; my Coach this while paff- 
iag by the Ambai(&dor on die fame ffde I was, I fhortly after 
left mv Horfe and got into it : It hap^'ned this while, that one 
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of my Coach Horfcs having loft a Shoe, I thought fit to ftay 
at a Smith's Forge, about a quarter of a mile before; this Shoe 
cou'd not. be put on fo foon, but that the Spanifh Ambafiador 
overtook us, and might indeed have paft us, but that he thought 
I wou'd give him another Affront; attending therefore the 
Smith's leafure, he ftayed in the Highway to our no little ad- 
miration, untill my Horfe was Ihoed; we continued our journey 
to Eilampes, the Spaniih AmbafTador following us ftill at a good 
diftance, 

I fhou'd fcarce have mentioned this Paffage, but that the Spa- 
niards do fo much ftand upon their Pundonores ; for confirming 
whereof I have thought fit to remember the Anfwcr a Spanifh 
Ambafiador made to Philip the Second King of Spain, who find- 
ing fault with him for neglecting a Bufinefs of great Importance 
in Italy, becaufe he cou'd not agree with the French Ambafiador 
about fome fuch Pundonore as this, faid to him, Como a dexado 
una Cofa di importancia per una ceremonia ! How, haveyou left 
a Bufinefs of importance for a ceremony ! The Ambafiador boldly 
replied to his matter, Como por una ceremonia ! Vuefla Majefla 
mifma no es fino una ceremonia : How, for a ceremony ? Your 
Majefty's felf is but a ceremony. 

Howfoever the Spanifli AmbaflTador taking no notice publickly 
of the Advantage I had of him herein, diflfembled it as I heard 
'till he cou'd find fome fit occafion to refent this Paflage, which 
yet he never did to this day.

Among the Vifits I riendcr'd to the Grandees of France, one 
of the principal I made was to that brave General the Duke 
of Lefdigueres, who was now grown very old and dcafj his firft 
words to me were, Monfieur you muft do me the honor to fpeak 
high, for I am deaf; my anfwer to him was. You was born to 
command and not to obey ; it is enough if others have Ears to 
hear you : This Complement took him much, and indeed I have 
a Manufcript of his Military Precepts and Obfervations, which I 
value at a great Price. 

I (hall relate now ibme things concerning myfelfi which 'tho 
they may feem fcarce credible yet before God are true : I had 
been now in France about a year and an half when my Tay- 
lour, Andrew Henly of.Bafil, who now lives in Blackfryars, 
demanded of me half a yard of Satin to make me a Suit more 
than I was accuftomed to give, of which I required a Reafon, 
faying, I was not fatter now than when I came to France ; he 
anfwered. It was true, but you are taller j whereunto when I 
wou*d give no credit, he brought his old meafures, and made 
it appear that they did not reach to their juft places * I told 
him I knew not how this hap'ncd, but howfoever he fhou'd 
have half a yard more, and that when I came into England I 
wou'd clear the doubt^ for a little before my departure thence, 
I remember William Earl of Pembrook and myfelf did meafure 
heights together at the requeft of the Countefs of Bedford, and 
he was then "higher than I by about the breadth of my^ little 
finger j at my return therefore into England I meafured again 
with the fame Earl, and to both our great wonders found my- 
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felf talkr than ht by the brcacJth of a little finger; which 
growth of n>ine I cou'd attribute to no other caufe but to nny 
Quartan Ague formerly mentioned, which when it quitted me, 
left me in a more pcrfedt health than I formerly enjoyed, and 
indeed di(pofed me to fome follies which I afterwards repented 
and do ft ill repent of; but as my wife lefufcd to come over, 
and my Temptations were great, I hope the faults I committed 
are the more pardonable ; howfbever I can fay truly, that whether 
in France or England, I was never in a .Bawdyhoufe, nor uled 
my Pleafures intemperately, and much lefs did accompany them 
with that Diffimulaticto and Falfehood which is commonly found 
in men addicted to love women: To conclude this Paf&ge, 
which I unwillingly mention, I muft proteft again before God, 
that I never delighted in that or any other Sin, and that if I 
tranlgreffed fometimcs in this kind, it was to avoid a greater 111 -, 
for certainly if I had been provided with a lawful remedy, I fhauM 
have fallen into no e^stravagancy : I cou'd extenuate my fault by 
telling circumftances which wou'd have operated I doubt upon 
the chafteft. of mankind, but I forbear, thofc things being not 
fit to be fpokcn of 5 for tho the Philofophers have accounted 
this aft to' be Inter honefla faftu, where neither injury nor vio- 
knce was offered, yet they ever reckoned it among the Turpia 
diftu ; I (hall therefore only tell fome other things alike flrange 
ofmyfelf. 

I weighed itiyielf in BaUances often with men lower than my- 
felf by the head, and in their bodies flenderer, and yet was found 
lighter than they, as Sir John Davers Knight, and Richard Grif- 
fiths 
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fiths now living can witnefs, with bodi whom I have been weighed j 
I had alfo, and have ftill a pulfe on the Crown of my Head ; it 
is well known to thofe that wait in my Chamber, that die Shirts, 
Waillcoats, and other Garments I wear next my Body are fweet, 
beyond what cither cafily can be believed, or hath been ob- 
ferved in any clfe, which fweetnefs alfo was found to be in my 
Breath above others, before I ufcd to take Tobacco, which to- 
wards my latter Time I was forced to take againft certain Rheumes 
and Catarres that trouble me, which yet did not taint my Breath 
for any long time -, I fcarce ever felt cold in my Life, 'th6 yet fo 
fubje6k to Catarres, that I think no man ever was more obnoxious 
to it 5 all which I do in a familiar way mention to my pofterity, 
tho othcrwife they might be thought fcarce worth the writing. 

The cfFcft of my being fent into France by the King my 
matter, being to hold all good Intelligence betwixt both Crowns, 
my empk)yment was both noble and pleafing, and my pains not 
great, France having no defign at that time upon England, and 
King James being that pacifick Prince all the world knew. 
And thus befides the times I fpent in Treaties and Negotia- 
tions, I had ciriier with the Miniflers of State in France, or 
foreign AmbafTadors refiding in Paris, I had fpare time not only 
for my Book but for Vifits to divers Grandees, for little mow 
ends than obuining fome Intelligence of the Affairs of that 
kingdom and civil Converfation, for which their free, generbife 
arid cheerful Company was no Kttk motive ; perfons of all qua*- 
lity being fb a^ifted to have mutual Entertainment with each 
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other, that in calme Weather one might find all the noble and 
good Company in Paris of both fexcs, either in the Garden of 
the Tuilleries or in the Park of Bois de Vincennes, they think- 
ing it almoft ^ Incivility to refiife their Prefence and free Dif. 
courfe to any who were capable of conning to thofe places, either 
under the recommendation of good Parts, or but fo much as hand- 
fome Cloths and a good Equipage ; when foul Weather was, they 
ipent their time in Vifits at each others Houfes, where they inter- 
changed civil Difcourfes, or heard Mufick, or fell to Dandnc;, 
ufing according to the manner of that Countrey all the reasonable 
Liberties they cou'd with their Honor ; while their manner wiSy 
either in the Garden of the Tuilleries or clfewherc, if any one \ 
difcourfing with a Lady did fee fome other of good fafhion ap'> 
proach to her, he wou'd leave her and go to fome other Lady, he; 
who converfed with her at that time quitting her alfo and going to ^^ 
fome other, that fo Addreffes might be made equal and free to all 
without fcruple on any part, neither was exception made or quar- 
rel begun upon thcfe terms. 

It hap'ned one day that I being ready to return from the 
Tuilleries, about eight of the Clock in the Summer, with Inten- 
tion to write a Difpatch to the King about fome Intelligence 
1 had received there, the Queen attended with her principal 
Ladies, without {o much as one Cavalier, did enter the Garden ; 
I ftayed on one fide of an Alley there to do my Reverence 
to her and the reft> and fo return to my Houfe, when the 
Queen perceiving me ftaid awhile as if (he expcdted 1 iOiou'd 
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attend her, but as I ftirrcd not more than to give her that 
great Relpeft I owed her, the Princcfs of Conti who was next 
called me to. her, and faid I muft go along with her, but I 
cxcufing myfelf upon occafion of a prefcnt Difpatch which I was 
^ TO make unto his Majefly, the Dutchefs of Antador who fal- 
lowed her came to me, and faid I muft not rcfufe her, where- 
upon leading her by her arms according to the manner of that 
C ountrey, the Princefs of Conti offended that I had denied her 
tiat Civility, which I had yielded to anothen took me off, after 
Ut had demanded the confent of the Dutchefs, but the Queen 
riien alfb ftaying I left: the Princefs, and with all due Humility, 
vent to the Queen and led her by the arms, walking thus to 
a place in the Garden where fome Orange Trees grew, and 
here difcourling with her Majefty bare-headed, fome fmall fhot 
fell on both our heads ; the occafion whereof wj^ this, the King 
being in the Garden and fhooting at a Bird in the Air, which 
he did with much perfeftion, the defcent of his fhot fell juft 
upon us i the Queen was much ftartled herewith, when I com- 
ing nearer to her, demanded whether (he had received any harm s 
to which (he anfwering no, and therewith taking two or three 
fmall pellets from her hair, it was thought fit to fend a Gardi- 
ner to the King, to tell him that her Majefty was there, and 
that he ftiou'd fhoot no more that way, which was no (boner 
heard among the Nobles that attended him, but many of them 
leaving him came to the Queen and Ladies, among whom was 
*Monfieur le Grand, who finding the Queen ftill difcourfing with

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mc ftolc behind her, and letting fell gently fome Comfits he 
liad in his pocket upon the Queen's hair, gave her bccafion to 
apprehend that fome fhot had fallen on her again j turning here- 
tjpon to Monfieur le Grand, I faid that I marvelled that fb 
old a Courtier as he was cou'd find no means to entertain 
Ladies but by making them afraid; but the Queen fhortly 
afcer returning to her Lodging, I took my Leave of her and came 
home : All which Paflage I have thought fit to fct down, the 
Accident above-mentioned being Co ftrange, that it can hardly be 
parellclU 

It fell out one [day that the Prince of Conde coming to my 
Houfe, fome Speech happened concernii^ the King my mafter, 
in whom tho he acknowledged much Learning, Knowledge, Cle- 
mency, and divers other Vertues, yet he (aid he had heard that 
the King was much given to Curfing ; I anfwered that it was 
out of his Gendenefs j but the Prince demanding how curfing 
cou'd be a Gentlenefs ? I replied yes, for tho he cou'd punHk 
iTjen himfelf, yet he left them to God to punifh ; which defence 
of the King my mafter was afterwards much celebrated in the 
French Court. 

* Monfieur de Luines continuing ftill the King's Favorite, ad* 
Tifcd him to war againfl: his Subjefts of the reformed Religion 
in France ; faying he wou'd neither be a great Prince as long 
.as he fuflfered fo puiflant a Party to remain within his Domi- 

♦ Charles Albrct Due of Luyncs# 
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Idons, nor cou'd juftly ftile hinnifclf the moft Chriffian King, as 
jjong as he permhted^ lucb Hereticks to be in that great nunn- 
ffccr they were, or to hold thofe ftrong places which by publick 
Efidia were afligncd to then^, and therefore that he fhou'd ex- 
^tirpate them as the Spaniards had done the Moors, who are 
all banilhed iitfo other Countreys, as we may find in their Hif. 
tones : This Coiinfell tho approved by the young King was yet 
difliked by other grave and wife Perfons about him, and par- 
ticularly by the Chancellor Sillery and the Prelident Jannin, who 
thought better to have a Peace wliich had two Religions, than 
a War that had none. • Howbeit the Dcfign of Luines was ap- 
plauded, not only by the Jcfuit Party in France, but by fome 
Princes and other martial Perfons, infomuch that the * Duke of 
Guife coming to fee me one day, faid that they (hou'd never 
be happy in France, 'till thofe of the Religion were rooted out i 
I anfwer'd that I wonder'd to hear him fay fo ; and the Duke 
demanding why, I replied that whenfoever thofe of the Reli- 
pon were put down, the turn of the great Perfons, and Gover- 
nors of Provinces of that kingdom would be next : and that 
tho* the prefent King were a good Prince, yet that their luccef- 
fors may be otherwife, and that men did not know how fooa 
Princes might prove Tyrants when they had nothmg to fear; 
which Speech of mine was fatal, fince thofe of the Religion 
were no fooner reduced into that weak condition in which noN^ 
they are, but the Governors of Provinces were brought lower, 
and curbed much in their power and authority, and the Duke

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of Guifc firft of them all, fo that I doubt no* but my woixls 
were well remembered. Howfocver the War now went on with 
much fervor, neither cou'd I difwade it, 'tho' ufing according 
to the Inllruftions I had from the King my matter many Ar- 
guments for that purpofe. I was told often, that if the Re- 
formation in France had been like that in England, where they 
obferved we retained the Hierarchy together with decent Rites 
and Ceremonies in the Church, as alfo holidays in the memory 
of Saints, Mufick in Churches, and divers other Teftimonies, 
both of glorifying God and giving honor and reward to Learning, 
they cou'd much better have tolerated it ; j^ut iuch a rafh and 
violent Reformation as theirs was, ought by no means to be ap- 
proved i whereunto I anfwered, that tho the Caufes of departing 
from the Church of Rome were taught and delivered by many 
fober and modeft perfons, yet that the Reformation in great 
part was afted by the conunon people, whereas ours began at 
the Prince of State, and therefore was more moderate -, which 
Reafon I found did not difpleafe them : I added further then, 
that the reformed Religion in France wou'd eafily enough admit 
an Hierarchy, if they had fuificient means among them to main- 
tain it, and that if their Churches were as fair as thofe which 
the Roman Catholicks had, they wou*d ufe the more decent forts 
of Rights and Ceremonies, and together like well of Organs and 
Quires of Singers, rather than make a Breach or Schifm on that 
occafion ; as for holidays I doubted not but the principal Perfons, 
and Minifters of their Religion wou'd approve it much better 
than the common People, who bcbg Labourers and Artizens for 
the moft part, had the advantages for many more days than the 
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Roman Catholigks for getting their living ; howfoever that thofd 
of the Religion had been good Cautions to make the Roman 
Catholick Priefts if not better, yet at leaft more wary in their 
Lives and Aft ions ; it being evident that fmce the Reformation 
began among thofe of the Religion, the Roman Catholicks had 
^vers ways reformed themfelves, and abated not only much of 
their power they ufurped over Laics, but were more pious and 
continent than formerly. Laftly that thofe of the Religion ac- ' 
knowledged folely the King's Authority in government of all 
Affairs, whereas the other fide held the regal Power, not only 
mferior in divers points, but fubordinate to the Papal, nothing 
of which yet ierved to divert Monfiieur de Luines, or the King 
from their Refolutions, 

The King having now ^flembled an Army, and made fomc* 
progrefs againft thofe of the Religion, I had Inflruftion fent mc 
from the King my mailer to mediate a Peace, and if I could 
not prevail therein, to ufe fome fuch words as may both argue 
his Majefty's Care of them of the Religion i and together to let 
the French King know, that he would iK)t permit their total 
ruin and exterpation. The King was now going to lay Siege 
to St. Jean d'Angely, when myfclf was newly recovered of a 
Fever at Paris, in which, befides the help of many able Phyfi- 
tians, I had the comfort of divers vifits from many principal 
Qrandees of France, and particularly the Princefs of Conti, who 
wou'd fet by. my Bedfide two or three hours, and with cheerful 
difcourfe entertain me, tho yet I was brought fo low, that I rou'd 
Scarce return any thing by way of anfwcr but thanks -, the comh- 
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mand yet which I rccdvcd from the King my tm^ quickened 
me, infomuch that by flow degrees I went into my Coach to- 
gether with my Train towards St. Jean d'Angcly j being arrived 
within a fmali diftance of that place, I found by divers cir- 
cumftances that the effect of my Negotiation had been difco- 
Vered from England, and that I was not welcome thidicr : hcy«r- 
bett having obtained an audience from the King, I expofed what 
1 had in charge to fey to him, to which yet I received no other 
Anfwer bat that I fhou*d go to Monfieur de Luines, by whom 
I lhou*d know his Majefty's Intention* Repairing thus ta 
him I did find outwardly good reception, th6* yet I did not 
know how cunningly he proceeded to betray and fruilnte mj 
endeavours for thofe of the Religion ; for hiding a Gentleman 
called Monfieur Amaud behind the Hangings in his Chamber^ 
who was then of the k6ligion> but had promifed ft revolt to 
the King's fidei ^is Gehtkman> as he himfelf con^dffed a&er- 
wards to the Earl ef Cjirlifle> had in chai^ ta rdate uno thofe 
of the Religion^ how littk help they m%ht expeft from me, 
when he fliould teU them the Anfwers whicbMbnflcurde Luirtcs 
made me^ fitting thus in a* Chair before Mbitilettr de Luines^ 
he demanded the eflfeft ofttiyi Bufinefs'; I artfwei^ that the 
King ray mafter commanded me to mediate a Peace betwixt his^ 
Majefiy and his- Subje^s of the Religton> and that I^ defired to 
do it in. all thofe ^ir aftd ^qual Terms which might ftand with 
ifac honor of France and the good Intelligence betwrltt tHe Vff6 
lin^dams^ to which- he returned' riiis rude Aiiftirer dnlyi What 
ftiLth the: King your maftbf m do widt our Aftioits ¥ Why doth 
im meddle: i*ith ow AUkirs ?' My Reply, was, Thar the King 
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Bijr mafter ought not to give an Account of the reafon isHkick 
itiduced hitn hereunto^ and for me it was enough to obey him ; 
liowbek if he did aAc me in mpre gentle Terms, I fhou'd do 
the beft I cou'd to gire him fatisfa^on ; to which tho he an- 
^R^^ed «m nti6re tkm the word Bien, or well, I purfuing tny 
I{Aru£lioa laid. That the King xriif nvifter accocding to the 
RHstual Sdpi^tioQ betwixt Henry the fourth and himfelf> that 
Ac furvivor of either o£ diem fhou'd procure die Tranquility 
and Peace ^ die other's E&m, had (knx this mefiage, and thafi 
he had flatttnly teflafied this his pi<2^us Indioadon heretofore in 
iJhe Iftte Ciiril Wars of France, but msA defirous on diis occafioa 
iiK» to Ihow how much he ftood affeded to the good of the 
kSngdemn ; bc^es he hoped that vf/hen Peace was eftablifhed here, 
that idle French icing might be the more^iily diipoied to affift 
the Fdsttine, who was an ancient Friend and Allie of the 
FrcndiCrown. His R^ply *o this was. We will have none of 
your Advices 5 wfcereupon I faid. That I took thofc words for 
aft Anfwser, and was forry only that they did not ^oderftfttid 
foffictcntly ihc Affeftion and Good-wSl of ihc King my maftrrs 
and fince they rgefted it upon thofe Terms, I had in charge 
to tcB him. That we knew very wcM what we had to do. 
Luines fecming offended herewith, faid, Nous ne vous craignons 
pas, or we are not afraid of you ; I replied hea^eupon, That if 
you had £itd you had not loved us, I ihould hare believed 
you, but lhou*d have returned you another Anfwer j kt the meto 
wh3e that I had no more to fay than what I told hkn for- 
merly, which was that we knew what we had to do. This 'did 
fimewhat ie6 than was m my Inftru^tions^ h angered him, that 
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in much paflion he faid. Par Dicu fi vous n^etics Monfieiir I'A^a-r 
baffadeur, je vous traitterois d'un' autre forte j by God if you 
ivere not Monficur Ambaffador^ I wou'd ufe you after another 
fafhion. My Anfwer was, That as I was an Ambaffador^ fb I 
was alio a Gentleman, and therewithal! laying my haad upon 
the hilt of my Sword, told him, there was that which (hou'd 
make him an Anfwer, and fo ardfe from my Chair; to which 
Monficur de Luincs made no Reply, but arifing likewife from 
his Chair offered civilly to accompany me to the Door i but I 
telling him there was no occafion for him to ufe Ccrenoonyati 
ter fo rude an Entertainment, I departed from him,;. from thence 
returning to my Lodging, I (pent three or four days afterwards 
in feeing the manner of the French Difcipline in making ap- 
proaches to Towmj at what time I remember, that going ia 
my Coach within reach of Cannon, .tfeofe in the^ Town imagm- 
ing me to be an Enemy, made many Shots againft me, which 
{o affrighted my Coachman that he durft drive no farther, where- 
iipon alighting I bid him put the Horfes out of danger -, and 
notwithftanding many more Shots made againft me, went on 
foot to the Trenches, where one Seaton a Scotchman conduct- 
ing me, (hewed me their Works, in which I found litde dif- 
fering from the Low Countrey manner. Having latisfied myfelf 
in this manner, I thought fit to take my leave of the King 
being at Cognac, the City of St* Jean d'Angely being now fur- 
rendered unto him; coming thus to a Village not far from 
Cognac, about ten of the Clock at night, I found all the Lodg- 
ings poflefled by Souldiers, fo that alighting in the Market-place, 
I fcnt my Servants to the Inns to get fome Provifion, who bring- 
ing 
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&ig me only fix Rye Loaves, which I was doubtful! whether I 
fliou'd bcftow on myfelf and Company, or on my Horfes, Mon- 
fieur de Fonts, a French Nobleman of the Religion, attended 
with a brave Train, hearing of my being there, ofFer'd me Lodg- 
ing in his Cattle near adjoyningr I told lum it was a grtac 
Courtcfie at that time, yet I cou'd not with my Honor accept 
it, fince 1 knew it wou'd indanger him, my Bufmefs to thofe 
Parts being in favour of thofe of the Religion, and the chief 
Miniftcrs of State in France being jealous of my holding Intel- 
ligence with him ; howbeit if he wou'd procure me Lodging ia 
the Town, I Ihould take ic kindly : Whereupon fending his Ser- 
vants round about the Town, he found at laft in the Houfe of 
one of his Tenants a Chamber, to which when he had conduced 
me, an4 together gotten fome little Accommodation for myfelf 
and Horfes, I dcfired iwnT to depart to his Lodgings, he being 
then in a place, which his Enemies the King's Souldiers had pof- 
fcffed : All which was not fo filently carried but that the faid 
Nobleman was accufed afterwards at the French Court upon fuf- 
picion of holding Correfpondcnce with me, whereof it was my 
fortune to clear him. 

Coming next day to Cognac, the Marefchall de St. Geran, my 
noble friend, privately met me, and faid I was not in a place 
of furety there, as having offended Monfieur de Luines who was 
the King's Favorite, defiring me withall to advife what I had to 
do : I told him I was in a place of Surety wherefoever I had 
my Sword by my fide, and that I intended to demand AudV 
<nce of the Kingi which alfo being obtained,, I found not {o 
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oolci a reception as I <dioiight t9 meet with ; infoimidi liiac, t 
parted with his Majefty to afl outward appearance in vtry goodi 
T«rms. 

From hence returning to Paris fliordy after> I feund myjelf ^ 
welcome to aH tkofe Mimfters of State tbere and NoUenMn^ wha 
cither envied ^e GreatneCs or loved not i!he Infoiendes of Moa-> 
fieur de Luines ; by whom alio I was tM, diat the faid Luines 
had intended to lend a brother of his into England wtdi an Am* 
bafly, the tSe& whereof ihou'd be chiefly to complain againft nsi^ 
and to obtaui that I fliou'd be repealed ; and dutt he iaiended to 
relate the PaflTages betwixt us at St. Jean d'Angely in a muck 
different manner from diat I reported, and that he wou'd charge 
me with giving ihe firft OiFencc. After thaaks for this adver* 
tlkment, I told them, my relation of the Bulinefs betwixt us, in 
the manner I delivered, was true, and that I wou'd j^aftific k widi 
my Sword, at which riiey being nothing feandalized, wished roe 
good fortune. 

The Ambafiador into England following fliordy after widi a 
huge Train in a fumptuous manner, and an Accufation framed 
againft me, I was fcnt for home, af which I was glad, my pay- 
raent being fo iU, that I was run far into debt with my Mer* 
chants, who had aflifted me now with 3 or 4000/. more than 
I was able at the prcfcnt to difcharge. Coming thus to Cour^ 
the Duke of Buckingham who was tihcn my noble friend, in* 
formed me at laige of the obje£tions rcjx^e&ntcd by Ac French 
Ambai&dors to which when I had made my defence in At 
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manner above related, I added that I was ready to make good all 
that Phad feid with my Sword i and fhortly after I did in the 
prefencc of his Majefty and the Duke of Buckingham, humbly 
dcGrc leave to fend a Trumpet to Monfieur de Luines, to oflfer 
him the Combate upon terms that paft betwixt us ; which was 
ncx permitted, otherwife dian that they #ou'd take my offer into 
Gonfideration. Howfoever notice being publickly taken of this 
my defire, much occafion of Speech was given, every man that 
heard thereof much favouring me, but the Duke of Luines death 
4>Ilowing fhortly after, the Bufinefs betwixt us was ended, and I 
commanded tio return to my former charge in France. I ditt 
not yet prefendy go a» finding much difficulty to obtain^ the 
Moneys due to me from the Exchequer,, and therewith, as alfo' 
by my own Revenues, to fatisfie my Creditors m France* The 
* Earl of Garlifle this while being imployed extraordinary Ambaf- 
ikdor to France, brought home a confirmation of the Paflages 
betwixt Monfieur de Luines and myfelf, Monfieur de Amaud> 
who ftbod behind the Hangings as above related, having verified 
dl V faidi infomuch that the King my mafter was well fetisfied of 
riiy Truth* 

Having by thi^ time elearttl^a!! my Dtt>t5, when demanding: 
new Inftruftions from the King my mafter> the Earl of Cariifle 
brought me this Meffage, That his Majefty had diat experience 
df my Abilities and' Fidelity, that he wouW g^ve me ni>. Ihftruc-

tions. 
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tions, but leave all things to my difcretion, as knowing I wou'd 
proceed with that Circunnfpeftion, as I fhou*d be better able to 
difcern, upon enncrgent occafions what was fit to be done, than 
that I fhou'd need to attend direftions from hence, which befides 
that they wou'd be flow, might perchance be not fo proper, or 
corrcfpondent to the conjun<5lure of the great Affairs then in agita- 
tion, both in France and Germany, and other parts of Chriftendom, 
and that thefe things therefore muft be left to my Vigilance, 
Prudence, and Fidelity : Whereupon I told his Lordfhip that I 
took this as a Angular expreflion of the Truft his Majefty repofed 
in me j howbeit that I defired his Lordftiip to pardon me, if I 
faid I had herein only received a greater Power and Latitude 
to err j and that I durft not truft my Judgment fo far as that I 
wou'd prefume to anfwer for all Events, in fuch fadious and 
turbulent Times, and therefore again did humbly defire new In- 
ftrudions, which I promifed pundlually to folk>w. The Earl of 
Carlifle returning hereupon to the King, brought me yet no other 
Anfwer back than that I formerly mentioned, and that his Majefty 
did fo much confide in me, that he- wou'd limit me with no other 
Inftruftions, but refer all to my Difcretion, promifing together 
that if Matters proceeded not as well as might be wifht, he wou'd 
attribute the Default to any thing rather than to my not perform- 
ing my Duty. 

Finding his Majefty thus refolved, I humbly took leave of 
him and my Friends at Court, and went to Monfieur Savage, 
when demanding of him new Letters of Credit, his Anfwer was. 
He cou'd not furniflx me as he had before, there being no li« 

mittd 
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mitcd , lum exprefled there> but that I fhou'd have as much as 
I needed i to which tho I anfwered that I had paid all^ yet as 
Monfieur Savage replied that I had not paid it at the time agreed 
on, he faid he cou'd fumilh me with a Letter only for three thou- 
fand Pounds, and nevcrthclefs that he was confident I fhou'd have 
more if I required it, which I found true, for I took up after- 
wards upon my Credit there as much more, as made in the whole 
live or fix thoufand Pounds* 

Coming thus to Paris I found myfelf welcomed by all the 
principal Perfons, no body that I found there being either of- 
fended with the Paffagcs betwixt me and Monfieur de Luines, 
or that were forry for his death, in which number the Queen's 
Majefty feemed the moft eminent perfon, as one who long fince 
had hated him : Whereupon alfo I cannot but remember this 
Paffage, that in an Audience I had one day from the Queen, I 
demanded of her how far ihe wou'd have aflifted me with her 
good Offices againft Luines ? She replied, that what Caufe foevcr 
fee might have to hate him, either by reafon or by force, they 
wou'd have made her to be of his fide j to which I anfwered in 
Spanifli, No ay feurce por las a Reynasi there is no force for 
Queens > at which fee fmiled. 

And now I began to proceed in all publick Affairs according 
tp the Liberty with which my matter was plealed to honor me, 
confining myfelf to no Rules but thole of my own Difcretion: 
My Negotiations in the mean while proving fo fucCcfsfuU, that 

Y during 
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during the remainder of my ftiy there* his M^cfty receivM omcfl 
£ltisfa£tion cooceroing my Carrbge> as fihdittg I had prefenred 
his Honor and Intereft in all great Affairs then emergent in 
France> Germany, and other parts of Chriftcndom ; which Wcwk 
being of great concernment I found the eafier, that his M^c^ 
fties Ambaffadors and Agents every where, gave me perfeft In- 
telligence of all that happened within their Precinfis ; infomuch 
that from Sir Henry Wotton his Majefty's Ambaf&dor at Ve- 
nice, who was a learned and witty Gendeman, I received all the 
Nevv-s of Itftly ; al alfo from Sir Ifeak Wake, who did more 
particularly acquaint me with the Bufinefe of Savoy,. ♦ VadendQa^ 
^ Switzerland j from Sir Francis Netherfolc his Majefly's Agent 
in Germany^ and more particularly widi the united Princes there, 
on the behalf of his fon in lawj the Palatine or King of Bo- 
hemia, I, received all the News of Germany s fnom Sir Dudley, 
Carlton his Majcfty's Ambaffador in the Low-Countrys, I rc- 
ceiv'd Intelligence concerning all the Affairs of that State ; and 
from Mr* William Trumball his Majefly's Agent at Bruffels, all 
the Affairs on that fide ; and laftly, from Sir Walter Aflon hi& 
Majefty's Ambaflador in Spain, and after him from the Earl of 
Briflol and Lord Cottington, I had Intelligence from the Spanifh 
Court i out of all whofe relations being compared together, I 
found Matter enough to direft my Judgment in all publick Pro- 
ceedings : Befidcs in Paris I had the chief Intelligence which came 
to cid^er Monficur de Langherac, the Low. Countrey AmbalTador,

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i» Monfieur Poftek Agent for the united Princes in Gerrmny, 
•nd Sigr. Contarini Ambaflkdor for Venice, and Sign Guifcardi 
my particular Friend, Agent fer Mantoua, and Monfieur Gue< 
retin Agent for the Palatine or King of Bohemia, and Moniieur 
Villers for the Suiffe, and Monfieur AincMiuit Agent for Geneva, 
by whofe means, upon the refultance df the feveral Adverti&maits 
given me, I found what I had to do. 

The Wars in Germany were now hot, when feveral French 
Gendemen came to me for Recommendadons to the Queen of 
Bohemia, whofe Service diey defired to advance, which alfo I 
performed as efiedtually as I cou'd; howbeit as after che Battle 
of Prague, the Imperial Side feemed wholly to prevail, thcfe 
Gentlemen had not the fadsfa6lion expefted. About diis dme 
the Duke de Crouy, imployed from Bruffels to the Fr«ich Court, 
coming to fee me, faid by way of Rhodomontade, as dio he wou'd 
not fpeak of our Ifles, yet he faw all the reft of the World 
mull bow under the Spaniards to which I anfwered, God be 
thanked they are not yet come to that pafs, or when they were, 
they have this yet to comfort them, that at worft they fhou'd 
be but the fame which you are now ; which Speech of mine 
being afterwards, I know not how divulged, was much applauded 
by the French, as believing I intended that other Countreys 
Ihou'd be but under the fame feverc Government to which the 
Duke of Crouy and thofe widiin the Spanilh Dominions were 
fubjed. 

Yt It 
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It hap'ned one day duit the Agent from Bruffels, iand Am- 

baflador from the Low Countreys, came to fee me immediately 

one after the other> to whom I faid familiarly, that I thought that 

•the Inhabitants of the parts of the fcventecn Provinces, which 

,were under the Spaniards, might be compared to Horfes in a 

.Stable, which as they were finely curried, dreft, and fed, {o they 

were well ridden alfo, Ipurrcd, and galled : And that I thought 

the Low Countrey men were like to Horfes at Grafs, which tho 

they wanted fo good keeping as the other had, yet might leap, 

kick, and fling, as much as they wou'dj which freedom of mine 

difpleafed neither: Or if the Low Country Ambaflador did think 

I had Ipoken a litde too fh^rply, I pleafed him afterwards, when 

•continuing my Difcourfc, I told him that the States of the United 

'Provinces had within a narrow room fhut up fo much warlike 

•Provifion both by Sea and Land, and together demonftrated fuch 

Courage upon all occafions, that it feemed they had more need 

of Enemies than of Friends, which Compliment I found did 

pleafe him. 

: About this time the French being jealous that the King my 
matter wou'd match the Prince his Son with the King of Spain's 
Sifter, and together relinquifti his Alliance with France, myfelf 
who did endeavour nothing more than to hold all good Intelli- 
gence betwixt the two Crowns^ had enough to do. The Count 
dc Gondomor paffing now from Spain into England came to fee 
me at Paris, about ten of the Clock in the morning, when 
after feme Complements, he told me that he was to go towards 

:• . England 
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"England the next morning, and that he defired my Coach to 
accompany him out of Town i 1 told him after a free and merry 
manner he fhou'd not have my Coach, and that if he dc- 
msuided it, it was not becaufe he needed Coaches, the Pope's 
Nuntio, the Emperor's Ambafladdr, the Duke of Bavaria's Agent, 
. and others having Coaches enough to furniih him, but becaufe 
he wou'd put a Jealoufie betwixt me and the French, as if I 
inclined more to the Spanifh fide than to theirs : Gondomor then 
looking merrily upon me, faid, I will dine with you yet i I told 
Jiim by his good favor he fliou'd not dine with me at that 
time, and that when I wou'd entertain the Ambaflador of fo 
great a King as his, it fhou'd not be upon my Ordinary, but 
that I wou*d make him a Feaft worthy of fo great a Perfon ; 
howbeit that he might fee after what manner I lived, I defired 
fome of my Gentlemen to bring his Gentlemen into the Kitchen^ 
-where after my ufual manner were three Spits full of Meat, 
divers Pots of boyled Meat, and an Oven with ftore of Pyes in 
it, and a Dreffer Board covered with all manner of good Fowle, 
and fome Tarts, Pans with Tarts in them after the French 
manner i after which being conduced to another Room, they 
were fhewed a Dozen or fixteen Diihes of Sweetmeats, all which 
was but the ordinary allowance for my Table : The Spaniards 
returning now to Gondomor told him what good Cheer they 
found, notwithftandmg which I told Gondomor again that I de- 
fired to be excufed, if I thought this Dinner unworthy of him, 
and that when occafion were, I fliou'd entertain him after a much 
better manner -, Gondomor hereupon coming near me,, faid, h^ 

efteemed 
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cfteemed me much> and that he meant only to pat a Trick 
upon me, whkrh he found I had difcover*d^ and that he thought 
that an Englifhman had not known how to avoid handfomcly 
a Trick put upon him under fliew of Civility s and diat I ever 
fliou'd find him my Friend, and wou'd do me all the good OiF- 
fices he cou'd in England, which alfo he really perform'd, as 
the Duke of Lenox and the Earle of Pemhrook confimi^d txx 
me i GondomoF faying to them, that I was a man fit f(M- Im* 
ploymcnt, and that he thought Englifhmen, th6 otherwife able 
Perfons, knew not how to make a denial handfomdy, wluch yet 
I had done. 

This Gondonrwr being an aMe Pcrfon, and dexterous in his 
Negotiations, liad fo prevailed with King James that his Majefty 
i*efolved to purlue his Treaty with Spain, and for that pur- 
pofe to fend his fon Prince Charles in perfon to conclude the 
Match, when after feme debate whether he fliou*d go in a 
puWick or private manner, it was at laft refolved, that he at- 
tended with the Marquis of Buckingham, and Sir Francis Cots 
tington his Secretary, and Endimion Porter, and Mr, Grin>es, 
Gentleman of the Horfe to the Marquis, fhou*d pafs in a di%uilcd 
and private manner through France to Madrid ; thefe five paf- 
fing, tho not without fome difficulty, from Dover to BuIIoi^ie, 
where taking Poft Horfes they came to Paris, and lodged at 
an Inn in Rue St. Jacques, where it was advifed amongft them 
whether they fhou'd fend for me to attend them; after Ibme 
dilputc, it was concluded in die negative, fince (as one there ob- 
§ jefted) 
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jedted) if I came alofte in titt qualify of a privattf Feffon> I 
muft go on foot througti tte Streets, and becaufe I was a per* 
fon generally known, naight be followed by krtm one or other» 
who wou*d difcover whither my private vifit tended, befkks liiat 
thc^e in the Inn mii& needs take notice of my coming in that 
iprianner i on the other fide,, if I came pubUckly with my ufuai 
Train, the Gentlemen with me muft needs tsdce notice of the 
Prince and Marquifs of Buckingham^ and confequently might 
divulge it, which was thought not to (buid with the Prince's fafety, 
who endeavour'd to keep his Journey as fecret as poffible : How- 
beit the Prince fpent the d&y foltowing his arrival in feeing 
the French Court and City of Paris, without that any body did 
know his pcrfon, but a Maid that had fold Lineh heretofore in 
London, who feeing him pafs by> faid, certainly this is the 
Prince of Wales, but withal fuffered him to hdd his way> and 
prefumed not to follow him : The next day after they took Poft 
Horfes, and held their way towards Bayone, a City frontier t5 
Spain. 

The firft notice diat came to w& was by-, ofie Andrews a 
Scotchman, who coming late the night preceding their departure, 
demanded whether I had feen the Prince ? When I demanding 
what Prince ? for faid I the Prince of Conde is yet in Italy, 
he told me the Prince of Wales, which yet I could not believe 
eafily, untill with many Oaths he affirnftcd' the Prince was in 
France, . and that he had charge to follow his Highnefs, defirilig 
mt in die mean whik> on the part of the King niy mafter, to 

fcrve 
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fervc his Paffage the bed I coU*d. This iiiade me rife very 
early the next morning, and go to Monfieur Puifieux Principal 
Sccretaiy of State, to demand prelent Audience 5 Puifieux here* 
upon intreated me to ftay an hour fince he was in bed, and 
had fome earneft Bufmefs to difpatch for the King his matter aa 
foon as he was ready ; I returned anfwer, that I cou'd not ftay^ 
a minute, and that I defired I might come to his Bedfide; 
this made Puifieux rife and put on his Gown only, and fb 
came to the Chamber, where I attended him. His firft words 
to me were, I know your Bufinefs as well as you, your Prince 
is departed this morning Poft to Spain 5 adding further, that I 
cou*d demand nothing for the fecurity of his Paflage, but it 
lhou*d be prefently granted, concluding with thefe very words^ 
Vous ferez fervi au point nomme, or you Ihall be ferved in any 
particular you can name. I told him that his free ofier had pre- 
vented the requeft I intended to make, and that becaufe he was 
fo principal a minifter of State I doubted not but what he had 
fo nobly promifed, he would fee punftually performed -, as for 
the fecurity of his Paflage, that I did not fee what I cou'd de- 
mand more than that he wou'd fufFer him quietly to hold his 
way, without fending after or interrupting him. He replied that 
the Prince fliouM not be interrupted, tho yet he cou'd do no 
lefs than fend to know what fuccefs the Prince had in his jour- 
ney. I was no fooner returned out of his Chamber, but I dif- 
patch't a Letter by Poft to the Prince, to defire him to make 
all the haft he cou'd out of France, and not to treat with any 
of the Religion in the way> fince his being at Paris was known, 

and 
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and that th6 the French Secretary had promifcd he fliou'd not 
be interrupted, yet that they wou*d fend after his Highnefs, and 
when he gave any occafion of fuipicion, might perchance de- 
tain him. The Pririce after ibmc examination at Bayone (which 
the Governor therebf did afterwards particularly relate to me 
confefling that he did ^aot icnow who the Prince was) held his 
^vay on to Madrid, where he and all his Company fafely arrived. 
Many of the Nobility and others of the Englifh Court being 
now defirous to fee the Prince, did pafs through France to Spain, 
taking my Houfe ftill in their way, by whom I acquainted his 
Highnefs m Spain how much it grieved me that I had not feen his 
Highnefs when he was in Paris 5 which occafioned his Highnefs 
afterwards to write a Letter to me, wholy with his own Hand, 
.and lubfcribe his Name your Friend Charles, in which he did 
abundantly fatisfie all the Unkindnefs I might conceive on this 
. occalion. 

. X fli^l not enter into a Narration of the Paffages occurring in 
,th*e Spanilh Court, upon his Highnefs's Arrival thither, tho they 
vrere well known to me for the moft part, by the Information 
the French Queen was pleafed to give me, who among other 
things, told me that her Sifter did wifh well unto the Prince. 
I had from her alfo Intelligence of certain Meffages fent from 
Spain to the Pope, and the Pope's Meflages to them; whereof^ 
by her permiffion, I did afterwards inform his Hijghnefs. Many 
Judgments were now made concerning the Event, which this 
Treaty of Marriage was likely to have j the Duke of Savoy

New Propofidons being now made, and other CounfeUs iiiete*- 
upon given, the Prince taking his leave of the Spanifli Court 
came to St. Andrew's in Spain, where (hoping Unafelf with his 
Train arriv.ed &fely at {Poitfmouth, about the beginning rofiOSio^ 
Jber 1623 'f the News whereof being (fliort|y*bro«ght into frawe^ 
'the Duke of Guife came to me, and &id he &und)tbe. Spaniards 
were not ib abde men as he xhou^t, fince they had nother 
xnarried the Prince in their Country, nor done ai^ diiiig ta 
break his Match alfewhere ; I anfwered t^t the Pcinc^ was tnofe 
dexterous than diat any fecret pra&i^e of theirs cou'd be put

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The War againft thofe of the Religion continuing in France, 
Pcrc Segncr^md, Confeffor to the King, made a Sermon bcfbrcf 
his M^efly upon the Text, That we ihou'd forgive our Enc- 
mies> upon which Argument having faid many good'THings^ 
he at laff diftinguifhed Forgivenefs, and faidi We were indeed 
CO forgive our Enemies but not the Enemies of God, fuch as 
were Hcneticfcs^.andpartiGulkrly thofe of the Religion j and that 
his Majefty, as the Moft Chriftian Kingi ought tb extirpate' tllem' 
wherefocver they cou'd be found. This particular being related 
to me, r thought fit to go to the Queen* Mother without fur- 
ther Ceremony, for Ihe gave me leave to come to her Cham- 
ber whenfocver I wou'd,. without demanding Audience, and to 
tell her, diat tho I did not ufually intermeddle with Mktters 
handled within their Pulpits^, yet becaufe Pere Segnerandi who- 
had tlie chaqge of the King's Confciwce, had fpokcn fo vio- 
lently i^ainll thofe of the Religion, that his: Doftrine was noft 
limited only to France, but might extend itfelf in- its- Confe- 
quences beyond the Seas, even to the Dominions of the King my^ 
m^er j. L cou'd not but think it very unreafonable, and the 
rather,- that as her Majeffy well knew,, that a» Treaty of Mhr-- 
riagp betwixt our Prince and: the Printjefe her Daughter was now^ 
began, for which reafdni I cou'd do no^ left thm humWj^ defire 
that fuch Dodbines as^ thefc henceforth mightbefilencediby^fon^tf: 
difcrcet Admonition (he might pleafe to give to ?ere Segrierandi 
or others, that mig^t fpeak^ to this purpofe. 'Jha Queen thd^ flie 
feemed very willingly to hear me, yet handled the Bufineft fo,*^ 
that Pere Segnerand was together informed who had made this

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Complaint againft him, whereupon alfo he was fo diftemper'J, 
that by one Monfieur Gaellac a Provencall, his own Countrymair, 
he fent me this Meflage ; That he knew well who had accufed 
him to her Majefty, and that he was fenfible thereof^ that he 
wifht me to be affured, that whcrefoever I was in the World he 
wou'd hinder my Fortune. The Anfwer I returned by Monfieur 
Gaellac was. That nothing in all France but a Fryar or a Womaa 
durft have fent me fuch a Meffage. 

Shortly after this, coming again to the Queen Mother, I told 
her that what I faid concerning Pere Segnerand, was fpoken with 
a good Intention, and that my words were now difcovered to 
him in that manner> that he fent me a very affronting Meflage^ 
adding after a merry faihion thefe words, that I thought Seg- 
nerand fo malicious, that his Malice was beyond the Malice 
of Women : the Queen being a little ftartled hereat, fayed, A 
moy Femme et parler ainfi ? To me a Woman and fay fo ? I 
replied gently, Je parle a votre Majeftc comme Reyne et non pas 
comme Femme; I fpeak to your Majefty as a. Queen and not 
as a Woman, and fo took my leave of hen What Pere S^ne- 
rand did afterwards, in way of performing his Threat I know 
nots but ilire I am, that had I been ambitious of worldly Great- 
ncfs, I might have often remembered his words j tho as I ever 
loved my Book and a private Life, more than any bufie Pre- 
ferments, I did fruftrate, and render vain his greateft Power to 
hurt me. 
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My book De Vcritatc prout diftinguitur a Revelatione verili- 
mili^ poflibili^ et k falfo, havir^ been begun by me in England> 
and formed there in all its principal Parts> was about this 
time finilhed ; all the Iparc hours which I could get from my 
Vifits and Negotiations, being imployed to perfeft this Work> 
which was no fooner done, but that I communicated it to Hugo 
Grocius that great Scholar, who having efcaped his Prilbn in 
the Low Countreys, came into France, and was much welcomed 
by me and Monfieur * Tieleners alfo, one of the greateft Scho- 
lars of his time, who after they had perufed it, and given it 
iTiore Commendations than is fit for me to repeat, exhorted rac 
carneftly to print and publilh it j howbeit as the frame of my 
whole Book was fo different from any thing which had been 
written heretofore, I found I muft either renounce the Authority 
of all that had written formerly, concerning the Method of 
finding out Truth, and confequently infift upon my own way, 
or hazard myfelf to a general Cenfure, concerning the whole 
Argument of my Book i I muft confefs it did not a lictle ani- 

♦ In the little book of Lord Herbert's Verfes, publiflied after his , 
Death, is a Copy addrelled to TiUnus after the fatal Defiuxion upon my Arm. 
Daniel Tilenus was a Theologic Writer of that time. He wrote about 
Antichrift, and Animadverfions on the Synod of Dort : Some of his 
Works were publifhad at Paris. He was however a Silefian, and his true 
name might be Tieleners, latinized into Tilenus according to the pe- 
dantry of that time; as Groot was called Grotius, the fimilitude q£ 
whole Studies might well conned him with Tieleners.

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mate me, that the two great Perfons abovementioned did fo highly 
value it, yet as I knew it wou'd meet with much oppofition,

I had no fooner (poken thefe words, but a Ibud tho yet gentle * 
Noife came from the Heavens (for it was like nothing op Earth) 
which did fo comfort and cheer me, that I took my Petition as. 
granted, and that I had the Sign I demanded, whereupon alfo I 
rcfblvcd to print my Book: This (iiow ftrangc- foever it may 
feem) I proteft before the Etemai God is true, neither am I any 
wayi fiiperftitioufly deceived herein^, (ince I did not only dearly 
fear the Noife,. but in the fertneSt Skye that ever I faw, being 
without all Clpud, did to- my dunking (ee theplare from whence ' 
it came. *

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And now I fent nny Book to be printed in Paris, at my own 
Coft and Charges, without fufFering it to be divulged to others 
than to fuch as I thou^t might be worthy Readers of it j tho 
afterwards reprinting it in England, I not only difperfed it 
among the prime Scholars of Europe, but was fent to not only^ 
from the neareft but furtheft parts of Chriftendome, to defire 
the fight of my Book, for which they promifed any thing I 
ihou'd defire by way of return, but hereof more amply in its 
place.
